The reaſon is, that I believe with 
many others, that the time for your convic- 
tion of your great ſin in filling up the meaſure 
of natingal guilt, in crucifying the true Meſ- 
ſiah, the Lord of Glory, draws near. That 
a time muſt come, when a ſpirit of grace and 
ſupplications will be poured out upon the 
houſe of David, and on the inhabitants of Je- 
vruſalem, according to. the prophet, when you 
ſhall mourn for him your forefathers pierced, 

as for an only ſon, and be in bitterneſs, as Tos 
a 22 born, Lech. xii. 10. 
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170 r this grace before a tins e prede- 
termined by the Lord God, though unknowrt 
as to an exact period, is as vain, as for you 
to have expected redemption from Egypt be- 
fore the years predicted were filled up; or 
from your captivity out of Babylon, till the 
ſeventy years were completed, in which your 
anceſtors ſuffered not the land to en joy her ſabs 
| batic years for the long period of four hundred 
and ninety years : a violation of the law ſcarce 
to be credited, but from the authenticity of 
that hiſtory, and from the mouth of the pro- 
phet Jeremiah; in both of which, hiſtory and 
prophet proclaim ſuch a bold and awful breach 
of your law. 2 Chron. xxxvi. 21 — Jerem. 
XXV. 9-1 2—XXIX. 10. 


The ſame Lord that cauſed ein of Pha- 
raoh to harden, whoſe righteous judgment you 
cannot challenge, has cauſed the ſame blind- 
neſs of eyes xind hardneſs of heart to fall on 
you for ſo long period as ſeventeen centuries, 
near three hundred years 1 the whole 
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Vain would be the attempt to reaſon you 
out of your three ſubterfuges. The firſt is, 
that the /n of the golden calves yet cleaves to 
your people, which prevents your expected 
Meſſiah's appearance. The ſecond, that the 
great wickedneſs of your people 1 is the cauſe 
of this delay.

That the Bar Enoſh, the Son of Man, aſcended 
in that triumphant manner, is trug but go- 
ing up and coming down are different Cit- 
cumſtances ; and you haye no proof from your 
prophets of ſuch an event, though Chriſtians 
have, from writings as ſacred, and well-at- 
teſted by as many miracles, as you can pretend 
for Ie: Nearly thirty and ſix jubiles are 
clapſed 
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elapſed from y our expulſion from your land. 
with your temple and city deſtroyed and de- 
ſolate. This long period has not removed 
your ſins and tranſgreſſions, ſo as to bring the 
long, long- expected Meſſiah: nor would this 
great period twice mealurld. have this effect

As a diſciple of Chriſt, T rejoice, that all 
Iſrael ſhall be finally ſaved ; not becauſe you 
are the ſeed of Abraham, but of Adam's ſeed, 
as I am 1 and that the nations of the whole 
world are promiſed to be bleſſed in ].

tend this deciſion and meaſurty confirmed by 
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a wiſer and greater king than Solomon, in Luke 
xii. 47» 48. 


In my publications it has been proved, that 
our Lord never inſtituted an excluſive prieſt- 
hood as under the law, nor any appropriate 
character as ſuch. Faith in Jeſus Chriſt and 
his righteouſneſs conſtituted every believer a 
priefl, with his femple, meat and drink, gar- 


ment, ſacrifices and offerings of an internal 


and ſpiritual nature, in his own body, The 


apoſtles were not called prizfts, but elders, the 
firſt among other prieſts or believers in a gene- 


ral name. The aſſumption of ſuch a character 


ſoon extinguiſhed the liberty of prophe/ſying, 
according to the different gifts of one holyſpirir: 
it brought in the forming of diſcordant creeds, 


and by degrees every corrupt and ſuperſtitious 
engraftment of Paganiſm and Judaiſm revived, 


It is here proper to obviate any miſconceptio 

and remove a falſe and malicious charge on 
Meſes, which Lord Bolingbroke, after other 
calumniators, has framed againſt him, as a fa»

vourer of ſacerdotal power and revenue. Moſes, 
ſay his enemies, drew the plan of his prieſt- 
hood from Egypt, with whoſe wiſdom and po- 
lity, in church and ſtate, he was acquainted 
from his early years. Why then did he not 
make Aaron and his ſons lords and proprie- 1 
tors of all the land, or of ſo much as he knew IM 
ſufficient to maintain a permanent dominion, | 
which all politicians allow to depend on pro- 
priety in land? He had a fooliſh and eredu- 
lous people, according to them, whom he made 
to believe they ſaw things they neverſaw, heard 
what they never heard, and fed on imaginary - 
bread which they never taſted,” Can all hiſ- 
tory produce a national prieſthood ſo early, 
and formed by Moſes, capable of uniting ling 
and prieſt in himſelf? Can ſuch an order be 
found, that had not eſtates and domains of 
this ſort?

Hutter, in his Hebrew Teſtament, 
has put Heaven in the dual number, but it 
means here the % Heaven, or the third and 
inmoft, the Holyot Holies above. 2dly, Who is 
in Heaven, relates to the Father, the Man, not 
to his Son, as the commentators, tranſcribing 
the firſt miſtake of their predeceſſors, leave it 
to be tranſmitted to their ſucceſſors.

not between the carcaſes of the men who have 
ſinned againſt the Lord, as all men have, and 
the ſoul and ſpirit, which animated them;

Jebouab has contended with all fleſh, where 
the ſlain of the Lord were many at v. 16. all 
but the elect who have been ſlain before by 
that o- edged fivord, ſo well known by the 
wiſer part of the Jews ; of which they ſay, it 
ſmites with one edge, and heals with the other; 
it kills fleſh and quickens ſpirit, according to 
the beautiful explanation of that paſſage, I

am JEHOVAH. Deut. xxxii. 39—lIfaiah xix.

This creature is no more 
like the Lamb of Cod, that taketh away the ſin of the world, 
than the gelden calf of Aaron's making, was a proper limi- 
litude of the Lerd God of Iſrael, Maſes, as an hiſtorian 
of integrity, conceals not the folly and impiety of Aaron, 
his brother, nor of the whole people. Here we ſhall ſee 
one truth, in, atteſting which, I ſhall be in the ſame mi- 
nority as 77 eh of Arimathea was in the Sanhedrin, who 
conſented not to the will and deed of condemning the Lord 
as a blaſphemer worthy of death. I ſay, then, that the 
voice of the people is not the voice of God, but rather of 
the Devil. This voice called for the golden calf, the fin 
of which ſome Jewiſh writers tell us, ' ſticks to them at

ſeem to be perpetual : to which it is reaſona- 
bly ſuppoſed that Paul alludes, where he ſays, 
Let not the ſun go down upon thy wrath, 

as 28 did not permit his judgment to conti- 


nue.“ When Paul wiſhed Famſelf accurſed 


from Chri/t, for his brethren, according to 
the fleſh, he did not mean to ſuffer eternal 
miſery more than Moſes, in what I would call, 
a divine enthuſiaſm of love, when he ſaid, Oh, 
this people have ſinned a great fin, and have 
made them gods of gold; and now, if thou 
wilt, forgive their fin : if not, blot me, I pray 
thee, out of the ook of /ife which thou haſt 
written, Exod. xxxii. 31, 32. Surely he 
means from the lot of the fir/f-born, which is 
the ſame as the Lam#'s book of life, in Rev. 
iii. 1 5—Xiti. 8xxi. 27. In other words, from 
the royal prieſthood of the order of Melcbixe- 
deck, of which Teſus was to be the head, and 
the fir} among many brethren, This high

1, 
Speaking in righteouſneſs, mighty or great to 
ſave, or to'cauſe ſalvation to others. In theſe 
'pſalms the name Jehovah has no adjunct of 
God or Lord, (Adon) and therefore mere mer- 
cies, free juſtifications are ſignified, according 
to the wiſdom of the Hebrew church, under 
the ſchools of the prophets, or interpreters of 
. 1 


1. Prophets in general ſignify the expounders and inter- 
-preters of the ritual of the law, in the ſpirit and truth to 
(the figures. 2. They intend ſuch as were gifted with real 
knowledge of the ſenſe, called ſod by that people, and by 
Paul, ſpeaking the wiſdom of God in a myfteryto the adult, 
men of underſtanding in the knowledge of Ghriftyand his 
preſence in them. Thus in 1 Sam. x. 5, 6. Thou ſhalt meet 
with a company of prophets coming down from the high 
place, witha pſaltery and tabret, andapipe and aharp; and 
*, NR II ; they 
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the ſpirit to the letter. Numerous are the 
paſſages of the law, the prophets, and pſalms, 
they ſhall propheſy, give forth ſome ſongs of praiſe from 
their hearts, with inſtruments of muſic, as ſuited to the 
Lord God. This ſenſe is confirmed by Dawid's ſeparating 
thoſe whe ſhould propheſy, (not foretell any ſuture events) 
with harps, pſalteries, and cymbals; to give thanks, and 
to praiſe the Lord. 1 Chron. xxv. 1, 2, 3. The number 
of them inſtrufted in the ſongs of the Lord, for the ſer- 
vice of the houſe of God, all that were cunning or ſkilful, 
two hundred, fourſcore, and eight, the number doubled of 
the twelve tribes ſealed, in Revel. vii. 3. The apoſtle 
chiefly uſes the word propheſying, for explaining the New 
Teſtament by the true ſenſe of the lau, in the ſpirit and 
truth, not according to the figures of Moſes in the temple, 
and all its miniſtration ;. but in that meaning, which this 
enlightened ſervant of our Lord ſpeaks of, where he ſays, 
God hath made us able miniſters of the New Teſtament, 
not of the /et/er, even of that, but of the. /pirit ; for the 
letter, (literal ſenſe only taken) killeth, but the ſpirit, or 
internal ſenſe giveth life, 2 Cor. iii. 6. The whole chapter 
ſhews,- that what was outward and viſible by the figures. 
of this world, muſt now be inwardly ſought in our bodies, 
as the /iving temples, rebuilding from Adam's curſe, and 
loſs of the glory, or ſchechinah, as Lord Barrington has 
ſhewn in his miſcellanies ; in the water of life, figured by 
the laver ; by the white rayment of the prieſts ; by the per- 
petual'fire of the altar; by the meat and drink-offering, at

and tells us, that they muſt be found within us, in our 
new temple, newAdam, ſpiritual, inward, hidden ; for his 
kingdom is not outward, as the legal; nor does it come 
with obſervation, with ſplendor, pomp, and other viſible 
ſolemnities ; but is to be found in us, as Paul ſpeaks, 
without aſcending or deſcending to reach the Lord, our 
quickening ſpirit, Of the whole daily ſervice of the tem- 
ple I have written at large, and have proved, that the 
Hebrew church once knew it in the ſame view, as ourLord 
has opened it, in all the ſix branches of that figurative mi- 
niſtration ; and to which the prophet of prophets calls us to 
the ſpirit and truth ; tohis water, hisfleſh, 'andtohisblood; 
10 his rayment, to his perpetual fire; to his ſeven lamps 
or lights, and to his incenſe of ſweet odours. This work 
the Reviewers called Hutchinſoniſm, when 1 proved, by 
that piece, from the teſtimony of the ancient Jews, the 
falvation of all nations; and Hutchinſon, as a Calviniſt, 
in the defence of excluſive predeſtination throughout his 
writings, would have. conſigned me to eternal miſery for 
that Hereſy of opinion. The part of foretelling future 
events was only an occaſional branch of the prophets. 
Their chief office was to rehuke the ſins of kings, prieſts, 
and people; to pronounce judgments and viſitations of 
the ſword, famine, and peſtilence, unleſs they reformed 
their ways, and repented of their evil works ; and to pro- 
miſe grace and mercy in removing the temporary rod and 
py ſcourge 
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learned deſpiſe from ignorance of what the 

Cabala ſignifies, as if the interpretation deli- 
Fe * ' \ vered 
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ſcourge of the Div ine diſpleaſure on amendment to renew 

the great hope of the Meſſiah, the burden and glory of 


the law and prophets. Each prophet giving forth ſome 


peculiar circumſtance of his /we-/o/d character, as a per- 
ſon molt afflicted, and ſuffering, and moſt exalted and 


victorious over his enemies. Theſe branches conſtitute 


the principal charaQer of theſe meſſengers, in the four 
greater prophets, Iſalah, Jeremiah, Ezekiel, and Daniel; 
and in the twelve leſſer, ſo called, becauſe of their wri- 
tings being leſs; not that the matter was of leſs impor- 
tance and dignity than that of the others: Malachi, the 
laſt, having propheſied near four centuries before our 
Lord's firſt advent, deſcribing the Baptiſt, his herald in 
the ſpirit of vehement rebuke, as the Elijah of the goſpel. 
Of the groundleſs expectation of a third Elias tranſmitted 
from the apoſtate church of Rome, and adopted by ſome 
others, I have treated of in a Diſcourſe on the Third Day, 
printed in the vol. of Letters to Adam Smith, Priefiley, 
James Harris, Soame Jenyns, and Samuel Johnſon, p. 287, 
and is extracted from my Comment on Pſalm Ixviii. p. 
187, 188. Other prophets are found; ſome make 4bra- 
ham ; but he was rather propheſied unto by the promiſe 
and the oath of God. [ſac propheſied in giving the dou- 
ble portion to Jacob, and a bleſſing to Eſau concerning 
things to come. Heb. ii. 20—Gen. xxvii. 2, 39. Aubin 
could not ſee this truth; neither Luther or Calvin ; nor 
can the goſpel miniſters, ſo calling themſelves from deep 
humility, perceive jt, at leaſt they pretend that it eſcapes 
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vered by the. ſchools of the prophets, wiſe inen 


and ſcers, had an reſemblance to the tradi- 
* tions 


their boaſted ſagacity. Jacob propheſied in the twelve 


bleſſings to his twelve ſons; and 7oſeph was a prophet in 
Egypt, as well as an expounder of hidden things: there- 
fore Pharoah called him Saphnath Pahaneah, according to 
Leuſden, a revealer and interpreter of ſecret things, Whe- 
ther the words be Egyptian or Coplic, ſignify nothing wor- 
thy notice. Toſeph is a ſon precious above all his father's 
Children, and a tender father was he, as well as a moſt 
forgiving brother, to his envious and guilty brethren, In 


| him cloſes the ſpitit of propheſying, and teaching their 


ſenators or elders wiſdom, till Moſes was called, as a de- 
liverer and a prophet, The whole law is a prophecy from 


the firſt month, Alib, to the ſeven ſabbatical years; in 
which the Bed of the typical lamb flowed every day to 


the great year of releaſe for debts and mortgaged lands, 
and the end of all ſervitude in the Jubili. It would take 
a volume to enlarge on his charaQer, as a deliverer, a 
prophet, and a legiſlator ; prefiguring the higher redemp- 
tion of Jeſus Chriſt, the King, the prieſt, the prophet, 
and the lawgiver of a new law, Of his expreſſive and 
ſigniſicative types, in the temple eſpecrally, and continu- 


ally, as Bacon ſpeaks, we have yet ſeen only the Paſſover, 


and the feaſt of Pentecoft evangelically fulfilled in the 
dreadful imagery of fire, blood, and pillars of ſmoke; 
which Peter, an able miniſter of the New Teſtament, as 
his brother Paul was, promiſes, in the name of Fehovah, 
that this baptiſm of fire, even the holy ſpirit, ſhall be 
* out on all fleſh, as the earneſt and pledge was

of Abraham, to whom the chief bleſſings of the promiſed 
Meſſiah ſeemed to be given as a ſpecial favour ; and ſo it 
was, ſhould, in the great body of that people, be caſt off, 
hardened in heart, and darkened in underſtanding, while 
the eleftion of grace ſhould paſs over to as many among the 
Gentiles, as the Lord our God ſhall call, in Peter's pro- 
pheſying. Acts ii. 39—iii. 21, 26. 3. The means of

16, The Jews, through pride and 
envy, (too often the companions of religious privileges) 
thought, that the [/rael of the Lord God, who were to en- 
joy the great prerogative of the f. born under the Meſfah, 
could not be transferred from the ſeed of Abraham. They 
knew; that the double portion, ſpiritually underſtood, ſigni- 


hed the kingdom and prieſthood conjoined in one bleſſing. 


They were not ſtrangers to the diſtindtion ſo marked by 
the houſe of Aaron for the high prieſthood, and by the Le- 
vites, for the ſubordinate prieſthood, They knew, that

That ambiguous word, the 
church, or in plainer terms, the prieſts: ſo that Eſau, 
and his numerous progeny, were not to cat their morſel in 
quiet for a few years, before they went to be plunged in 
endleſs torments, One horrid temper has ever ſtuck faſt 
to this more horrid doctrine, that of perſecuting, plun- 
dering, and murdering, in every form of cruelty, as if 
the E/e# ſuppoſed they muſt poſſeſs the good things of this 
world, as well as of that of eternal happineſs and glory, 
The Millenarians, in the laſt century, confined all its 
treaſures and bleſſings to themſelves, as the predeſtj- 
nated heirs; they began the inſolent language of tram- 
pling on all laws and magiſtrates. "They were aſcend- 
ing thrones, and rioting in palaces, in an ideal anti- 
cipation of all voluptuouſneſs. They were to tread the 
unregenerate, all but their ſe, as dirt and mire under 
their holy feet. They were cheriſhing the luxurious hopes 
of bleſſings, like the corn, wine, and oil of the od co- 
venant. Yet, under all theſe depths of Satan, to debaſe 
truth by ſuch folly and wickedneſs, the Millennium, as 
the late Biſhop Newton has fully proved, forms as eminent 
a part of the goſpel, as the feaſts of paſſover and pentecgſt, 
already fulfilled in an eyangelical way, and ptefigured thirty 
Jubilees before, ſtand pledges and earneſts of the feaſts of 
_ trumpets and tabernacles yet future, conſtitute illuſtrious 
* of the My /aic law and inſtitutes. The excellent 
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Meffah, Another rule which Rabbi Ch1jab, 
the ſon of Aſe, from one Raf. Whoever 
waſhes kis hands, he muſt lift them up, leſt 
the waters ſhould run below the joints, where 
the fingers are united to the hand, leſt the 
hands be defiled a ſecond time.”

theſe aſſumed the title of the Elecl. His Hiſtory, indeed 
lays open the ſhame and nakedneſs of the clergy, the 
Lord's lot, as much as St. Jerome, in the fourth century, 
had done before, calling Rome, Babylon, and the prieſts, 
members of that An/ichrift foretold by the apoſtle: how this

his unction to lead me into all the truth of his 


Father, and his moſt precious name, Feſus; 
in which glorious title, the goſpel commenced, 


and will conclude in the words of his be- 


loved diſciple ohn. The grace of our Lord 


Teſus ſhall be with you all, Amen. Revel. 
xxii, laſt verſe. Every novice in Hebrew 
knows, that the imperative is ; moſtly uſed for

On the Time of his ſecond Advent. . 


LET us now ſearch out the TIME of the 
ſecond Advent, to take upon him the univerſal 
rule over all nations, as the pſalm ſpeaks, 
Ariſe, O God, ( Elohim) judge the earth, 
for thou ſhalt inherit among all nations, Pſalm 


nations and peoples, one pure lip, after paſſing through the 
univerſal baptiſm of fire, even the holy ſpirit, to ſerve him 
with one conſent. This muſt be in the garment of praiſe, 

for the ſpirit of heavineſs, and the garments of ſalvation, 
Iſaiah Ixi, 1, 10. in the words of Feel, I will cleanſe their 
bloods I have not cleanſed, I JEHOVAH dwelling in 
Zion. Chap. iii. laſt verſe, 


. Ixxxii.

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Ixxxii. 8. This paſſage applies to Jacob, the 
father of all the firſt-born, and at their head, 
in Revel. xiv. 1, 2. Our tranſlation has ren- 
dered all nations, while the Septuagint more 
juſtly renders among all nations. The pro- 
priety of this preciſion ſhall be confirmed by 
ſcripture, This is the' weapon the Lord has 
given to fight his cauſe, that of ruth. Iſaiah 
xxvii. 6, The Lord ſhall cauſe them that 
come of Jacob to take root, (as trees do) Iſ- 
rae] ſhall bloſſom: and bring forth, and fill 
the face of the world (not any particular land) 
with fruits, in chap. xlix. 6. It is a light 
thing that thou ſhouldſt be my ſervant, to raiſe 
up the /ribes of Jacob, to reſtore the preſerved 
of I/rae/: l- will give thee alſo for a /ight to 
the nations, that thou mayeſt be my ſalvation 
unto the end of the cartb. The ſmall number 
of the I/rae/ of God in the firfl-born, is only 
the pledge and ſecurity of the /ar/cr-born, as 
the fruits, yet ſmaller, only twelve at 
paſſover, ſtood, (if Paul underſtood the ſenſe 
of that leading branch, and prominent cha- 
racter of the /ega/ in/titute. Rom. xi. 16.) the 
earneſt for a ſanctiſication of the whole wheat 
harveſt, and of the vine of the earth too. Rev. 
Xiv. 14, 20, Let me adduce the teſtimony of

Simeon, à juſt and devout man, to whom i it had 


been revealcd, that he ſhould not ſee death, till 
he had ſeen the Lord's Chrift, the anointed 
Son of JEHOVAH. Pſalm ii. 6, 14. When 
he took Jeſus in his arms, he propheſied on 
his name, and blefled God, and ſaid, now; 
Lord, letteſt thou thy ſervant depart in peace, 
according to thy word; for mine eyes have 
ſeen thy ſalvation, which thou haſt prepared 
before the face of all peoples: a /ight for 
lightening the natiens, and for the GLORY 
of thy people Iſracl. . This was ſaid of out 
Saviour's coming in the ,fle/þ as the /in-offers 
ing, and the ranſom for all men, and the lamb 
to take away the /in of the ward, (Adam's ſing 
as Paul proves, in Rom. v.) and to be the 
propitiation, mcrcy ſcat, not for qur ſins andy 
(meaning all, as well as thoſe of the Elec 


but for the /ins of the whole world. Rom: iv. 
4, 16 John I Epiſt. ii. 1. is this lamb changed 


to the ſecond beaſt, the lamb, dragon, a falſe 
lamb, a fa{ſe Chrift, among many ſuch, with 
a multitude of falſe prophets, preachers, and 
interpreters, teſtifying and proclaiming him a 
dragon to all nations and tongues, where this 
monſter reigns, protected by, and armed with 
civil and eccleſiaſtical power, combined 10 
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debaſe the underſtanding of mankind, that an 
order of men, calling themſelves priefts, (a 
name never mentioned as peculiar and appro- 
priate, but common to all believers) might 
eſtabliſh themſelves as an hierarchy, ſucceed- 
ing to the high prieſts, and the Levites of the 
Moſaic inſtitute; to which it bears no ſimili- 
tude, no agreement at all, as it has been fully 
explained in the myſteries of the firft-born, 
and firft-fruits, publiſhed in the year 1763 ; 
of which, ſome ſaid, that too much light was 
given at once; ang others ſaid, that it was too 
obſcure, though they allowed that the five 
propoſitions were clearly explained. Theſe 
are, 1. That there is a lot, an election of grace 
or peculiar favour, called by Paul (who had 
ſome knowledge of the law, at leaſt equal to 
Auſtin and Caluin) the Iſrael of God, the 
firft-born and firſt-fruits. 2. That their num- 
ber is fore-decreed and definite, making 
144,000 ſealed of the 7ribes of the ſpiritual 
Ifracl, as it has been ſince revealed to me, the 
number is double, that the twenty- four elders 
muſt be multiplied to an u] number: that 
therefore they are twice only mentioned in the 
revelation given to the beloved John, collected 
from Jews and Gentiles, for all nations and 


peoples,

peoples, and tongues. 3. That the firſt- born 
and firſt- fruits neceſſarily imply a latter-born 
and a /atter-fr uit, according to the legal adum- 
bration, importing the wwheat-harve/t, or the 
threſhing-floor, and the vintage, or vine of the 
earth for the wine preſs. Matt, xiii. 30, 39 — 
Iſaiah Ixiii. 1, Rev. xiv. 15, 20—Joel iii. 
11, 15—Zeph. iii. 8, 9—lfaiah Ixvi, 15, 16. 
4. That theſe heirs and co-heirs with Chriſt, 
the head, will be the happy inſtruments of 
conveying ſalvation to all others, as kings and 
prieſts of the M High God, Jeſus Chrift, 
the great firſt-born, being the great king and 
chief prieſt over them. Micah iv. +, 6—Iſaiah 
ii. 2, 6. 5. That this election of grace, which 
has created ſo much ſpiritual pride, bitter con- 
tention, and cruel perſecutions on one hand, 
and ſo much darkneſs and deſpair, with ſuch 
dreadful conceptions of the One Good God, and 


of his beloved Son, on the other, flowing from 
the doctrines of predeſlination and reprobation, 


founded on a wilful, an affected ignorance of 
Jacob and Eſau, both expreſſly bleſſed con- 
cerning hinge to come, or Moles and Paul de- 
ceive us: this very doctrine underſtood, as the 
ſacred oracles declare, without any myſtery in 
the words or the ſubject, proclaims with the 
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angels at the birth of JESUS, glory to GOD 
in the HIGHEST, and on earth peace, good 
will towards men. Luke ii. 11, 15. Aufſlin, 
the great defender of prede/tination and repro- 
bation, in the falſe view, was called by the 
church hiſtorians, durus infantum pater, the 
eruel father of infants ; and Calviniſm, flows 
6 ing from the impure fountain of this man's 
doctrine, may be named the ſavage mother of 
almoſt the whole race of nations, tongues, and 
peoples, Both names may ſuit the 97d dragon, 
as Apollyon in the Greek, and Abaddon in the 
Hebrew, the ng of the abe, in Rev. ix. 
11, and the /econd beaſt with two horns, like 
a /amb, and ſpake as a dragon, and ftill ſpeaks 
as ſuch, under all eſtabliſhed forms of what is 
called, the religion of Ye, Chr. Auſtin 
himſelf talks of the Antichriſt# that was to 
appear, when his own writings tended more 
than any father or mother of the church, to 
build the /hrone, the palace, and the power of 
the Pope, the Antichrift in the religion of tho

author. His authority was ſo great, that even 
Malbranche, ſuperior to this man in piety, 
learning, and charity, hopes, that in Hu ſearch 
after truth, that he has not contradicted any 
points of this theological Rabbi, or as he may 
be called, the great deſpotic teacher, to the 
eighteenth century. | 


On the excluſive predeſtination fully eſtab- 
liſhed, Mahomet the falſe prophet predicted, 
came forth near the beginning of the ſeventh 
century, laying claim to the bleſſings, as the 
true deſcendants from Sarah, conſequently 
heirs of the world, promiſed to Abraham. He 
laid waſte with the ſword what corrupted 
Chriſtianity had done before by the political 
and eccleſiaſtical ſword of the prieſts, He re- 
taliated upon the apo/tate Chriſtians, the prin- 
ciples of perſecution and violence, of which 
the church, as it was called, had ſet the ex- 
ample, long before the pious and religious 
Phocas,% the Emperor of the Eaft, contined 
the 


* Phacas, who murdered Maurice, his maſter, his wiſe, 
and ten children; five of them before the father's face. 
This precious Emperor was at firſt only a Centurion.

the title of Pope to the Biſhops of Rome, in 
Boniface the Third, in the year 606, when 
their power began to ſhew it ſelf, as all Hypo- 


eriſy begins in the feigned humility of Servus 


Servarum, ſervant of the ſervants of the Lord. 
This title of Papa was before given to every 


Biſhop, as it might be now given to every 


miniſter of a pariſh, or teacher of any com- 
munity of believers, as a name of reſpect. 
When the church heraldry began, 1 cannot 
recollect, probably with Conflantine, the 
proudeſt Emperor, and the moft ignorant, that 
ever entered the church, if a co-temporary 


\ writer of the firſt character for picty, and true 


knowledge 


Fleraclius took this monſter priſoner, and ordered his arms, 
legs, and head to be cut off, and his trunk to be thrown 
into the fire, in the year 610, The Pope ſhould have 
made him a ſaint, for he was wicked enough for that cha- 
rafter. How Charles the Ninth of France, who headed 
the cruſade againſt the Huguenots, French Proteſtants, at 
Paris, 1572, of whom the number murdered, as ſome re- 
late, were 70,000: how this pious and religious monarch 
eſcaped Canmization, (the mimic and ape of Pagan Deiſi- 
cation of illuſtrious reer of mankind) muſt be a matter 
of wonder, Even Lewis the Fourteenth, by his bloody 
eniſales, 1684, (which Jurieu has deſcribed in colours 
not dark enough) merited more than the name of the im- 


mortal man, from the Pope, the Papal clergy, and the no- 
blies of that nation. 


Pl 
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knowledge of vital and exper imental religion, 
(as Biſhop Wilkins juſtly ſtiles it, the only 
evidence of its power, ſomewhere in his ex- 
cellent work of prayer and preaching) if ſuch 
a writer cited in my collection of poems and 
letters, can be credited, this Emperor did 
more damage to the true church, than good. 
The Jod of the martyrs has been named the 
ſeed of the church, and I believe it true, But 
what was the Jed of Heretics, ſo plentifully 
ſhed j& every century, from the time that Em- 
perors, ſervants of Jg, the Lord of all, as 
much as their meaneſt ſubjects, put the ſword 
into the hands of Patriarchs, Archbiſhops, 
Biſhops, Prieſts, and Monks, to Kill Here- 
tics, The perſecutors were the Heretics, and 
the perſecuted, many of them, the martyrs. 
Of imperial councils, the firſt Nicene was bad 
enough, and would have introduced the fr 
mark of the Antichriſt that was to come, the 
forbidding do marry, which Paul leayes open 
to Biſhops and Deacons, the only characters in 
the church, ſucceeding to the ruler of the ſy- 
nagogue and the e/cemo/ynary, or treaſurer and 
diſpoſer of the a/ms ; which Vitringa, Brau- 
nus, and others, have fully demon{trated. As 
none envy more than eunuchs, the pleaſure

Providence has connected with the nuptial 
union: ſo no men more than Popiſh prieſts 
and confeſſors, load the confeſſions of married 
perſons with ſuch enſnaring and looſe queſ- 
tions, as if they wiſhed to enjoy, by the re- 
flection and refraction of their imaginations, 
what their affected ſanctity pretends to deſpiſe 
in the honourable and uſeful channel of nature. 
Their books of Caſuiſtry, (as voluminous as 
our Reports and Readings of the law for this 
little kingdom, a village compared to the 
world) are full of moſt obſcene queſtions. And 
for a maſter-picce, (for it never can be out- 
done), let Suarez de Matrimonio be read by 
the pute and chaſte father Thomas O'Brien

As celibacy 
was attempted to be introduced very early; ſo 
it has been the ſtrongeſt pillar and boaſt of the 
Papal apoſtacy, though it has no ground, 
either from the patriarchs, the law, or from

born; for in this point the prophecy of I/aiah 


was fulfilled, in having brought forth a ſon, 


whoſe name ſhould be Immanuel, not Immant 
Elobim, God with us, I have not place, nor 
time to explain, why E/, and not Elohim, is

As this yoke is moſtly impoſed upon two 
hard conditions. The firſt, of enticing young 
and unexperienced minds to make their vows,

ſnares make numbers of men and women mi-

What a deſolation muſt be of ſubjecls for Jeſus to 
change feſb into ſpirit ; what a loſs of objects for his 
powerful hand, if this preference has no foundation in 
true religion, I wiſh not to offend modeſty, but as Paul 
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muſt be free, and always a point of choice ; 
and a door too ought to. be left open for a re- 
treat: for force is no act of religion; and 
when the free choice is at an end, the religi- 
ous part is ſo tod though they continue in the 
bonds of ſeducing prieſts. The church of Rome 
has ever converted the ground of a truth into 
a lie, or ſome hurtful ſuperſtition. This is 
taken from the daily ſervice of my temple, p.

THE fix days of the Maſaic creation have 
been conſidered as figures of ſix days of myſtie 
time; each day ſtanding for a thouſand years, 


Ezekiel, perhaps, the greateſt and deepeſt of 


all the prophets, adds this teſtimony : Thus 


faith the Lord God, the gate of the inner 


court, which looketh ea, ſhall be aut the 
fix days of work; but on the ſabbath, and on 
the day of the new moon, it ſhall' be opened, 
Ch. xli. 1. To the moons and fabbaths, as 
ſigns and marks of times, or ages, 1/a/ah 
beareth witneſs, when a// fleſh ſhall come to 
worſhip before me, ſaith JEHOVAH, chap. 


12 Ixvi, - 


, ate 
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Ixvi. 23. 2. The diviſion of theſe fix days 
into three portions ; two days, or 2000 years 
before the law ; the ſame, under the law, or 
from Abraham to Jeſus Chrift, his ſon, ac- 
cording to the fe/h, and his Lord and God in 
the /pirit, John viii. 55— Matt. xxii. 42— 
Mark xii. 45—Rom. ix. 5.“ And two days,

* Leuſden in the words of Pſalm ii. this day have I be- 
gotten thee, onght to be aſhamed of aſſerting, that this day 
contradicts not an eternity. Bythner aſſerts the ſame, They 
pretend that the word Bar, Son, is Chaldee, which, I 
think with Hee/ſer, is not, but pure Hebrew; for as 
this excellent philologilt obſerves, the Hebrews need not 

borrow from the Chaldeans, what was their own, and in 
their own houſe. S0 in Proverbs, the word is thrice uſed 
in one verſe : “ What, my ſon?

Y. 2, 4. Speaking of this ruler in 1/rael, the prophet fur- 
ther declares, he ſhall land and feed, (rule) or rather aſ- 


ſociate 
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or two thouſand under the Meſſiah, may carry 
een credibility to ſuch who wiſh not to 
ſeize 


ſociate himſelf in the ſtrength of Jehovah, in the majeſty 
of the name of the Lord his God; and they, (both the 
Lord and his neighbour, fellow, or aſlociate) ſhall abide; 
for now ſhall he be great unto the ends of the earth. We 
know that Meſſiah is called thus : © Awake, O ſword, 
againſt my ſhepherd, againſt the man, (Geber, ſtrong in love 
and in patience) my fel/-w, ſaith the Lord of Hoſts:“ 
then he propheſies of his ſufferings : “ Smite the ſhep- 
herd, and the ſheep ſhall be ſcattered;“ which proved true 
near ſix centuries afterward, in Matt. xxvi. 11 Mark xiv, 
27. In Micah, another circumſtance was foretold, ſtrange 
and ſingular : ** They ſhall fmite the Judge of Iſrael with 
a rod on the cheek, Matt. xxvii. 29, 30— Mark xv. 19. 


This part was predicted ſeven hundred years before its 


fulfilment, in the mockery and inſult of the King of Iſrael. 
In Iſaiah l. 6, * I gave my back to the ſmiters, and my 


cheeks to them that plucked off the hair. I i not my 


face from ſhame and, ſpitting.” This too was foretold ſe- 
ven centuries before its completion, Providence dividing 
the peculiar parts of the ſufferings of the Lord among 
many prophets, that neither Jews, or Romans ſhould 
have the ſhadow of a pretence to think them a contrivance, 


or in Peter's words, a cunningly-deviſed fable. It may not 


be out of place, to correct the paſſage in Iſaiah liii. 1. 
Who hath believed our report? and to whom is the arm of 
the Lord revealed? The radical ſenſe is the ſeed, or 


what is ſown, How much more ſuitable is it to ſay, he 
(as the feed of the Lord) ſhall grow up as a tender plant

Signs of Times by the Months or Moone. 


THE word expreſſing month imports reno- 
vation : the months were not ſolar, nor lunar 
time, but 30 days each. Six months make 
120 days, and by the Jubile, called the day of 
the Lord, and often the great day, make 6009 
years, or fix great days. 


Signs of Times by the Tear. 


THE declaration to Noah refers to the 
great year of the law: My ſpirit ſhall not 
always ſtrive with man, for he is alſo Has 5 
yet his days ſhall be 120 years, Gen. vi.

The flood was brought on, as generally ad- 
mitted, twenty years before this lapſe of time, 
for this reaſon probably, that we might not 
conceive its ultimate completion then.

inſpired writings in the ſame manner with human wri- 
tings. The mind muſt be enlarged to the greatneſs of 
the myſteries ; and not the myſteries contracted to the

5. in, and by whom, he made the 
worlds, more properly, the ages of the re/litution or reno- 
vation, The word to make in the Hebrew, and in the 
Greek, Leuſden, Heeſer, Guſſet, Thomaſſin, and other 
ſkilful Hebraans, admit to ſigniſy, to renew, purify, and 
put in order, which imply neceſſarily, that things wanted 
renovation, purification, and reformation from that ſtate 
of confuſion, uncleanneſs, and impurity, the tranſgreſſion 
of the eherub of Ezek. xxviii. the Nebuchadnezzar of Da- 
mel; the Lucifer of Iſaiah, chap. xiv. and the Pharaoh of 
Moſes, brought his own great kingdom into.

See his Vindication of Natural $0+> 
ciety, vol. 1, p. 57. This act preceded the 
Aitb general council in 553. This was re- 
garded by the reformers as, ſo infamouſly 
corrupt, that they would not admit its au- 
thority in any point of doctrine. Juſlinian 
was the flave of prieſts, and, as far as in 
power, the tyrant over the conſcience and faith 
of believers. We may ſuppoſe, that the two 
prophets who appeared in glory, as witneſſes 
to Jeſus, who covered them with hat glory, 

/ went ſoon into /ack-c/orh, and into the wil 
derneſs, by the ſecond beaſt aſcending out of 
the earth, (the carthly ſenſe of the letter that 
killeth) who aſſumed, as all hypocriſy does, a 
falſe face of humility and meekneſs ; for he 
had wo horns, like a /amb, and ſpake as a 
dragon, Biſhop Newton ſpeaks of him thus: 
The Pope is the 2d of the church; a private 
perſon, without power ar authority, till the 
two-horned beaſt, or the corrupted clergy, by 
chuſing him Pope, give liſe, and enable him 
to ſpeak and utter decrees, and to perſecure even 
to death as many as refuſe to worſhip him. As 
ſoon as choſen, he is clothed with pontifical 
"Ip O robes,

robes, crowned and placed on the altar and 
the Cardinals come and kiſs his feet, which 


ceremony is called adoration, as in the medals 


of Martin V. where two are repreſented 
crowning the Pope, and two kneeling before 


him, with this inſcription; Qyem creant ado- 


rant; whom they create they adore, I will 
add under the garb of the hypocritical humility 
of ſeruus ſervorum, of ſervant of the ſervants 
of God, he becomes the head of the ſtate, as 
well as of the church ; the king of kings, as 
well as biſhop of biſhops. Newton on the 
Prophecies, vol. 2, p. 295. If we calculate 
the 1260 years for the two witneſſes in the 
wilderneſs, in ſackcloth, with the heavens 
ſhut from rain, by the date of this fifth general 
council, in 553.

* This time was about 440 years from the going out 
of Egypt. The true ſenſe of the Moſaic diſpenſation ap- 
pears to have been in a manner loſt, and buried. About 
the ſame period it may be proved, that emperors and coun» 
cils had deſtroyed both the law, the prophets, and the 
goſpel, The firſt eaſtern general council in 325, com- 
poſed the Nicene Creed againſt Arius, when Biſhop Bull, 
the champion of that creed, admits, that the fathers pre- 
ceding were all of his ſentiment. They were therefore 
more likely to know the truth than their ſucceſſors. The 
ſecond council of Conflantinople, in 381, condemned Here- 
tics, Who were the Heretics? moſt of them the Diſſen- 
ters and Proteſlants of the time. The third of Epheſus, 
when the doctrines of Neftorius, Pelagius, and others were 
condemned unheard ; for they had no advocates, no proe- 
tors or doctors, in 431. Neftorius was patriarch of Con- 
Nantineple, in 429, and denied two natures in Chrift, Pe- 
lagius denied original fin, and placed, doubtleſs, too much 
in man's power, in the year 415, He was probably driven 
into this error by the violence of Auſtin, who deſcribes 
this ſin in ſuch dark and horrible colours, as if with Pa- 
triciur, who lived in 195, he had thought, as the other 
did, that Man was the production of the Devil, Extremes 
will, I believe, be cver found erroncous. The fourth of 
Chalcedon, which condemned the deciſions of a former 
council, in 451. Council againſt council began very 
early. The council of Ariminum, with 600 biſhops pre- 
ſent, with the councils of Seleucia and Sirmium, decreed 
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13, 23—ili. 1 . 3. | Such was the dark and 
corrupt ſtate of the church at this time, that 
in fifty and ſix years after, came forth the 
Pope, the univerſal biſhop and monarch over 
emperors, kings, and people. Then came a 
long farewell to the liberty of prophelying, or 
interpreting the will of God by its own au- 


in favour of Arianiſm againſt the council of Nice, The 
fifth general council of Conflantinople condemned the errors 
and works of Origen ; but a ſmall council at Sirmium, cal- 
led facliaus, by ecclefaſtical Hiſtorians, had proſcribed 
his works, in 337. How the excellent Macarius eſcaped 
I know not. Let the learned read the ſentiments of the 
judicious 70 Ailli de uſu patrum concerning Origen, with 
Eraſmus, Biſhop Huet's Origeniana, and Fortin's Remarks 
on Eccleſiaſtical Hiſtory. As this father was among the 
little band of merciful doors, who believe, as Moſes 
taught the Iſraelites the name of Jehovah, Zehovah, El Cha- 
nun, God merciful and gracious, long ſuffering, keeping 
mercies for thouſands, forgiving iniquity, tranſgreſſion, 
and ſin, and viſiting the ſins of the fathers upon children, 
and children's children, unto the third and fourth. Here, 
judgments ceaſe and mercy reigns alone. Exod. xxxiv. 5, 
9. So hateful was Origen's name, that one man ſwore he 


went down to hell, and ſaw this wretched man covered 


with flames and confuſion, This 1 be the man that 
carried the Papal thermometer, to mealure the heat of the 
purgetorial fire, eight times fiercer than our culinary, as 
ſomt of their writers afficm,

good will towards men. Eccleſiaſtical Num- 
rods role every where, and became mighty 
hunters after the lives of Heretics, and their 
property, who were often in the right, and al- 
ways better than their perſecutors and mur- 
derers. If Heretics, or diſobedient to rebuke 
and admonition from the brethren and rulers 
of their aſſemblies or meetings, the Lord ſays, 
Jet him be unto thee, as a Heathen and a 
publican. Matt. xviii. 17. Not a word of 
perſecuting and deſtroying, but avoiding his 
company, as an evil man, The ſame rule of 
conduct Paul adviſes in Rom. xvi. 11 
beſeech you, brethren, mark them that cauſe 
diviſions and offences, contrary to the doctrine 
ye have received, and avoid them.” Again, 
«« [ write to you, that if any one, called a bro- 
ther, be a fornicator, or covetous, or idolater, 
or a ſlanderer, or a drunkard, or an extor- 
tioner, with ſuch an one, no not to cat,” 1 Cor. 
xV. 11, He gives another point of advice: 
If any man obey not our word by this epiſ- 
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tle, note that man, and have no company with 
him, that he may be a/hamed. Yet count him 
not as an enemy, but admoniſh him as a bro- 
ther.“ 2 Theſſ. iii. 14, 15. In the laſt inſtance 
of the Corinthian, who had, according to the 
moſt licentious and corrupt manners, prover- 
Sially infamous, commerce with his fep-mo- 
ther, the apoſtle delivers him over to Satan, for 
the de/trutlion of the fleſh, that his ſpirit might 
be ſaved in the day of the Lord Jeſus. 1 Cor. 
v. 5. In the time of ſuſpenſion, a /emporary 
excommunication, he ſays, ſufficient unto 
fuch a man, is this rebuke inflicted by many ; 
but now contrariwile, ye ought, brethren, to 
forgive and comfort him, leſt perhaps ſuch 
an one ſhould be ſwallowed up with overmuch 
ſorrow. Wherefore I beſcech you, that ye 
would confirm your love towards him. 2 Cor, 
ii. 6, 7, 8. This was all the diſcipline our 
Lord left to his people or church: the 67 
law and its magi/trates kept their province, 
functions, rod, and ſword, as they ought, 
till by degrees ſacerdotal power ſwallowed up 
all power, as Aaron's rod ſwallowed up the 
rods of the magicians and ſorcerers, in a far 
nobler ſenſe. Exod. vii. 12. |

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Open now your gloomy gates, ye inguiſito- 
rial priſons ; diſcloſe your dark dungeons ; 
bring out all the inſtruments of tortures and 
death, to the glory of God on high, and of 
peace, good will on earth. How much blood 
has been ſhed within your ſolemn walls, ye 
meek, humble, and merciful judges, in your 
private courts, for more than five centuries, 
both of Jews and Heretics? Theſe laſt are 
eaſily found, or made, I paſs over the leſſer 
inquiſitions of epiſcopal priſons or baſtiles, 
which are not abolithed to this day, nor did 
they expire in a Laud, To return. As the two 
witneſſes are yet in the wilderneſs, in ſack- 
cloth, with heaven ſhut from rain, during 
their baniſhment from all churches, fave the 
Philadelphian, ever having litile ſtrength, yet 
never denicd his name. What name has Jeſus, 
but that which angels, who knew it beſt, pro- 
claimed from heaven, and worſhipped the 
firſt-born in his birth into the likeneſs of the f- 
of in, the one ſin of Alam, in Paul's words.“ 
Rom. viii. zv. 14, 21. Was hea lamb on 
earth, when ſuffering inſults, mocking, ſpits 
ting on, ſmiting on the cheek, carrying and 
ſinking under his croſs, an in the bittereſt 
part of thoſe unparalleled afflictions, cloſing

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his innocent and beneficent life with that ſpi- 
rit of invincible love towards his enemies, his 


murderers, his own ſubjects, the Jews, and 


A Gentiles; ** Father forgive them, for 
they Kriow not what they do.” Luke xxiii, 
34. Is this ſame Jeſus re-aſcended where he 
was before, and clothed with all power in 
heaven and carth, above the reach of all in- 
jury and ſuffering, changed from the Saviour

Read the Apoſtle, 
Chap. xi, to the Hebrews, where prophets and ſaints were 
perſecuted, afflicted, and (lain with the ſword, Was this 
blood /hed in Rome, or in Babylon of old time, conſidered as 
a city? The city of the nations, tongues, peoples, and 
languages is the great city of the world, where they are 
found. Feruſalem ſhall have her claim to part of his 
whore's cup of blood. Let the Lord and teacher of Paul and 
John be witneſs, ** Fill up the meaſure of your fathers, 
that upon you may come all the righteous blond ſhed upon 
the earth, from the blood of righteous Abel to the blood of 
Zacharias, whom ye flew between the temple and the al- 
tar. Matt, xxiii, 29—xxxix. Teruſalem below, in the 
apoſtle's judgment, comprehends the whole world under 
bondage and captivity to death, Gal. iv. 25. Did the He- 
brew women only bring forth children under the ſentence 
of toil, diſeaſes, and death? Is not the whole world as 
one man, and one woman before God ? Has he not made of 
ane blood all nations of men to dwell on the earth; and 
| hath determined the times, and the bounds of their habi 
tation, in Paul's eloquent addreſs to the Athenians, in the 
great judicatory on Mars's Hill? Ads xvii. 28, 32, 
And the ſame Paul has told, there is one load of righte- 
ouſneſs that ſhall redeem all nations out of the blood of 
Adam's ſin and death, into life and immortality. Rom. v. 
The whole chapter bears one feſtimony to this great council 
of divine love and mercy, : 
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eity, which has ſhed the blood of prophets

Rev. xviii. 6, 7. A greater judgment is here 
inflicted, which is limited to a two-fold tor- 
ment and ſorrow, Verſe 7. Biſhops Warbur-

There is no fraction of time, in the months 
and years of Moſes: our Lord took the life of 
fleſh on the fifth day of Moſes, the firſt day 
that animal life appeared, in the two elements 
of water and air. All life that fell under 
death muſt be renewed -in him, as the centre 
of union. As I muſt ſhorten this part, no 
more ſhall be ſaid at preſent. The heavens 
are yet ſhut, the two witneſſes are ſtill in the 
wilderneſs, and in /ackc/oth, or the dark livery, 
which the miniſters of the Alling letter have 
thrown the law and goſpel into. In ſome 
part of this ſecond evening, the heavens will 
open, and the /iving waters ( Dual) will go 
out from Jeruſalem above, from the /amb on 
high, whole water and 4/o0d will be opened as 
a fountain for fn and unc/eanneſs, for the houſe 
of David, and for the inhabitants of Jeruſa- 
lem. Zech. xiii. 1, This prophecy ſtands at 
the time, when all the Jews in every part of the

Jab name, though the beſt of kings, who in- 
ſituted and celebrated the largeſt paſſover, ſignifies that 1 
am the fire of the Lord, {Faſbheu) others interpret his 
name, he ſhall be de/paired of ; no future hope of good 
ſhall be derived from his apparently raſh death, At our 
Lord's death, who celebrated the paſſover juſt before with

the name of this excellent king, the re/terer of the worſhip - 


of God, and deſtroyer of idolatrous abominations, from 
Jaaſb to deſpair, or loſe all hope, as ſome think this 
name myſtically and typically impoſed, we ſhall find both 
parts fulklled in his an/itype, JESUS, king of Iſrael, dif- 
guiſed in the form of ſinful fleſh. I am come io ſend fire 
on earth, what will I if it be already kindled ! Luke xii. 
49. Every one ſhall be ſalted with fire, and every ſacri- 
fice ſhall be ſalted with ſalt, Mark ix. 49—Levit. ii. 13. 
Our Lord explained the myſtery of the ſalt of the law, 
when he ſent the hol; ſpirit in the ruth, on the heads of 
the 120 at pentecoſt, crowning them with his pure gold, 
tried in his heavenly fire, wheh he Kindled in the living 
temples of their earthly veſſels the perpetual fire of his new 
altars within them, not without, as under the law. And 
in this firſt baptiſm, this cleanſing by fire as a dove, he 
made that of the kings and firſt-fruits, the earneſt and pro- 
miſe of the ſame ine ſtimable grace to be poured out on all 
fleſh, in the great day prepared for the nations and peo» 
ples at large. Yet when this ſpiritual Jh, king of , 
rael, periſhed on the croſs, juſt after his own paſſover, 
his diſciples and others deſpaired, and prepared ſpices for 
his burial, as their laſt act of love, We truſted, that it 
had been he, who ſhould have redeemed Iſrael. Luke xxiv. 
21, Not even the beloved diſciple John, to whom Jeſus

the kings of J/rael, or kings of Judab. a 
Kings XXxili. 21, 22. During the time of the 
two witneſſes baniſhed into the wilderneſs, and 
in-fackcloth, no true knowledge of the good 
meſſage in Jeſus can be found. This appears 
to be the famine threatened by the Lord under 
the goſpel: ** I will ſend them a famine, not 
a famine of bread, nor a thirſt for water, but 
of hearing the words of the Lord, that is, 
the true interpretation of the prophets, or 
explainers of the law. They ſhall wan- 
der from ſea to ſea, and from the north to 
the caſt: they ſhall run to and, fro to ſeek 
the word, and ſhall not find it. Amos viii, 
12. The famine of bread, by ſhutting the 
heaven from rain, the prophet ſays, is not 
meant in this place. The ſecond beaſt, the 
lamb-dragon reigns every where: neither the 
law, nor the prophets bear witneſs to Jeu, 
yea, yea, not yea and nay: and this has been 
and will be to the end of the teſtimony of the 
two prophets. The /aying of the prophets 
will not be any perſecution of a church, or 
churches, as many think, but a general ſtate

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of contempt and unbelief of Revelation, ex. 


preſſed by peoples and tongues, and kindreds 
and nations, ſending gifts, rejoicing, and 
making merry, becauſe the two prophets, who, 
in ſackcloth, under Paul's letter that killeth, 
tormented, are ſlain, and their bodies, heir 
writings, bearing teſtimony to Feſtus, as Moſes 
and Elias did to his one name on the mount, 
being glorified by him alone. The days of 
this laſt apoflacy are but in embryo, not in full 
ſtrength yet, but is growing faſt, as the Biſhop 
of Llandaff ſays, among the great and opu-

lent, while David Levi laments in his laſt 


publication, that the Jews begin to be infected 
with infidelity, and read the writings of the 
moſt bitter and malignant modern unbelievers. 


Biſhop Newton ſuppoſes, that the 4% perſecu- 


tion is not yet come, though ſo many horrid - 


maſſacres have been committed by the ſecond 


beaſt, the /amb-dragon, probably coming up 


under Juſtinian in 534, and growing in ſa- 
vage power, lies, deluſions, and lucrative ſu- 
perſtitions and idolatry, from that time to this 
day, in a vindictive, perſecuting, and barba- 


rous ſpirit, covered over with the deceitful 


mantle of hypocriſy, obtaining his kingdom, 
a5 Daniel nl by flatteries, and corrupte 


ing 
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ing and hardening ſuch as do wickedly, by 
a price fixed for every crime, and ſuch crimes 
too, as under Moſes would have been fins unto 
death, that is, u fine or mulf could be ac- 
cepted at the altar for them, but the offen- 
ders muſt die by the c/v// law, which Paul 
calls the hard, the wrath, and the judgment; 
which prieſts denominate damnation, as they 
ſeem ever deſirous of inflaming and ſtretching 
neceſſary penalties and judgments to their own 
nnmerciful ideas of the moſt gracious and mer- 
ciful God and Father of a beloved ſon, his full 
and perfect image. Laws and magiſtrates are 
the beſt preceptors for a nation, and hold the 
rod of diſcipline, and the ſword of vengeance 
| for purpoſes neceſſary, The legiſlation of 
Chriſt riſes ſuperior, and is not ſatisfied with 
negative goodneſs of doing no wrong to man, 
in his life, reputation, property, or family, 
but demands the p9g/irive and greater virtue and 
morality of doing good for evi/, of forgiving 
injuries and debts in our Lord's prayer, which 
is repeatedly heard in public, and ſeldom 
reflected on in our cloſet, or on our pillow. 
A man may be a very good ſubject and mem- 
ber of ſociety, (as Soame Jenyns obſerves in 
his Internal Evidence of Chriſtianity) atid 

yet 
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yet be far ſhort of a real Chriſtian, ' When 
the Papal power by degrees wreſted the poli- 
rical inſtitutes of profeſſing kingdoms out of 
the hands of the kings and rulers, they 
enacted laws wrote like Draco's, in blood, 


greatly inferior to the juſtice and lenity of 


Moſes.* To return. Somewhere in this ſecond 


evening, 


I ſhall adduce a few inſtances from the Jewiſh Code, 


taken from my ſixth letter, in anſwer to Thomas Paine, 
publiſhed in the Morning Advertiſer, in January and Fe- 
bruary 1795. “ In the ſeventh inſtance, where can be 
found one ſyſtem of civil and religious laws and ſtatutes, 
given at one time, and by one man only; in which fo 
many veins of beneficence and merciful attention to the 
four moſt expoſed and neglected ſtates of human ſociety, 
run through every part, I mean, to the poor, the widow, 
the orphan, and ſtranger within their gates? in which 
there were no infamous puniſhments of public whipping 
through the ſtreets, and other barbarous treatment, for 
ſmall offences, which tend more to harden the delinquent, 
and to render his return more difficult to better conduct, 
and the hope of future regard in ſociety, Whoever limi- 
ted ſtripes to forty at the moſt, leſt thy brother ſhould 
ſeem vile in thy ſight? to which every one was equally 
ſubject in their courts of judicature, even the high prieft, 
(ſo the Rabbies ſay) as well as every inferior Iſraclite, for 
ſuch offences as called for this rod. There were no titles 
but thoſe of the firft-boyn, and of the priefir, their re- 
 prefentatives, elders of the tribes, and elders of families, 

op Q and 
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evening, Zecbariab's living waters will flow, 
after the ſame parallel of time that Elijah 
ſhut 


and of civil officers temporary, by ſucceſſion and rotation, 
as ſheriffs among us, ſuch as Harringion would have the 
members of parliament to be, But a lucrative branch of 
trade, all corporate bodies know, is beſt conducted by 
excluſive privileges and monopolies, ſecured by qualifi- 
cations, which ſhut out great talents and integrity, if 
ſuch can be found in perſons of ſmall fortune, Again. 
Who forbad impriſonment for debt ? not puniſhing miſ- 
fortunes as crimes, judging poverty a cup bitter enough 
in itſelf ; and even under ſervitude, in which debtors were 
to work for their creditors, with their wives and children; 
they had their maintenance, as Negroes have under Chriſ- 


tian maſters, moſtly /yranis, Their debts were remitted 


at the ſounding of the /rumpets, at the commencement of 
every ſeventh- year, The ſpiritual and exalted ſenſe of 


the ſabbatic years were explained by me in a large tract 


now out of print, publiſhed in 1760. This relief, how- 
ever, Negroes have not, in ſeven times ſeven years. Let 
the Egyptian, Gracian, and Roman laws, produce ſuch 
alleviations of human miſery, Their laws were fully 
diſplayed in letters addreſſed to Lord Beauchamp, in the 


Public Ledger, ſome years paſt, when ſome motions 


were going forward, as there have been ſince by Ear/ 
Moira, to little effect. This relief did not depend on the 
accidental marriage of an emperor, king, or prince, af- 


ter years of pining in priſon, forgot by former friends, 


and loſt to their familics and the public, It was reſerved 
for Chriſtian kingdoms to reverſe ſuch milder laws, and 
| for

ſhut the heavens, as moſt writers juſtly, I 


believe, refer to that prophet in the days of

far eccleſjaſtics to invent and ſupport a new kind of pri- 

ſons ; it was left for ſuch hypocrites who may pray their 

Ave Maria, and repeat Pater nefter, as often as Monks 

and Nuns do; « Our Father, forgive us our tteſpaſſes, 
our debts, as we forgive our debtors.” Here the bleſſed 7e-' 
ſus turned the eyes of his ſubjects, his people, (ſo Chriſ- 

tians call themſelves) to the law, for a leſſon of humanity, 
and a remembrance of gratitude for their far greater debts 

forgiven by mercy, in the faith of their Redeemer, Com- 

merce had not petrified their bowels; avarice had not 
juſtified the Healing of men, as Chriſtian ſtates have done. 
No, it was death to practiſe that infamous traffic on Ham's 
degraded poſterity, who are to be miſerable under Chriſ- 
tian tyranny in this life, to prepare them for endleſs mi- 
ſery in the next. Servant of ſervants is a more diſgraceful 
bondage, but not to be perpetual, though ten thouſand 
djvines and doCtors ſhould ſay, what too many have done. 
Moſes annexed another act of mercy to diſmiſſion from 
ſervitude, ** Thou ſhalt not let him go away empty ; 
thou ſhalt furniſh him liberally out of thy flock, thy floor, 
and thy wine-preſs ; thou ſhalt remember, that /h walt 
a bondman in the land of Egypt, and the Lord thy God 
redeemed thee ; therefore I command thee this thing to- 
day. The whole paſſage is begutifuſly pathetic. Deut, 
xv. from ver. ) to 15. To this prohibition of impriſon- 
ment for debt, may be aſcribed the greater population of 
the Jews. Thouſands in this kingdom, and in other 
kingdoms dread to marry, for fear of a future priſon ; it 


Qa may 
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the great revolt to Baal. The ſecond bedſi has 
been worſe than that falſe God ; for a lamb- 
dragon, (a compound of pretended meekneſs, 
and a real ſavage ) is that ſtrange ſyſtem of falſe 
doctrine, which makes all the world wonder 
after the beaſt, and his lying prophets. Revel, 

Xiii, 16, In the great departure, at the end 
of Elijah's miſſion from the Lord, we may 
perhaps ſce a prelude to the rapid fpread of 
infidelity in this ſecond evening. Seven thou- 
ſand, (not one, however, ſeen by the pro- 
phet) are but a ſmall number, compared to 
| ſeven millions, the leaſt computation for that 


may be for a great, perhaps, the greateſt part of their 
lives. Again, Who ſecured the peace and happineſs of 
parents, in their moſt tender feelings, and the honour of 
family connections, from the power and ſeductions of 
rich and other libertines, in compelling marriage, or a 
dowry to the injured female ? Political and eccleſiaſtical 
legiſlators have combined to annihilate this ſtatute for an 
injury far worſe than a theft ; yet what unequal penalties 
exiſt ? The great and rich in church and ſtate, have been 
ſo far wiſe, as not to make a rod for themſelves, 'The 
many, many diſtreſſed hearts of parents and near relatives 
mourning at this hour in the Chriſtian world, furniſh a 
picture of too dark colours to dwell on. Let the female 
part of the creation ſay, at leaſt, under Moſes we ſhould 
have found a protefor, or an avenger.

claimed. The great rain runs to Jexreel, the 
ſeed of God, That the water figures the di- 
vine Geneſis, may be ſeen in Vitringa, I. 1, 
c. 12, p. 165, and my Temple Service, p. 
118. But 1 ſay more, it is no living, or run- 
ning water, no /zcond figure of a firſt figure ; 
no ſanctification ever ſeen by the eye of man, or 
done by the ſolemn gravity of prieſts and miniſ. 
ters 3 10 ſeed of fire, like the muſtard ſeed, in our 
Lord's words, growing to a tree, is the ob- 
ject of viſion, but known by faith, and: its 
life in the earthen veſſels, Matt. xiii, 31. The 
day of mockingandderifion is already come fore 
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ward: the two prophets, when coming into 
white rayment, out of the ſackcloth and dark 
clouds of Mount Sinai, will excite univerſal. 
laughter, as is ſhewn in Rev. xi. So much 
will the wiſdom of God appear fooliſhneſs 
unto men; and their wifdom, which is real 
folly, will deceive this age of reaſon, philoſo- 
phy, and infidelity. The ſlaying of the wit. 
neſſes is drawing near, and appears to carry 
marks of time between this and 1805, for 
a reaſon which I will endeavour to give in an- 
other part.

our imperfect reaſon and faculties. Bacon, 
Newton, Boyle, Locke, Hartley, Cheyné, Hal- 
ler, and many others have thought the ſame 
of the workings of an infinite mind, and yet 
have bowed their reaſon to Revelation, p. 12 
of my Pretace to the Dialogue to the Jews,

This writer may chaſtiſe the petulance of many, 
by ſubſtituting De;/m for Athe;/m. Some men 
have run into Atheiſm ; and for fear of being 
impoſed on by others, have impoſed on them- 
ſelves, We may think freely, without think- 
ing as /icentioufly, as divines do, when they 
raiſe a ſyſtem of imagination on true founda- 
tions : or, as Atheiſts do, when they attempt 
to demoliſh the foundations of all religion,

Lord was in ſuch a meaſure of time from three 
o'clock, the hour of our Lord's death, as to 
reach no further at moſt than to 1813. The 
firſt reaſon is founded on the time of Jacob's 

obtaining the portion of the firft- born, (a. moſt 
horrible fraud and lie, according to the Jetter) 
but in the /pirit, as deep, a plot of love, and 
as gracious a deception, as Joſeph played upon 
the guilty conſciences of his terrified brethren z 
ſpeaking hard words at firſt, before he opened 
his tender, loving, and forgiving heart, and 
poured the riches acquired by his .own afflic- 
tion, by being /d as a /ave, and afterwards 
exalted to ſave the lives of friends and enemies, 
by his divine ſubtlety. . Here I ſtop, as a pa- 
rallel of time is where our Lord ſpeaking of the 
future ſtate of the Jews, ſays, Jeruſalem ſhall be 
trodden down of the Gentiles, until the time 
of the Gentiles be fulfilled. Luke xxi. 24. The 
meaning appears to be this: that the Jews ſhall 
be caſt out among all nations, and continue in 
that abject ſtate, till the Gentiles, or ſuch parts 
of them as are called to the faith, ſhall have 
enjoyed the /ame time far obtaining the dou- 
ble portion of the firſt-born, or the lot of the 
firſt-fruits, as this people did before. The

this myſtery, (if it can be called a myſtery, 
after his opening this council of God) was re- 
vealed; The time parallel will then expire in 
this ſecond evening, and within a few years, 
not inſiſting on exact chronology, Paul has 
compriſed in Rom. xi. theſe great truths and 
deſigns of grace.

tions from the filthineſs of fe and ſpirit, 
This was moſt probably done ſo ſoon after his 
death, as to be found within this time and 
1806.

The Egyptians had the 
great mourning for Jacob, the father of Jo- 


ſeph, their preſerver, for ſeventy days. When 


this people, (deſcended from Miaraim, ſon of 
Ham, | ſervant of ſervants). went up with all 
the ſervants and elders of the families of the 
land of Egypt. They mourned for him three- 
ſeore and ten days. If we meaſure theſe days 
by their, myſtery of Jubiles, they make 3509 
years; and from this patriarch's death, (of 
whom it was ſaid that in him and in hi ſeed, 
all the families ſhall be bleſſed; Gen. xxviii. 
14) which fell out in 1689, before Chrif, the

time Egypt, ſpiritually called the great city by 
John, and a figure of almoſt the whole Gentile 
world: left without the knowledge of God and 
of his Chriſt, in idolatry and unbelief, will 
receive the bleſſing promiſed in Jacob, and 
particularly mentioned by Iſaiah.

ſpondences of time, by days, months, years, 


and by the even ing. or part of a day, demand 


ober attention from thoſe at leaſt, who ſup- 


poſe, that times and ſeaſons are ſubjects of 
revelation, and of divine appointment. Few' 
can believe them fortuitous and undgſigned; 
none, who reverence the revelation of the law: 
and the goſpel, can di grade them as of no great 
importance, eſpecially as all preceding times, 
or ages, have brought to light treaſures of 
grace and merey, by Moſes, and the perſee-

tion of both by Jeſus Cbriſi. I-write to the 
ſerious and the humble in heart, and to. ſome 
few among the great and opulent, who may 
not yet be infected, in the Biſhop of Llan- 
daft words and judgment with infidelity, ora 
tendency to it. The mockers and 2 of 
this time form a particular evidence and — 
of the truth of prophecy reſpecting this 
as Peter reſtricts the abounding of theſe cha- 
racters to the /aft part of the days, and Jude 
to Enoch, who propheſied, both in the figure 
of his life, his name, his age, and his ſeventh 
deſcent from Adam, of theſe degenerate days.

That the great and rapid in- 
creaſe of unbelief has been more ſingular ſince 
half a century, by the writings of Bolingbroke, 
Hume, Voltaire, and Gibbon, among the 
philoſophical and literary world and by 
Paine and his aſſociates = . lower

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claſſes, moſt numerous, and moſt eaſily ſe- 
duced by confident ignorance, and ſuperficial 
declamations. To ſpeak my judgment on the 
principal cauſes of this general corruption, 1 
aſcribe it to the ſame root that a more diſcern- 
ing eye aſſigns to the ſeventh, the laſt Loadi- 


.cean, and worſt of all the churches, to wealth 


and luxury, its conſtant companion. Thou 
fayeſt I am rich, and abounding, and have 


neru of nothing, and knoweſt not that thou 


art wretched, and miſerable, and poor, and 


blind, and naked, Rev. iii. 17, 18. Biſhop 


Kidder in his Demonſtration of the Meſſiah, 


tells us, that the Jews could never bear prof. 


perity. Let us be impartial ; let us inſpect 
the familles of the great and rich, and ſee what 
there is like the daily crof?, the /elf denial, and 


the faithful ſtewardſhip of another's goods; 


of daily praiſe and thankſgiving for what is 
poſſeſſed without toil and labour; and of hu- 
'mility, brotherly love, and condeſcenſion to 
men of low eftate, and comforting ſuch as of 


one family, hope and dignity in the Lord. 
There are families which poſſeſs the ſubſiſtence 
of fix hundred to a thouſ

turers, mechanics, and labourers, in the hes 
vieſt parts of Adam's ſweat of the face; yet 
by giving a few fragments on particular occa-

ſtewards, by reſerving to themſelves nineteen 
parts out of twenty. This falls ſhort of the 
celebrated Charles Leſlie's Tenth, to be given 
by every believer to God, and yet not one in 


many thinks, that he robs the ſovereign pro- 


prietor; and leſs ſuſpects, that he is robbing 
himſelf of the only enviable. advantage of 
riches, if there was no other reward than the 
heart-felt pleaſures of relieving the various mi- 
ſeries of human life ; in feeding the hungry, 
clothing the naked, viſiting the ſick, the pri- 
ſoner, the fatherleſs, and the widow in their 
afflictions. What ſhall we do avoid the wrath 


to come, ſaid the Jews to the Baptiſt? He 


that hath two coats, let him give to him that 
hath none; and he that hath meat, let him do 
likewiſe ; he ſhall have mercy without any 
judgment, ſcourge, or rod whatever. This 
council was conſonant to a common maxim 
among this people before this great herald's 
appearance, What is that mercy which deli-

This is the liberal man that deviſeth liberal 


things, and by liberal things ſhall he be eſta- 
bliſhed. Iſaiah xxxii. 8. It is the diſtinction 
which Paul makes, between the juſt and the 


good man. Rom. v. 7. By the wrath to come, 


they meant the ſecond death, a term known 


among them, as worſe than the firſt which all 
die; they never thought of endleſs miſeries, but 


of a judgment comparatively ſeverer, as our 


Lord ſpeaks of the condemnation of Chora- 


win, Bethſaida, Capernaum, and that of Tyre 


and Sidon in the day of judgment, and which 
he intends by ſtripes few or many, Matt. xi, 
21—Luke xij. 47, 48. The love of money 
1s the root of all evil, injuſtice, oppreſſion, and 
cruelty. Covetouſneſs is idolatry, in the 
judgment of Paul, and of his great teacher, 


Jeſus Chriſt. He ſtruck at it in his firſt meſ- 


ſenger, John the baptizer with water. He 
ſlew this greedy beaſt with kis own | baptiſm 
of heavenly and everlaſting fire, at Pentecoſt ; 
and killed it in three thouſand, by the ſame 
word of fire at Peter's one ſermon. Acts ii. 
41. This was the ſeal of the /iving God, the 
great fountain of /iving fre, which none can 
kindle but the Son 6 and none 
; . can

can extinguiſh, when he has kindled it in bir 
temples, where his life is manifeſted: in a m- 


tery, a hidden way, even in our mortal feſb 0 
for we have this treaſure in theſe earthen veſ- 
ſels.

by the law and the prophets. Paul, as an 

apoſtle and prophet, (for he ſuſtains both cha- 
racters) gives witneſs to his name, as yea, yea, 
not yea and nay ; for in him all the promiſes 
of God are yea, and in him amen, true and 
immutable. 2 Cor. i. 19, 20. What goſpel 
was preached to Abraham in this apoſtle's 
words? The ſcripture foreſeeing that God 
would juſtify the nations by faith, preached 
before the good meſſage to Abraham, that in 
thee all the nations ſhall be bleſſed. Gal. iii. 
8—Gen. xii. 3, 18, 19—xxii, 18, Will it be 
neceſſary to affirm, that Iſmael his ſon, by

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gar, muſt have a portion of his father's 
goods? That his ſons, by Kerurah mult ſhare 
ſomewhat of their father, heir of the world 
and muſt his ſon Iſaac's ſonR/av, inſtead of any 
ſmall lot in his generator's poſſeſſions, inherit 
miſeries inſtead of bleſſings ?

Pie of the Son of God, who gave himſelf a 
ranſom for all men: it is what Daniel was 
enabled to foreſee and predict, from the time

2767, that by the 546 of tl —_ and by the cons 
ui of the ancient Hebrew commentators on that magnifi- 
cent ſervice in its ſix branches, the whole world of ſeventy 
mations was repreſcnted at that altar, as well as the tribes 
of Iſrael. The Papal power took it away by Fuftinian's 
aid, in the year 534. When the Biſbop of Rome was 
declared head of all Biſhops, by the Emperor, as Biſhop 
Newton on the Prophecies has produced his edi. As the 
excluſive predefiination was in full ſtrength and currency at 
this time, it took away the /amb of God, and brought 
forward. the ſecond beaft, with all the abominable perſe- 
cutjons to ſupport his ſavage power in the church; if 
1290 days, a year for a day, be meaſured from 534, it 
expired in 1794. The Papal power may fall like a dra- 
gn, with its mouth full of blood, yet by every appearance 


in ſacred writ, it will never riſe more. From the two 
_ witneſſes ſlain, and #heir bodies lying unburied for three 


days and a half, at the expiration of 1260 days, or years, 
no perſecution need to be dreaded. A ſpirit of mockery 
and unbelicf ſeems more the view of John, than any ſuf- 
ſerings and perſecutions, as Dr. Gill and others appre- 
hend, from the revival of popery. Can mockers and 


*fcoffers abound much more than in this /aft part of the 


three days, as pointed out by the apoſtles, 1 Peter and Jude. 
Of whom Enoch the ſeventh from Adam propheſied: we 
-are now going down into the ſeventh great day, to which

that they are the beginnings of the pangs, al- 
luding to the whole creation groaning to be 
delivered into the liberty of the glory of the 
Sons of God, that is, the firſ-born, the Iſrael 
properly ſeparated. Rom. viii. 19, 23. The 
judge himſelf has informed his ſervants, that 
the end ſhall not be, till the goſpel, the good 
meſſage of the &#/ngdom ſhall be proclaimed in 
all the earth, as a teſtimony to all nations ; 
that, after this the end ſhall come. Matt, xxiv. 
14—Mark xiii. 8, 9, 10. Nation ſhall riſe 
up againſt nation, and kingdom againſt king- 
dom ; and there ſhall be earthquakes in dif- 
ferent places, and commotions. Theſe are 
the beginnings of pangs. And the goſpel 
muſt firſt be publiſhed among all nations. To 
this great truth we find a teſtimony given, in 
Rev. xiv. 2. where John ſays, I ſaw an an- 
gel, (one meſſenger, not many, as at his birth) 
Alying in the midſt of heaven, having the ever- 

. laſting goſpel to preach (as evangelical tidings) 
to the inhabitants of the earth, and to every 
nation, and tribe, and tongue, and people. 
The term everlaſting anſwers to Paul's 
blood of the everlaſting covenant ; by which 

he means the od, and the ranſom for a/l/ 

the ages of the mediation ; in the ſame ſenſe as

the apoſtle ſpeaks of our high prieſt, Jeſus, 
the ſame yeſterday, to-day, and for the ages, 
In our language we have not a word proper to 
expreſs. The Hebrews expreſs it by the cove- 
nant of the age, including all the ages in the 
ſame view, as Peter ſpeaks of Chri/t, to whombe 
the g/ory now, and for the day of the age, 
2 Peter iii. laſt verſe, In this part we find the 
lamb on Mount Zion, the central throne of 
the glory, ſurrounded with the twenty-four 
elders, the patriarchs of a double Iſrael, which 
were borne in the royal and ſacerdotal gar» 
ments under the law; and here, on this moun- 
tain, they appear in the ſpirit and truth. Rev. 
xiv. 1, 2. A few remarks will be neceſſary 
to explain this number in the characters and 
functions aſſigned to this ſelect lot. 1. In the 
apoſtle's view they are called the general aſ- 
ſembly and church of the firſt-born, written in 
the heavens; which ſtate he before names 
Mount Zion, the city of the Hiuing God, the 
heavenly Feruſalem, and myriads of angels 
found there. Heb. xii. 22, 25. 2. The pri- 
vileges annexed to this exalted and ſeparated 
-number conſiſt in ſinging a new ſong before 
the four living creatures, and the twenty-four 
_ elders, 3. None could ſing this ſong but this 
"WY number,

number. 4. They are deſcribed as redeemed 
from the carth, or all its inhabitants; and in 
that character follow the lamb wherever he 
goeth, as his aſſociates, or, as the apoſtle 
names them, heirs and co-heirs, having re? 
ſiſted unto blood, and /uffered with him, that 
they might reign together with him; or, as 
in another place, heirs of God, and jornt- 
heirs with Chriſt, if ſo be we ſuffer with 
him, that we may be glorified. together, 
2 Tim. ii. 12—Rom. viii. 17, 18. 5. They 
are ſaid to be wirgins,® or the eunuchs, 
1 haying 
* The apoſtle, when giving inſtructions concerning 
marriage and ccelibacy, uſes great caution, and leaves the 
will free to chuſe. He ſoreſaw the abuſes that would 
ſteal in upon the Nazarite-vows, or ſeparation for a time, 
or for life, where it might be the effect of choice from 


thoſe internal attractions, which none can judge or know, 
but thoſe to whom this grace is given. 1 Cor. vii. 7. He 

_ -foreſaw, that the antichriſt predicted would build two 
pillars of his temple, on forbidding to marry, and ab/tain- 
ing from meats. He calls ſuch reſtrictions giving heed to 
Jeducing ſpirits, and doctrines of devils; and to prevent, 
as far as his council could prevail, he rather exhorts that 
a biſhop, or an elder, and a deacon, the two only rulers 
known, or neceſſary in a Chriſtian church, or ſociety, 
ſhould marry, and be the huſband of one wife.

well, 1 Tim. ili. 10, 14. I would, ſays this apoſtle, 
that all men were as myſelf, but every man has his pro- 
per gift of God. 1 Cor, vii. 7. 2. In caſe of ſeparation 
for a time, by conſent, in this chapter, he touches the 
ſubje& with all poſſible delicacy, This ſeparation was 
Gmilar to the yows, and temporary dedication and ab- 
ſtraction from the world and common life of the Naza- 
rites under the law, as much permitted in the ſpirit of it, 
as it was before in the Jetter. 1 Cor. vii. 2, 7. 3. As 
this apoſtle laid down the high prize of the calling, or ſe- 
leQion in Jeſus Chrift, namely, to gain a crown, or to 
be found among the /ot of the firft-born, which could 
only be run for in this life ; he ſhews the ſacrifices of fame, 
of wealth, of wordly pleaſures, as well as the earneſt 


_ zeal and perſeverance in prayer, patience in tribulation, 


love and forbearance towards their enemies, in this con- 
flit and warfare ; this heroiſm, this ſoldier-ſhip, after 
the great pattern of their lord, and the captain of their 
ſalvation, who was penſect through ſufferings. Speaking 
of the Gracian games, and the labours and preparations 
for their prize and victory, he ſays, He that ſtriveth for 
maſtery is temperate in all things; now they do it, that 
they may attain a corruptible crown, but we an uncor- 
ruptible one. 1 Cor, ix. 24, 2. And in the conclu- 
| fon, I beat (bruiſe) my body, and bring it into ſubjec- 
tion as my ſlave, leſt when I have preached to others,

Probate, (not approved) for the apoſtle never thought of 
periſbing in the general acceptation ; for he did not write 
to deny his own teſtimony to univerſal redemption, in 
Rom. v. 12 to the end, and in Cor, xv. 20, 29, No 
time ſhall be waſted in ſearching into the private ſtews 
and brothels, with other worſe vices, that have riſen on a 
.ccelibacy put on by the enſnarings and ſubtleties, practiſed 
om men and women, which would be found as full of un- 
natural abominations, as the apoſtle ſpeaks of the Hea- 
then, in their idolatrous and myſterious feſtivals; it is a 
ſhame to ſpeak of things done in ſecret, Rom. i. 24, 29. 
The Eleyfinian myſteries travelling from Egypt into 
Greece, from the worſhip of {fs and Ofiris, the ſun and 
moon, under the figure of the cow and bull, had the pu- 
denda of men and women, as the object of private adora- 
1ion, with the coarſeſt and moſt frantic rites of lewdneſs 
and proſtitutions. Did Pagan Rome fall ſhort in her re- 
ligious ceremonies of © Bacchus, Venus, Bona Dea, and 
other divinities borrowed ang! adopted by this pupil. Un- 
der Moſes the courts were open, the. rites known, and 
their meanings might be ſougltt by all Jews, as well as 
by the pricits. More may be ſeen of Zgyptian idolatry 
in my comment on pſalm Ixviii. at p. 253 and 257.

What Biſhop Newton has collected from preceding

and by the ſucceeding prophets, as explaining the myſtery, 
in veiled charaQters, ſhall be given from ſcripture alone. 
No one can juſtly deny the tyranny and idolatry of the 
Papal power; the impious actions, blaſphemous titles, 
and making war with the profeſſors of a purer faith and 
doctrines.

love, and good will to all men, I need not repeat the 
mutual hatred and deſtiuction of the Athanafrans and Ariam, 
Juſt as an Emperor, or an Empreſs favoured either party. 
They ſoon loſt ſight of the one name Jeſus, and of the 
 apoltle's centre of union, in giving thankſgiving for all men, 
as God had appointed one Mediator between man and him- 

; felf, the ſecond man, (younger than the firf, or he could 
not haye been the /econd) who gave himſelf a ranſom for 
all men, This ſeparation introduced all baniſhments, con» 
fiſcations, death, and other perſecutions, which diſgrace 
and ſtain the pages of eccleſiaſtical hiſtory more than Wol- 

laſton laments, to find the hiſtory of nations deluged with - 
blood, by Leviathan, the civil power in Mr. Burke's words, 
as if that beaſt was made to difport and play therein. But 
while the Biſhop deſcribes the power of this beaſt, not 
permitting ſuch as did not receive his mark, to buy or ſell, 
he forgets Mahomet, who came forth nearly at the ſame 
time with the f Pepe; he did not indeed riſe as an hy- 
pocrite, but with a ſword in his hand, which had been 
horribly employed by degenerate Chriſtians before. Nor 
are his pretences much leſs, and his dominion is much 
larger, and ſtands firmer to this day than the other, now 
falling, and may it ſoon fall to riſe no mare, We come 
to the mark and number of his name.

WIEN our Lord aſcended in a cloud into 
heaven, as his diſciples were earneſtly looking 
at the mild majeſty of his going up where he 
was before, behold, two men in white ray» 
ment ſtood by them, who ſaid, men of Galilee, 
why ſtand ye gazing into heaven? This ſame 
Feſus, who is taken up from you into heaven, 
ſhall ſo come, as ye have ſcen him go into 
heaven. Acts i. 9, 12. Let it be obſerved, 
that our Lord had told his diſciples, that they 
ſhould be his witneſſes both in Jeruſalem and 
in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the 
uttermoſt part of the earth. This teſtimony 
is the ſame as preaching the goſpel, the good 
meſſage, to the whole creation, For the whole 

I a world 
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word was comprehended in Jeruſalem and 
Judea, and Samaria; this laſt repreſenting 
the Gentile world, making to themſelves the 
ſame fooliſh gods as the golden calves were in 
that part of Judea. The angels call them all 
Galileans, for the ſpiritual ſenſe, importing 
men of the fir/t revolution, or return to God, 
their father. According to the eiter, they 
were not all from Galilee, no more than the 
hundred and twenty Jews, devout men, out 
of every nation, upon whom the holy ſpirit 
fell at Pentecoſt ; who yet are thought to be 
Galileans, 2. Our Saviour led them forth to 
Bethany, where he lifted up his hands, as the 
true High Prieſt, bleſſed them, and was taken 
up from them, when they returned from the 
mount called Olives, which was near Jeruſa- 
lem, “ a ſabbath'day's journey, We are taught, 
that

648. For their contempt of the common people, who 
had not wealth, nor leiſure from conſtant and heavy toil,

Among many inſolent aſſertions this 
is one, that whoever married the daughter of a poor and 
unlearned man, falleth under that maledifion of the law, 
Curſed is every one that lieth with a beaſt, Poverty 
ſeems to be ong of the greateſt crimes even among this 
people, as it ſeems to be in general among the Chriſtian 
world, as it is called.

an excommunication as horrible as that of the Popiſh church, 
which learned part from theſe teachers. The phariſees 
were the ſeparatiſts of their day: they faſted often, gave 
alms publicly, made long prayers in the ſtreet + "They 
made broad their phylaQeries, and enlarged the borders 
uf their garments; and all this was done to be ſeen of 
men, and to deyour widows houſes, that they might re- 
ceive the greater condemnation, not eternal damnation; 
n we more or leſs ſevere, Matt, xxili. 3. Our Lord 
wore the fringes, as a Jew, which was to remind them of 
being a branch of the 'prie/tHood, as 4 nation of prieſts ; 
and the colour was blue, as the firff long garment of the 
High Prisft was all of that colour. The phyſical reaſon 


I ſhall not touch, as none but the true philoſophers could 


underſtand, The phy lacteries were not commanded ; but 

as the door-poſts and gates were to have ſome memorials 

und 3 they invented, moſt probably, the 
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Lazarus from the dead, giving the proof of 
his power over all the dead, by this illuſtrious 
miracle of his voice and his word, on the 
fourth day from his death. John xi. the whole 
chapter is tenderly affecting, where 7e/us ſhed 
his firſt precious tear. In this place he ſhewed 
his power over 4/l fleſh, by the earneſt of one 
raiſed, and the means, his /oud voice; by 
which it will be heard by all that are in the 
graves ; and they that hear ſhall /ive, that is, 
all ſhall hear, and all ſhall riſe in him. John v. 
25, 28—1 Cor. xv. 20, 29-—Iſaiah xxvi. 19. 
But here we muſt obſerve, that he who pro- 
claimed himſelf the RESURRECTION and 
the LIFE, aſcended from the mount of Olives, 
to teſtify his deſcent on this mount in the /pi- 
ritual and univerſal completion of his bleſſed 
name. I am the reſurrection and the /ife; the 
firſt and the Iaſt, the beginning and the end of 
the creation, or of the new heavens and new 
earth, which form a /econd generation out of 
the heavens and the earth, which muſt paſs 


other for the appearance of greater holineſs. Againſt

of falſe religion, our Lord gave the Proper c cautions and 
leſſons.

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away, and periſb as an old garment, no lon- 
ger fit for uſe. The auguſt prophecy of Za- 
_ Chariah, in which the greateſt bleſſings are de- 


livered in the veil and ſhade of what Paul calls 


the letter that +i/leth, when the /pririt to it 


openeth the riches and treaſures of WISDOM, 
and HER SON, hid, wrapt up, to be brought 


forth to the ſurptize and conſolation of all na- 


tions. This ſublime prophecy is limited, not 


to day or night, but to the evening-time, when 
it ſhall be LIGHT, all light, without any 
darkneſs of mount Sinai on the name of Jeſus, 


or Jehovah, for his name ſhall be one, (unym 


vel unitum). The principal events conſiſt in 


the deſtroyers of Jeruſalem deſtroyed : in the 
coming of Meſſiah in the GREAT NAME 
of JAH or JEHOVAH, the rack of ages: 


Ifaiah xxvi. 4. In the overflowing graces 


and gifts of his kingdom by the living waters, 


long reſtrained, going out from Jeruſalem, 
ſummer and winter, continually : from the 
plague to ſmite her enemies: The converſion 
of the nations, and the ſpoil of them become» 
ing holy unto the Lord. This aſſemblage of 
great, and according to the /itera/ deſcription, : 
of moſt awful tranſactions, can be ſhewn to 


form a part of the everlaſting goſpel, which 
: 2 2 muſt 
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muſt be preached before the end; and which 
| cannot be preached, till the chaff can be ſe- 


parated from the wheat, and the ſtubble of 
Efau's houſe, fleſh and blood, be rapidly de- 
voured by the fame of Joſeph from the fire of 
Jacob's houſe, Obad. vi. 9, 18, 21. At pre- 
ſent I ſhall confine my remarks to the feet of 
that ſame Jeſus which ſhall ſtand on the 
mount of Olives, on the eaft of Jeruſalem, 
which ſhall cleave to the eaff and weft, and 
half to the 07. and ſouth. The myſtery (/d 
is the unct ion, or oil of gladneſs, that ſhall, at 
this time of the evening, be poured out on all 
J/Þ, that all may know me from the leaſt to 
the greateſt, ſaith the Lord. Jerem. xxxi. 34. 
This is the time, when no man ſhall teach 
his neighbour, or his brother ; for the earth 
ſhall be / of the glory of the &noww/edge of the 
Lord, as the waters cover the ſea. Jerem. 
XXX1. 34—Hab, ii. 14. There have been 
teachers of all degrees, and in numbers ſuffi- 
cient'to drive the law and the prophets into the 
wilderneſs, Moſes and Elias, trom bearing 
witneſs to Jeſus in the mount, and leaving 
him there with one name, on that di ſcovery of 
his glory on that high mountain, Matt. xvii. 
1— Mark ix. 2, And as the water of Ilſe. 

and 
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and the blood from the Holy of Folies, exiſt» 
ing inviſibly in him, flowed in the /econd even- 
ing of the fixth day, (a day anticipated for the 
fake of the gracious myſtery) when the foun- 
tain for fin and uncleanneſs, was, by the ſpear 
of his enemy, opened, which followed his 
enemy with a ſecret bleſſing, for it was ſhed 
for enemics as well as friends ; and if we may. 
judge by his words and example, by his life 
and by his death, we muſt fee his love riſe ſupe- 
rior to vengeance, except ſuch vengeance as ſub. 
dued Saul, and covered him with ſhame and for- 
giveneſs. The place of judgment is deſcribed in 
three views, as on the mount of Zion, to judge 
the mount of Hau. Obad. xxi. From Boara in 
Edam, by Iſaiah I iii. and by the valley of Jebo- 
ſupbat, in Joel, with the dreadful ſcene of prece- 
ding wars, and the wine-preſs ready for the har- 
veſt, for the wickedneſs is great, Joel iii. g, 17. 
Satan's kingdom was taken away as to his 
power over death, when Chriſt died. He 
na:led the hand- writing of ordinances, which 
was againſt, and contrary to us, to the croſs, 
and took it out of the way; and having ſpoiled 
principalitics and pawers, meaning the Devil 
as the head, and the fallen angels as his ſer- 
ca and ſubjects, he triumphed openly over

them: in that evening, at the hour of his 
death, the gate of paradiſe was opened to one 
repenting and believing thief: to the Fa- 
ther he commended his ſpirit, and to the 
grave, the ſoul and its fleſhly veſſel, Pſalm 
Avi.

| nance to the /heaf of firft-fruits, prepared 
by Moſes in a figure, near fifteen centuries 
before, and brought to its dignified and ex- 
alted meaning by the Meftah, with the glo- 
rious relation to the whole harveſt, or all nations 
to be ſanctiſied by the fr/-fruits; in which 
Paul preached the everlaſting goſpel, the be- 
ginning and finiſbing of the Mediator's power 
and dominion over death and the grave. 
(Hades and he. Now is Chrift riſen from

* Our Saviour, as Lord of the ſabbath, and of the law, 
his ſervant in Moſes, anticipated the day of the paſſover, 
and of the paſchal lamb, that he might rife from death 
eaily in the marning, when the ſheaf of firfi-fruits was 
offered ; and which was reaped by /orch-light, according 
to the conſtant tradition of the Hebrew church, who would 
ſcarcely affirm a ritual obfervance, in confirmation of the 
antitype in our Lord's reſurredlon. We fee, however, 
in this minute circumſtance, how Me/es, the prophet in 
the 1ype and ſhadow, foretold a prophet like to himſelf, yet 
far greater in the /pirit and truth, for the higheſt and

As our Lord's feet touched 
the mount of Olives, and with his hands /e 
up, as the true High Prieft, he bleſſed his 
diſciples, and gave them the ſame general 
commiſſion to preach the goſpel, or good meſ- 
ſage, to the whole creation, with a promiſe 
that he would be with them in the preſence, 
indwelling and energy of the holy ſpirit given 
to him without meaſure, that he might com- 
municate and diſtribute the gifts and virtues of 
it according to his own will ; all power being 
given unto him, both in heaven and in earth; 
and I will be with you, he ſays, all the days 
until the conſummation of the age. Matt. xxviii.

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ſorward to the Meſſiah in his maniſeſtation in 
the fleſh, the goſpel looks backward to the 


Prophets, as proclaimers of the tranſcendent

rivers of living water, as the ſcripture hath 


aid. This ſpake he of the holy Spirit which 


they that belicved in him, ſhould receive; for 
the holy ſpirit was not yet given, becuuſe Je- 
ſus was not yet g/orgfied, John vii. 39% 40. 
His feet ſhall ſtand in that day on the mount of 
Onves, which is before Jeruſalem on the cafe, 
and the mount of Olives ſhall cleave in the 
midſt towards the eaſt and weſt ; and a very 
great valley {hall be, half toward the north, 


and 
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and half toward the /ourh. The ſpirit to this 
letter is, that this mount is full of the oil of 
gladneſs, and ſpreads itſelf to the four ends 
of the earth. The deſtroyers of Jeruſalem are 
the fallen angels, with Satan, the devil, or the 
old ſerpent, their head: who, as theſe great 
events are confined to the evening preciſely, 
will be ſhut up.in the ABYSS of darkneſs, in 

this ſecond evening of this ſixth great day, His 

head was bruiſed, his dominion was taken 
away, when the Lord died, and took the bes 
lieving thief on the croſs, from Satan's power, 
into Paradiſe, as the firſt pledge and earneſt 
of his victory over all death, Heb. ii. 9, 15 
Luke xxiii. 43. But he could not enter this 
garden without a Paradiſical garment. God 

clothes himſelf with light, as with a garment, . 
- and with the ſame ſplendor he clothes his chil- 
dren in their new ſtate, Pſalm civ. 2—Dan. 

vii. 9. He that could confer ſuch a grace « 
chat extraordinary faith, could qualify him in 
an inſtant for the bleſſing. Our Lord entered 

Paradiſe at the end of the , evening on the 
ſixth day. He refuſed the poſſeſſion of his 
own earthly throne and kingdom, to which 
he was born heir, as his true kingdom and 
throne were not to be of this world, nor of the

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old earth, but in the new heavens and new 
earth, where pain, ſorrow, toil, and death 
will never be found more. As the living Was 
ters in this ſublime prophecy are limited to the 
evening lime, there can be little queſtion put 
they have reſpect to the fountain opened for

Xxxvi. 25, 33. When the Lord will Joritle 
clean water upon them, and they ſhall be 
eleanſeil from all their fins and tranſgreſſions, 
loathing, themſelves for their evil doings, and 
mourning for the greateſt of all their national 
guilt, the killing of Meſſiah, their King, and 
deny ing him, and blaſpheming his name for 
ſo many ages to this day.

_ calves, but for their continual rebellions, and the uncir- 
cumſion of their heart, and of their ear, were proud and 


elevated from thoſe very rites, which were intended to 
teach them humility, and their degradation, Thus cir- 


cumciſion was the rejection of the whole body of fleſh and 


blood, not the acceptation of it, The woman was de- 
clared to be in her bloods of ſeparation, and in purifica- 
tion for 120 days, on the whole, for the ſon and dinghter, 
Levit, xii, Theſe ſhe brought forth as heirs of Adam's 
judgment, labour, and death; yet with a gracious pro- 
miſe of having a new body, veſſel, or clothing, all ſynony- 
mous, by the total exciſion of it, at a time appointed, and 
myſtically repreſented by an eighth day for the male, and 
forty and fourſcort days for the full abolition of the body of 
death, for all, men; which was the wages of Adam's ſin, 
while the ſpiritual body is the free gift of God through 
Jeſus Chriſi, our ſecond Adam, father and mother in 
one name, as the firſt man was in the unbroken, undivided 
image of Flahim, his Creators.

Peter deſcribes them as ſcoffers, ſaying, Where is the pro- 
miſe of his coming? For ſince the fathers fell aſleep, all 
things continue as from the beginning of the creation. 
Theſe {coffers ſeem to have been believers, revolting from 
the faith of their fathers, and may include the Jews, who 
expect a Meſſiah, as well as Chrilti:ns, who have here re- 
nounced that expecta ; ion. No prophecy of the 14 part 
of the days, and of the J time, can be more verified in 
a general view; than at this timE; but infidelity muſt be 
much greater to anſwer our Lord's words, becauſe ini- 
quity ſhall abound, the love of many ſhall wax cold.

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uty, and every refinement of ſenſuality : when 
the Lord comes to humble the-haughtineſs 
and lofty looks of man, with the land full of 
ſilver and gold, of horſes and chariots, and all 
idols, which draw the hearts and affections of 
mankind from God, and their Saviour, to 
earthly things, temporal and periſhing . What 
time of this ſixth day, and its evening, ever 
gave broader ſigns from two leading characte - 
riſtics, an overflowing of luxury in all forms 
of extravagant refinement, and moſt marked 
by the vanity and exceſs of women in dreſs 
and ornaments of their bodies,. as in that full 
portrait in the third chapter? As the prophet 
exhibits the corrupt manners of the extremity 
of the days, his eye is carried into a view of 
the general diſſipation, vanity, and pride of 
the Chriſtian ſtates, under that of the daugh- 
ters of Zion, who are not capable of theſe ex- 
ceſſes, by the depreſſion, and general poverty 
of their captivity, Yet in this almoſt uni- 
verſal degeneracy, which is given of profligate 
and impudent manners, of oppreſſion and co- 
vetouſneſs of the rulers, the Lord connects the 
tranſcendent and unmerited bleſſings, in chap. 
iv. When the Lord will create upon every

earthquakes, in divers parts of the earth, ſays, 
that tke goſpel of the kingdom ſhall be preached 
in all the world, for a teſtimony to all nations 
then the end ſhall come, or follow this publi- 
cation, - This will not infer the reception of 
it, or even a general attention given, either to 
the meſſengers, many or few] but that it ſhall 
be either ſo proclaimed, or ſo interpreted, as to 
make it one gracious truth, whether it be ac- 
cepted, or not. The goſpel was proclaimed 
by an hoſt of angels from heaven, as glad 
tidings of great joy to all people, yet it was 
not believed by the Jews, to whom it was firſt 
announced. It was preached to Abraham, 
Iſaac, and Jacob; yet it is not to this day be- 
lieved, or confeſſed, by any one church of 
Chriſtians ; not even the ſalvation of 1/maef, 


Abraham's ſon, by his concubine, Hagar. It 


was preached by 1/aac to Jacob and Eſau; in 
a greater bleſſing to the firſt, and in a /econd 
bleſſing, though inferior, to the laſt ; it was 
proclaimed by the illuſtrious herald, the bap- 


tiſt, the Elias of the goſpel. Behold, the 
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lamb of God that taketh away the /in of the 
world, John ii. 29. It was declared by Chriſt 
himſelf, who bore witneſs to his own name, 
Jeſus, and his power over all. Now is the 
judgment of this world: now ſhall the Prince 
of this world be ca/? our; and I, if I be /ifted 
up, will draw all men unto me. John xii. 31, 
33- It was teſtified of by Simeon: ** Mine 
eyes have ſecn thy ſalvation, which thou haſt 
prepared before the face of all peoples; a ligt 
to lighten the gentiles, and to be the GLORY 
of thy people ISRAEL.” Luke ii. 29, 33- 
Again, by our Lord did he proclaim his own 
blood as the ranſom for all men, This is the 
blood of the new covenant, which is ſhed for 
you, and for many, for the remiſſion of fins ; 
called by him in another place, giving his life, 


a ranſom for many. Matt. xx. 28—xxvi. 28.

he apoſtle witneſſed this goſpel by that ear- 
neſt of the firf-fruits under the law interpreted 
by the ſpirit and truth. If the frff-fruirs be 
holy, ſo is the lump; and if the root be holy, 
ſo are the branches. Rom. xi. 16, He bears 
a moſt perſpicuous teſtimony to the ſame coun- 
eil, in Rom. v. 12—a1, He enjoins this teſ- 


timony 
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timony to all believers, and the giving of thanks 
for all men, becauſe God willeth them to be 
ſaved, and has for this great and glorious end ap- 
pointed a mediator, a reconciler, and a ran- 
ſom for all men, the Man Chrift Feſus. Tim. 
Ji. 1, 7. Of which he was made a preacher 
and apoſtle ; and woe be to me, ſays he, if I 
publiſh not the goſpel. 1 Cor. ix. 16, From 
theſe clear paſſages that want no comment, no 
illuſtration, but faith in them, and from a 
cloud of many more witneſſes from the law, 
the prophets, and the goſpel, we may perceive 
in what ſenſe our Lord ſays, that the goſpel 
of the kingdom ſhall be preached in the whole 
world, for a witneſs to all nations, then the 
end ſhall come; for it by no means ſignifies a 
reception of it, but the liberty of publiſhing 
it as ſuch, which has not been directly per- 
mitted under any eſtabliſhment, from the end 
of the fifth century to this day.“ Such a wide

* The doctrine of excliſſus predyſtination was almoſt ge- 
neral at the end of the fifth century. Auſtin laid 'the 
foundation of it, and he was a monarch in his authority. 
The change of the tenets may be traced from the proſerip- 
tion of Origen's works, in 337, by a little council of Sir» 
mium. I xeſer the learned for the unhappy alteration of

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promulgation of the goſpel as is expected by 
ſome, would be blowing th trumpets of alarm,

ſentiments to Clemens Alexandrinus, Adumbrat, in 1717 | 
1 Johannis; to Gregory Nazianzen, edit. Paris, 1630: 
Sulpicius Severus de Vita B. Martini, edit. Lugd, p. ins, 
1647: to Jerome, at the end of his Comment on Iſaiah, 
who ſpeaks very differently from the late Biſhop Lowth, 
in his Tranſlation of that truly evangelical prophet; to 
Facundus Epiſce Hermienſis, cap. 4, p. 62, edit. Paris, 
1679. Where this writer calls the teachers (who were 
reproached, rather honoured, with the name of merciful 
deftorr) moſt holy and glorious miniſters of the church; 
anathematizing, ſays this noble Beræun, under pretence of 
Origen, all the eminent ſaints who were before him, as 
all who have been after him, for maintaining the doctrine 
of the reſtitution of all things, The number of theſe mer- 
eiſul doors have been few indeed, and ſoon overwhelmed 
by a great army of opponents. More of theſe witneſſes 
have riſen in the laſt century, and in this, than can be 
ſound in ten centuries preceding. Such are Mare, Biſhop 
Rel, Sterry, Salmon, Erberry, Webſter, White, Cheyn, 
Ramſay, Hartley, Law, Petit Pierre, Chauncey, Wincheſter, 
Biſhop Newten, and my own teſtimony ſince 1758, given. 
in my Sabbatical Year, and Feaft of Trumpets, publiſhed 
in 1760: in the Myſteries of the Firft-bory and Fir/t- 
Fruity, in 1763, in which tract predeſtination is proved tobe 
the immutable council of God toſave all by his on Iſruel, 
who will be not known, as Paul ſhews us, till they ap- 
pear on their thrones of /ight, as heirs and co-heirs, with 
their gloriaus head, and great king, Jeſus Chriſt, In

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to awaken the attention of the world; which 
contradicts the full ſecurity, crying peace, peace, 
when the ſecond ad vent of the Lord approaches 
to poſſeſs the kingdoms of this world. The 
converſion of the Jews could only be the giean- 
ings of the harveſt, and not the ſalvation of 
all Iſrael in the apoſtle's judgment; it could 
not be the reſtoration of the twelve tribes, which 
have died in wnbel/ief for more than ſeventeen 
centuries. For Paul, who underſtood the 
deſign of the excluſion of the Jews for a time, 
comprehends the nations left in darkneſs and 
idolatry, in the ſame moſt bleſſed intention of 
God's conoluding all in unbelief, (conſidered 
in the aggregate character) that he might have 
mercy upon all, through the fr/?-fruits, through 
the kings and priefts ſeen on mount Zion, who

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anointed with the true unction. We can ſcarce: 
ſuppoſe that this apoſtle did not ſee the ſhorten» 
ing of one day, by the event 2 7 Zechariah; 
and by the /iving waters beginning to flow at this 

time; toanſwer which, the water and blood (both 
living powers) were opened by the ſpear, in the 
ſecond evening of the ſixth day. This lowing 
is called by another prophet, -it is time to ſeek 
the Lord, till he rain righteouſneſs upon you, 
Hoſ. x, 12. This rain of /ving waters cane 


not deſcend while the heavens are ſhut ; while 


the two prophets are in the wilderneſs, and in 
their ſackcloth ; but at the end of their teſti- 
mony, the bleſſing will appear, though the true 
| knowledge of the goſpel will be derided nearly, 

as much by profeſſing kingdoms, as by Deiſts, 
in this evening or /aft part of the days, abound- 
ing mere and more. Inſtead of that univerſal 
publicity of the goſpel to all nations, as ex- 
pected before the end, the promiſe to the Phi- 
ladelphian church implies no ſuch notoriety. 
This church has /itrle frength, both in num- 
ber and influence, from rank and wealth: it 
has an open door, which no man ſhall ſhut 
any more : it has this mark of honour, that it 
has never denied his name, JESUS, conſe, 


quently has never worſhipped the ſecond beaft,

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or the lamb ſpeaking as a dragon. That all 


the other churches called the ſynagogues of 
Satan, though faming themſelves Jews, (in 


Paul's words, not» 0u7wardly in the fig, but 


inwardly in the ſpirit) yet they do lie. They 
ſhall come and worſhip. before thy feet, and 
know, that I have loved thee ; becauſe thou 
haſt kept the word of my patience, I will keep 
thee from the hour of temptation (trial) which. 
1s coming upon the whole world, to try them 
that dwell on the carth. Behold, I come 
quickly, hold faſt that which thou haſt, that 
no one may take thy crown. Rev. iii. 7, 13. 
It is well known, that this church never had 
any political honours ; no palaces, thrones, or 
mitres ; no ſplendid ſtructures, or great reve- 
nues, no canonical power and legiſlation, 
We know too, that the ſecond beaft, the falſe 
lamb, therefore a falſe Chri/t, with armies of 
falſe prophets, or interpreters of the 90d killing 
letter, ſo as to ſupport the mouth of the dra- 
gon, has had the greatneſs, the wealth, and 


power of the world on its fide, from the time 


the /wo witneſſes went into the wilderneſs, and 


were clothed in ſackcloth, leaving Feſus in 


the name of Apollon and Abaddon ; the oraęles

able miniſter of the New Teſtament, ſay of, 
and to theſe miniſters, bithops, prieſts, and 
deacons, who are miniſters of the ki/ling lei- 
ter, and ſtrangers to the /prrir which giveth 
life, light, and joy to the truth? When he 
oppoſed Peter to his face, he did not whiſper 
his rebuke, As the preaching the everlaſting 
goſpel muſt precede the ſecond advent of the 
Lord; and as it is declared by himſelt, that 
it ſhall be the moſt ſignal mark of his coming; 
as it muſt appear from the time of the day, 
that the evening is peculiarly pointed out for 


ſome general bleſſing by the /ving waters of

eſtabliſhments; or, if they have the light, the candour, 
and zeal for the truth in 7eſus, they muſt pay no more re- 
gard to Luther, Calvin, Arminius, or any other man, than 
Paul did to Yi, Apellos, and Cephas, 1 Cor. i. 1 — ili. 
1—10. They muſt give this inſtance of the hardeſt part 
of ſelf-denial, We have been deceived ; we have been 
earnal, and not ſpiritual; we have been babes, fit for 
milk, and not for fring meat, Thus the apoſtle ſpeaks, 
rebukes, and charges ignorance in the word of juſtification 
on ſuch who uſe milk ; who neither give, nor can receive 
the wiſdom of God, ſpoken in a myſlery to the penal, 
meaning men of real knowledge, able miniflers of the New 
Teſtament, but not of the letter only, but of the ſpirit 
to that letter, which he proves in 2 Cor, iii. through the 
whole chapter. The laſt meſſage can never be publiſhed 
by any ſectarians, though as numerous, rich and 
powerful as the Papal church, the greateſt ſchiſmatic 
and Heretic in the world; yet moſt confident in her ig- 
norance, corruptions, and ſuperſtitions, even to the 
groſſeſt idolatry ; with the ſpirit of a perſecutor in the 
breaſt of every prieſt and member, From whoſe cup of 
ſorceries, however, every community has drank ; and 
all of every ſect equally hate and reject the name of 7eſus, 
as the ranſom for all men, and the Lamb of God that is

25. 'T his council he again calls, making all men ſee what 
is the fellowſhip of the my/tery hid from the ages in God, 
who created all things by Jeſus Chriſt, Eph. iii. 9, —He 
repeats this myſtery hid from the ages and generations paſt, 
but now made manifeſt to his ſaints, Col. i. 26, 27. And 


- this myſtery he explains thus: That the gentiles ſhould 


be co-heirs, and of the ſame body, and partakers of the 
promiſe in Chriſt Jeſus, Eph. iii. 6. To underſtand this, 
we muſt know, that the Jews never thought that the 


_ blefling of the fr/-b-rn could paſs to the gentiles; they 


thought jt ſettled on Abraham's ſeed according to the fleſh, 
They knew, that kings were to come from Abram ahd 
Sarab,

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many called, who have not obtained the-crown

Sarah, as well as a multitude of nations, which were all 
to be bleſſed in his and her ſeed, properly only Iſaac, the 
rejoicer, heir of all his father's goods. Gen, xvii. 5, 6. 
They did not know the preciſe number, nor could it be 
known, till, by a peculiar revelation from Jeſus Chriſt, 
it was made known to John, When treating again of 
this prerogative bleſſing of a crown and kingdom, he ſays, 
4% For the children not being yet born, and not having 
done good or evil, that the purpoſe of God might ſtand ac- 
cording to the ele#tion, not of works, but of him that cal» 
Jeth; it was ſaid unto her, C Rebeccah the elder ſhall 
ſerve the younger. Yet this younger had his bleſſing, as 
Moſes affirms, and Paul alſo, in Heb. xi, 20, Vet, 
on this diſtinction of a greater and a leſſer bleſſing, has 
the baſe, blaſphemous doctrine of E/au's eternal miſery, 
with all his poſterity, been invented by h:reling-priefts 
from Conſtantine's introduction of his nobility, his honour, 
his arms, his enfigns, his triumphs, his haughtineſſes, his 
pride, his ſuperciliouſneſs. He entered not into the church 
as a true and plain Chriſtian, which had indeed been deſi- 
rable : he came into the houſe of Gd accompanied with 
the Devil. He would have joined together wo houſes, and 
two cities, that of God and the Devil. Their zeal cooled 
by degrees, their faith decreaſed, their whole piety dege- 
nerated ; inſtead whereof, we now make uſe of ſhadnus 
and imager, and I would that we could retain theſe. Let 
Bolingbroke, Voltaire, Gibbon, and other enemies to 


the religion of 7eſus, (not the- religion of emperors and

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Paul names the fulneſs of the gentiles to come 
in; ſo in their name, and the happy relation

Kings) relate the horrible n. and continual 


butcheries, by the hands of an excluſive prieſthood, in 
2 conſequence of this unnabural alliance, almoſt the firfl 


Antichriſt, which converted the church of the Saviour of 

| the world, and the ranſom for all men, (judgments in mea- 
ſure and number included, for correction and amendment, 
as a means and not an end) into worſe than a den 
of thiever, as under the law, for it became a great 
hter-houſe for murdered millions, during twelve cen- 
turies. All theſe ſhameful corruptions aroſe from a ſet 
of men, who by degrees ſtole into the fold of the great 
ſhepherd, as if they were the antitypes 10 the Levitical 
priefboad, and were the kings, priefts, the. firfl-born and 
frſt-fruits under the goſpel, when the whole deſign of the 
preſent diſpenſation is to gather a peculiar people, and reyal 
prigiboad, out of that part of the gentiles, among whom 
the goſpel has been made known. The religion of Zeſus 
was never intended to be national; and when it became 
ſuch, was turned into a dead ſea. Palaces, thrones, and 
crowns, (the mimic mitre of Aaron's royal prieſthood, a 
type only) worn by prelates in the fiſth century, as that 
learned bigot, Henry Dodwell, boaſts in his one altar, and 
one prigſibood, ſoon debaſed the humility and the datly croſs 
of the paſtors of religion, and changed their character 
from ſhepherds fecding their flocks, to wolves devouring 
them, is the GREAT SHEPHERD forgtold. This 
was to be done by putting on ſheep's clothing to deceive ; 
and anſwers perfetly the /econd beat coming WA out of 
the

they bear the whole world, caſt under two 
images or types, by Mes, in the ſeven weeks 
| for 
the earth, who had two horns, like a lamb; and ſpake as 
a dragen. This is a true picture of hypocriſy, and no 
where fo conſpicuous, as in the hierarchy and canonical 
code of the Papal church, ard her daughters, whoſe laws 
are like Draco written in blood, and ſealed by it. Amidſt 
their abominations, it has ſerved to plant cretuns on the 
real martyrs, and ſo far haſtened the accompliſhing of the 
number of the ele, as the church ſervice ſpeaks. If it 
be inquired, who are the elect? Paul ſhall anſwer, 
« I Judge no Man, I judge not myſelf; to be of that 
number.” 1 Cor. iv. 3. The Lord knoweth thoſe that 
are his, in that peculiar ſenſe. 2 Tim. ii. 19. He run to 
obtain a crown; he exhorts others to run for the ſame 
high prize of their calling; though many run, yet one 
among many only obtaineth the prize. Phil. ili. 14—1 Cor. 
ik. 24—27. The Lord ſays, many are called, but fety 
choſen. Matt, xx. 16—xxii.,14 To the queſtion put 
to him, Lord, are there few that be ſaved? He ſaid 
unto them, ** Sfrive to enter through the „rait gate, for 
I ſay unto you, many ſhall ſtrive to enter, and ſhall not 
be able,” Luke xiii. 23, 24. Such a queſtion could not 
have been put in any ſenſe, but as applied to the Lord's 
lot, his proper Iſrael, or the firſt-born under the goſpel. 
They kned by the Levitical prieſthood, as repreſentative 
of the firft-born, and by the firft-fruits, that there would 
be a great diſtinction in the kingdom of Meſſiah, of ſome 
above others; but the number was not revealed under the 
law, nor under the goſpel, till the Book of the Revelation

was glven to John, They ever knew, that in the feed of 
Abraham, Iſaac, and ſacob, all nations were to be bleſſed; 
but they never thought that the bleſſing of the firſt born 


could ever be transferred io the gentiles at all, but muſt be 


confined to the children of Abraham according to the fleſh, 
With regard to the whole world, or the nations of it, 
one of their ſtrongeſt objections is founded on this ground 
againſt Zeus Chrift, that no church of believers holds 


out the ſalvation of the peoples, tongues, and languages, 


either in the preſent publication of the goſpel, nor in any 
future one, This is certainly true, Luther denies any 
predeſtination at all: Calvin from Auſtin and the Papal 
church takes it in a moſt horrible ſenſe ; and all alike 
combat this truth which Paul ſet clear enough, in Rom, 


 xi—Heb. xi. 20; and of which the Myſteries of the Fir/- 


born and Firfl-fruits, publiſhed by me, have given the full 
view, Which can pleaſe no community, becauſe it diſ- 
plays a grace, which no churches acknowledge, and which 


. flatters no /elf-eleing or ſelf-elefted ſectaries. The eſta- 


bliſhed church rejects Paul by the 17th article, which, as 
errors are conſecrated by antiquity, muſt never be re- 
moved, leſt truth ſhould be ſhaken by the abolition of a 
groſs, dangerous, and abominable fal ſchood.

God, and Jeſus Chrift, whom he has ſent. 
For nothing can be more clear, than that this 
evening, for it is at leaſt the evening of 
the /ixth day, and the time of the fixth 
ſeal, (where one end is broadly marked 
to take place, in Rev. vi. 12—17, to anſwer 
the ſecond chapter of Iſaiah in the extremity 
of the days) this evening will be full of moc- 
kers and ſcorners ; full of all the refinements 
of luxury and ſenſuality, as drawn by the pen- | 
cil of this prophet ; full of the moſt marked 3 
deriſion, as Belſhazzar's great feaſt, drinking 4 
out of the veſſels of the temple with his thou 
ſand lords, his wives, and concubines, when 
they praiſed the Gods of gold, ſilver, braſs,” 
iron, wood, and ſtone; when the ſame night 
his kingdom was taken away, and transferred 
to another king. Dan. v. 1-6, Here we 
have the full picture of confidence, inſult, and 
Ddz2 deriſion 
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languages, tongues, and peoples, which can 


deriſion of true religion drawn, which anſwera 
to Noah's days, and to the laſt and worſt, the 
Laodicean church, which ſpeaks in the /prrit - 


of Babylon, the world at large: I am rich, 
and have need of nothing: I fit as a queen, 


and am no widow, and ſhall never ſee ſorrow. 
| Rev. xviii. 610, ' Yet in one hour, does 


her cup double come, torment and mourning. 


It is very eaſy to impoſe the name of abylon 
on the church of Rome, as Daubuz ard Low- 


man before, and Bithops Warburton and 


Hurd have ſince done, from her trading in 
all the articles of wordly commerce, traffick- 
ing with her ſuperſtitions, corruptions, and 
the ſolemn mummery of her numerous rites 
and ceremonies, Merchandizing, even in their 


% 


ſenſe, is not confined to one church. The 


Greek church has her merchants, and all Chriſ- 


tian kingdoms are as greedy of the dainty and 
goodly things of Babylon, to feed the beſtial 
part of man's nature, as any Mahometan and 
Pagan nations can be, and in general much 
exceed them. Babylon has myſtery written on 


her forehead, which implies ſomewhat not 


obvious, or commonly known and ſuſpected, 
She is the great city that contains all nations, 


be

be truly faid only of the whole world. This 

great city is to be devoured with all her 
fleſher,% and burned with fire; ſo muſt the 
carth, and all her works, and all the various 
kinds of animal, ſenſitive, and vegetable life, 


paſs through the fire, to refine, to purify, 


and renew a different carth and heavens too. 
At Babylon began the confuſion of tongues, 
and the gommencement of the manifold and 


* The word fleſher (Sarkhas ) corprehends the whole 
animal creation, as well as man with his coat of ſkins, his 
fleſh and blood, which cannot inherit, or even enter the 
kingdom, till it be changed into a ſpiritual, incorruptible, 
and immortal ſubſtance, The Hebrew church in the day 
of her knowledge, calls the old Adam, Jatzer Harangs 
the evil imaginer, or former of corrupt thoughts and de- 
figns, the apoſtle of hell; Satan and the ſerpent, coneu- 
piſcence, the fArange Cod in the heart of man; the ene» 
my, the hear; of ſtone, the man of fin; againſt whom 
they were called to fight, to kill in the root, as the cauſe 
of evil, More of theſe true ſentiments in confonance 
with the New Teſtament, and with the words of our 


Lord and his apoſtles, Paul and John, may be ſeen in 


that excellent man, Schoetgenius, in tom. 1. Hora He» 
braicz, in his Diſſertation de Ludtd Carniſet Spiritus. But 
as this account flatters not man, neither kings, nobles, 


prieſts, or laics, it is not fit for A and titles of 
pride and vanity, 


idola- 
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idolatrous worſhip of falſe gods. The kings 
of the earth, the merchants and mariners la- 
ment the fall of this great city, and the loſs of 
their riches and ſplendor, by the loſs of her 
goods, for ever gone, What have all theſe 
characters, ſo extenſive in their ſenſe, to do 
with the Papal church, corrupt and abomina- 
ble as ſhie is in every part of worſhip? But 
the marks perfectly agree with the whole crea- 
tion in bondage unto corruption; with jeru- 
ſalem below; with this ſyſtem, the faſhion 
whereof muſt paſs away, that the New Jeru- 
| falem, the holy city, the bride, the lamb's 
wife, may ſucceed; and according to the 
apoſtle, the mother of free ſons, in the liberty 
of heaven, and its bleſſings. Gal. iv. 22—31. 
The evangeliſt John, whom we preſume to 
have underſtood the /prr:7 as well as the letter 
of propheſying, that is, of the true interpre- 
tation of ſacred writ, calls Egypt the great city, 
where Chriſt was crucified ; for certainly all 
the world condemned our Lord to death ; all 
the hands of all nations were laid upon this ob- 
lation for the fr and fins of the whole world. 
John i. 29—1 John ii. 1, 2—l[ſaiah liii. 6. 
Such ſuperlative goodneſs as ſhone in the be- 
loved Son of God, the full image of his Fa- 
ther's 
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ther's perfections, would have found the hands 
of many Cains, many Iſhmaels, to kill him, 
as before ſhewn in Joſeph, envied and hated, 
ſold, and intentionally murdered. Thus the 
whole world was repreſented by one nation, 
as all nations were to receive mercy from him, 
and the riches of his ſuffering love, and obe- 
dience unto death. Rom. v. 14—22. We now 
proceed to the throne and the Judge, as given 
by the law, the prophets, and the goſpel. 


Part VII. The THRONE and JUDGE. 


ME muſt build on theſe two truths, as the 
Fahcin and Boaz of the heavenly temple. 1, 
God is love, his moral perfection and immu» 
table attribute of goodneſs, 2. God is /ighr,* 
his 

» God is ſaid to dwell in that light which no man can 
approach unto, as man in his preſent ſtate, 1 Tim, 
vi. 16. This dwelling place the Hebrew church always 
called the Schechinah, which firſt appeared in the cloud of 
glory, or the pillar of fire, to cover and guide the Iſrael- 
ites in the wilderneſs—journies, But God who dwells in 
the light, and clothes himſelf with it, is different 
from his dwelling, and from his garments, as more ſpiri- 


tual 
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his pure, abſolute eſſence ; in him is no dark- 
neſs at all, 1 John i. 5—iv, 7,8. We are 
' informed, 


tual and interior. That his God is the Ancient of Dat, 
Creator of all ſyſtems or ages ; and in his abundant mer- 
ey, our Redeemer, by uniting the /eed,of the woman to 
himſelf, and to his throne, as ſhewn in. Dan. vii, 13— 
Rev. xii.' 1-5, can admit of little doubt in ſuch minds 
as are not prepoſſeſſed by ſyſtematic divinity, the dofrines 
and traditions of men, ſomewhat, and not much cleared 
of the rubbiſh, in Mr. Jenynt words, heaped upon it, by 
the ſcholaſtic theologers, the armies of Monks in their 
cells of idle and vain ſpeculation. An objection, and a 
very ſtrong one, will be made, that by this explanation 
the world muſt have been deceived, and periſh for want 
of true knowledge, The reply muſt be in the Lord's 
words: Falſe Chriſts and falſe prophets ſhall ariſe, and 
ſhew great ſigns, ſo that they ſhall deceive, if it were 
poſſible, even the elect. Matt. xxiv. 24. That this has 
been true, is allowed to be ſo, reſpecting the frong de- 
Iyfion ſent on the Papal church, that they ſhould believe a 
lie, that they might all be condemned. 2 Theſſ. ii. 11. 
Why, is it not equally true in Mahomet's impoſtyre, who 
came to perſect what Chriſt had left unfiniſhed ; who aſ- 
ſumed the pretence of the Elec, as the heirs of the pro- 
miſe made to Abraham by Sarah, He took up predeſii- 
nation in the ſame falſe and horrible view of excluding 
all but themſelves, which the Chriſtian church, as it was 
called, had eſfabliſhed before, His ſword ſeemed ſent to 
teach the perſecuting ſpirit of Chriſtians at that time, the 
law of retaliation, and to make them feel in themſelves

ple on high; is here, in theſe courts, repre- 
| ſented after the earthly pattern, Our Lord, 
ſpeaking of worſhipping the Father in ſpirit 
and ruth, ſets before our view in the goſ pel, 
every part of the o/d figures, as fulfilling by 
him in his people really and ſpiritually. The 
garments of his prieſthood, the meat and drink 
of the new altar, ſet up in the bodres of his 
members, the perpetual fire of his kindling, 
the lighting and keeping alive ſeven lamps, 
and burning the ſweet incenſe, the water of 
the laver, and ſalt of the covenant, The 
ſordid and groveling opinion received by al- 
moſt every church or ſect of believers, is, that 
the magnificent miniſtration of the law. had no 
inward ſenſe, but was a mere external, ſplen- 
did, and inactive inſtitute, during fifteen cen- 
turies. This is a falſe view and character of 
it, as I have ſhewn from the Hebrew writers 
on that diſpenſation in the Daily Service of 
the temple, publiſhed by me in 1767. This 
work wag called, by men of ſpiritual knows 
ledge, the moſt /uminous production that 
many centuries had ſcen; yet was it con- 
demned by Reviewers, as a piece of Hutebin- 
font im, to which it bears not the leaſt ſimili-

tude, and contradifts almoſt che whole plan 
of Hutchinſon's writings. Let the apoſtle de- 
cide, who ſays, what he knew well, that the 
fathers were all under the cloud, and all paſſed 
through the ſea, and were all baptized into 
Moſes, in the cloud and in the ſea; and did 
all eat the ſame /piritual- meat, and did all 
drink the ſame ſpiritual drink : for they drank 
of that rock which followed them, and that 
rock was Chrit. He ſpeaks not of figures 
and ſhadows, but of the ſame great truths our 
Lord delivers in the whole ſublime ſixth chap- 
ter of John's goſpel. By the fathers, he 
means the Ele# alone, who were believers. in 
the myferies of the figures of the legal miniſ- 
tration, and received by their faith the ſame 
heavenly gifts, as the goſpel; more. openly. 
ſhews, and publiſhes in the ſpirit and truth, 
to every part and branch of it. 1 Cor, x, 1— 
4. What duft, the ſerpent's food, moſt, ex · 
pounders give to this paſſage of the apoſtle, it, 
would be a heavy taſk to give: it is for a 
More, a Cudworth, a Sterry, a Hartley. or 
2 Lau, to prophecy on ſuch ſpiritual ubjets. 
Such men are what this apoſtle calls ſpiritual 
or prophets, and ſons of prophets; judging all 


| things, yet judged of none. 1 Cor, il. 14; „

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Wie muſt 2. 4 to conſider the throne of the 
Son of the moſt high God, on mount Sinai. 
The view of this diſpenſation, and the la of 

the Ten Commandments, or ten words, given 
from that mount, is delivered by the apoftle, 
andi its meaning explained by this peculiar en- 
lightened ſervant of our Lord, in Hagar, the 
Egyptian mother, and her children, in Gal. iv. 
22—3 1. Ye are not come to the mount which 
could be touched, (meaning of hard compatted' 
matter) and burned with fire, nor unto black- 
neſs, and darkneſs, and tempeſt, and the. 
ſound of a trumpet, and the voice of words 
and the ſight was ſo terrible, that Moſes faid, 

I exceedingly fear and tremble. Moſes muſt 
here be conſidered as the /aw of death and judg- 
ment, in the apoſtle's words, He bears the 
only national record of death brought by one 
tranſgreſſion, and of fleſh, the cauſe of it: he 
bears witneſs againſt this fleſh and blood, as 
no original work of God, but a loſs of the 
firſt glory, or garment of nakedneſs, without 
ſhame, and the ſecond clothing of nakedneſs, 
with ſhame. This teſtimony was by. cixcum- 
ciſion in the man, and in the woman's un- 
cleanneſs in her 5/oods, for 120 days for ſons: 
and — Levit. xii, The Chriſtian- 
church 
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church ſeems very tender of wounding the 
pride of human nature, and the intereſt of the 
colleges of heraldry, to pillar up the haughti - 
neſs of mankind againſt the three leſſons for 
humility, by the general priſon-houſe of death, 
the work-houſe of toil and labour, and the 
hoſpital of weakneſs and diſeaſes, to bring us 
to the judgment, or the grave. The apoſtle 
calls our preſent tabernacle, houſe or body, 
by three names proper to it, the body of ſin, 
body of death, and the body of- our hymilia- 
 tron,* or degradation, He tells us, we wait 
for the adoption, to wit, the redemption of 
our bodies. Rom. viii. 23. When was it loſt, 
but in Adam ? When ſhall it be found? In 
the day of judgment, for men in general, 
when this mortal ſhall put on immortality, 
and this corruptible ſhall put on incorruption. 
Then mortality ſhall be ſwallowed of life,

of the hope and expectation of a redemption. In teſti- ' 
mony of this hope, they buried in tohite, This part 
might eaſily be drawn from the white garments of the Le- 
vitical prieſthood ; as the law, open to proſelytes, might 
have taught them the true ſenſe of uſing that colour.

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by the power of the Lord, who ſhall change 
this body of our humiliation into the form of 
his body of g/ory, by that mighty power, by 
which he is able to ſubdue all things to him» 
ſelf. Phil. iii, 21. The diſpenſation of Moſes 
with Mount Sinai mult be conſidered in the 
general view of the apoſtle, as the /aw of death 
and condemnation, the national record of the 
firſt /in, and its penalty. Moſes is the ſer» 
vant, and faithful in the type and figure 
to the Son; his Lord and Maſter over the 
houſe or temple on high : he therefore dies, 
and paſſes his law into. the hands of Foſoua, 
who is, in the my/ery, : Ig; and this truth 
will lead us to Mount Zion of the ſpirit, and 
to the throne of the Father, or God of all 
the ages, creations, and ſyſtems: on which 
throne of the Mo? High God, we muſt find 
his Son at his right hand, and prepared to ex- 
ecute judgments of the law of righteouſneſs 
and juſtification. 2 Cor. iii. 5—11, In the 
bleſſed character of the LAMB, we muſt find 
him on Mount Zion, with the hundred, forty 
and four thouſand on the ſame mount. Rev. 
xiv. 1, a. Theſe have the name of his Father, 
(the Living God) written on their forcheads. 
They bear the charaQter of the ttf, 
8 and 
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and are ſhewn connected wil the harvefl, © 
and the vine of the earth, the two images or 
fimilitudes under the ſun of this world, re- 
preſenting the whole body of all nations, 
languages, peoples, and tongues ; which muſt 
be bleſſed in Abraham's ſeed, according to the 
Jas, who yet was before this patriarch ; as 
he was the root and offspring of David, In 
the fleth, his Son; in the ſpirit, or divine na- 
ture, his root, his Father ; or, as Paul inter- 
prets the double name, Who is the God over

| ſummation. Rom. ix. 5. The propricty of 
uniting the harveſt and yine to them, as the 
teapers of the firſt, and treaders of the other, 
will confirm what the apoſtle ſpeaks of his 
knowledge in the myſtery of Chriſt. Eph. iii. 
44-9, and what he farther affirms of the fi. 
fruits, and the roat, ſanctifying the /ump and 
the branches, Rom. xi.

truths from the pure and uncorrypt traditions, 
ar interpretations of the oral lau: which, 
though deſpiſed at this day, and for ages paſt, 
eam the ſenſe of the guickening ſpirit to the 
Killing letter, in the apoſtle's judgment.

in the moſt public manner, at the great feſti- 


val of penteceſt. And here the 2 ſacrifices 


were /alted with the ſpirit and the truth to that 
altar: to which great bleſſing was conjoined, 
that every one ſhall be ſalted with fire, and 
every factifice (or ſacred victim) ſhall be ſalted 
with ſalt ; which was ordered by the law, in 
Levit..i ii. 1 3—Ezek. xliii. 24. The ſame 
gfacious promiſe was declared in the firſt. vi- 
fible baptiſm of him; to whom the ſpirit was 
not given by meaſure, that of his fulneſs all 
might receive, and grace for grace.

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controverſy of Zion. The teflimony. of Feſus 
is the ſpirit of prophecy, that is, true ſpiri- 


_ tual interpretation of the New Teſtament is 
bearing witneſs to that name, as borne witneſs 


to by angels from heavens, by his herald on 
earth. Whatever contradicts it, is Antichriſt ;

Adam's ſentence and judgment. This new 
and divine mother clothes her children with 
ſimilar garments; and in theſe, the ſtate of 
original righteouſneſs is reſtored, and all her 


children are ſaints, or holy. As Sarah, to which 


this paſſage refers, forms the whole glory of 
the new Jeruſalem, the city of the Living God, 
as to pure and incorruptible materiality, the 
ſubſtance of immortal, or ſpiritual bodies; ſo 
we muſt view this holy city coming down from 
heaven, adorned as a bride for her hu/oand. 
Rev. *xi. 2, 10. At this time, when the new 
heaven and new earth take place of the old 
heaven and carth, which paſs away ; her gates 
open to the four corners of the earth, are not 
ſhut day or night, for there is no night there ; 
the principle of darkneſs is ſwallowed into the 
victory of /ight for ever, Of this Jeruſalem, 


as a king to judge, for no judgment was uſed, but on 
himſelf, as taking the ſins and iniquities of al/ Iſrael, 
in the ſcape-goat, The apoſtle calls this fine linen the 


houſe from heaven, the being clothed upon, that morta- 


lity might be ſwallowed up of life, 
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the Lord ſays, I will create Jeruſalem a re- 
joieing, and her people a joy; the voice of 
weeping ſhall no more be heard in her, nor the 
voice of crying. Iſaiah Ixv. 17-20, and Ixv1.. 
22. The vaſt magnitude of this city com- 
pared to 71 figure under the law, both in 
Ezekiel and in John, renders the old city al- 
moſt unworthy of notice, but as an adumbra- 
tion of the new. The prophet tells us, that 
her gates ſhall be open continually, they ſhall 
not be ſhut day nor night, that they may 
bring the ſtrength or number of the nations, 
and that their kings may be brought. This 
part alludes to the nations, and peoples, and 
kings promiſed to Abraham, Iſaac, and Ja- 
cob, to receive the bleſſings of ſalvation, 
through the one ſced. Gal. iii. 16—Rev, vii. 
John, the beloved diſciple, bears his teſti» 
mony to the ſame, and for the ſame end, 
Her gates ſhall not be ſhut by day; for there 
is no might there, And they ſhall bring the 
glory and honour of the nations into it. Rev. 
XX1. 25, 26, This glory and honour of the 
nations has a moredignified ſenſe, whenapplied 
to their ſalvation, than to wealth or power, 
which are no more wanted in that city of eter- 
nal peace, love, and e The next 
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thing in this auguſt chapter is the invitation 
to the marriage: ſupper of the lamb. This is 
afterwards called the upper of the Great

the week, celebrated by the Lord, with the twelve new 
names, heads, and firit-fruits over all, To the evening 
Zechariah looks, when his name ſhall be one ; Jehovah 
ſhall be king over all the earth. Zech. xiv. 7, 8, 9. The 
great feaſt which the Lord will make on his mountain, 
Zion, ſeems to point out the marriage ſupper, by ſwal- 
lowing up the veil and covering, that is, our bodies of 
fleſh and blood, and giving the garment of praiſe, fit for 
the ſupper, For death, which the Lord will ſwallow up 
for ever, by a quick abolition according to the language 
and images of the goſpel, cannot be taken away, but by _ =

"an eye, as the apoſtle opens this myſtery, or council of 
God. 1 Cor, xv. 50-56. 2dly; As our Lord had finithed - 
his ſufferings at the-end of the fr/t evening, and entered 
in ſpirit into Paradife, his proper kingdom, ſo we have 
ground to expect, that the Paradiſaieal gate of Ezekiel 
xlvi. will be opened in this ſecond evening of- this ſixth 
working day, in the extremity of it, not at the full end, ac- 
cording to Ifaiah ii. 1--Micah iv. 1. So that Zec ha- 
riah's evening will meet it with the flowing of the living 
waters ; with which the ſervant of the Lord (hall ſprin» 
kle many nations at once, and among theſe the houſe of 
Iſrael, when they ſhall remember their own evil ways and 
doings, and ſhall lo#he themſelves in their own light tar 
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union is expreſſed by ſupper: if any man open 
* nee. and hears my 


voice, 


their iniquities and abominations, Ezek. 36. 25-33. Then 
will I ſprinkle pure waters, and ye ſhall be clean ; from 
all your filthineſs, and from all your idols, will I cleanſe 
you. 3dly. This chapter of Revelation bears a great ſimi- 
litude to chap. xiv. of Zechariah, in the image of the 
vaſt Daughter from the{/wo-edged ſword ; for, as in the 
prophet, there is a rapid deſtruction, clothed in awful 
expreſſions both to the nations and to the horſe, mule, 
camel, and aſs, and all beaſts, ſo that their fleſh ſhall 
conſume away, while they ſtand on their feet, and their 
eyes ſhall conſume away in their holes, and their tongue 
in their mouth. verſe xii. 15. This deſtruction of fleſh 
mult be ſpeedy from the very words, though bearing the 
Hullin letter in terrifying terms, yet all the prophets 
ſpeak the goſpel in the vivyying ſpirit of Paul's know- 
ledge of the myſteries of his Saviour's kingdom. As the 
feraphim ſtood above the throne, and one cried unto ano» 
ther, and ſaid, Holy, Holy, Holy is the LORD of Ha.; 
bis. glory is the fiulneſs of the whole earth ; ſo the prophets 


have a voice conſohant in all great events. Iſaiah vi. I, 
a, 3. In Zephaniah this deſtruQion is ſaid to be a hur- 
ried conſumption, or conſummation, (calabh bearing this 


double ſenſe) of all the inhabitants of the carth. Nei- 
ther their ſilver nor gold ſhall deliver them in the day of 
the Lord's wrath, (or paſſing over) for the whole earth 
Mall be devoured with the fire of his jealouſy. This part 


Where 
all nations and kingdoms are gathered, that Jehovah may

The apoſtle 
ſpeaks of the diſpenſation of the fuliſe of 
the /imes, to gather together, or re-head all 
things in Chriſt, both things in the heavens, 
and things upon earth; an extent of grace 
and mercy little apprehended by believers, 
Epheſ. i. 10. After having declared this 
univerſal bleſſing, that Chriſt, by the grace 
of God, had taſted death for every man, in 
that he put all things under his feet, he left 
nothing not put under him; but we ſee not 
yet all things put under him. Thus this war- 
rior, with the bow, often mentioned in ſcrip- 
ture, and with a crown, the ſymbol of domi- 
nion, goeth forth conquering, and to conquer, 
till he ſhall have eſtabliſhed himſelf in igbte- 
ouſneſs, redemption, and ſalvation, to the ends 
of the earth.

He is called the 
Son of God, whoſe eyes as a. flame of fire, 
and his feet like . as burned in 


a ſur- 
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A TRANG alluding to the altar of braſs, * 
in the igune, he ſubdued ſinners repreſented 
by their offerings, to duft and 4/ber, under his 
fret. The many crowns on his head, prove 
him the heir inheriting all the Father's trea- 
| ſures and goods. They teſtify alſo, that he 
has the power to beſtow them on ſuch, who 
are pre-ordained to be kings and prieſts on 
mount Zion. Rev. xiv. 1. He is clothed 
with a vefture dipt in 5/00d; and his name is 
called the WORD of GOD. 'The- glorious 
import of his veſture only dipt in blood, (and 
not that of any of the armies) muſt be learned 
ſrom Iſaiah, chap. Ixiit. 1, 2,+ full of goſpel, 
or glad tidings. Why art thou ved in thine 
apparel, and thy garments like him that tread- 
eth in the wine-fat ? I have trodden the wine · 
preſs ALONE, and of the peoples there was 
no man with me. Then follows the tram» 
pling and treading down of the nations, and 
ſtaining all his raiment with their victory or 
their frengeh, in the myftery, their blood and 
Laib, its fruit, rejected by the law ; and which 
cannot ever enter the kingdom, till it be to- 
tally caſt away as a menſtruput cloth, and a 
new raiment from the pure blood of one only

14. When the multitude beyond number 


come out of the great tribulation, or the wine» 
preſs of chap. xiv. trodden without the cy, 
(no judgment of death being executed in Je- 
riſſalem) by the ſame treaders on white horſes, 
in white raiment, as priefts, to cleanſe firſt, 

and to govern as kings afterward, It is the 
fame ſcene with ſome change of imagery that 
occurs with every appearance of the wine-preſs, 
where the prophets introduce it, and always 
as the finiſhing of the victory. Joel iii Iſaiah 
Ixiii—Rev. xiv. and xix. Variety. ſtirs up 
meditation and refearch, as David ſpeaks, in 
the lar, day and night, to enter by degrees 


into the knowledge of- the wonder thereof. 


The goſpel is the law ſpiritual, and the my. 
teries ſpoken of by our Lord, call for aſking, 
ſeeking, and knocking, to obtain the true ſenſe 
thereof. And there is this difference between 
divine knowledge and human: the fitſt is a 
gift or grace, more for the meek and lowly 
in ſpint. than for acquired knowledge and 
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"ſcience, which the worſt men may 'poſſeſs 
and abuſe ; which is too often ſeen and done, 
by what the world call their literary characters. 
To return to the ſubject: The armies in hea- 
ven followed their leader on + white horſes, 
clothed in fine linen, white and clean. Theſe 
- horſes, and the riders in white, are the ſame 
{hoſts we find in chap: xiv. and are appointed 
to the \ fame work and office of treading the 
winelproſb. They wear the robes of prieſts, 
and are the heirs and co-heirs with the Lord, 
their captain. In this place they are not ſaid 
to have any ſword, the uſe of it being reſerved 
to the word alone, that he might ſmite the 
nations, and feed them, as the great ſhepherd, 
with an iron rod, or ſceptre, (an emblem of 
ſtrong power, as in Micah v. 4, he ſhalt feed 
in the majeſty of God). This rod is the ſame . 
in an evangelical ſenſe, as Iſaiah deſcribes, 
- Chap. xi. 4. where the branch out of the roors 
of Feſſe, and the rod, or ſceptre, out of the 
em, is characterized in that exalted mercy, 
that he ſhall not judge after the ſight of his 
eyes, nor reprove after the hearing of his ears; 
V hich two ſenſes ſhould conſtitute the moſt. 
proper judge. This is he that is ſaid in ano- 
ther place, who ſo blind as my ſervant? or 
1 I deaf 
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deaf as my meſſenger ? chap. xlii: 19-23. 


The /aw of the o/dneſs of the letter changes 
to the neuneſa of the ſpirit, in the apoſtle's 
words and judgment. The re- edged ſword 
out of the mauth of the WORD, aſſumes the 
moſt excellent ſenſe in this prophet, where it 


is ſaid, he ſhall ſmite the, earth with the rol 


of his mouth, and with the breath or ſpirit 
ſhell he ſlay the 91e . The apoſtle explains 
the goſpel of this ſmiting rod, and ſpirit of 
his mouth, when he informs us, then that

wicked one. The apoſtle, in conſonance to the other, 
calls him ahmos ; and above, the man of in, which is the 
Hebrew idiom, and means ſinful man.

judgment of death and ſin, came upon all and the many.. 


He contraſts Teſus Chriſt, as one righteous man; by whoſe 
obedience all and the many ſhall be made righteous; that 
| where ſin abounded in the firft old corrupt Adam, grace 
ſhould. much more abound in the ſecond, heavenly man, 


the life-creating ſpirit, If this wicked one, and 'man of 


lin be the Pope, he has been a long time revealed by the 
Proteſtant chorches,z. yet he is not yet deſtroyed, If he 
be Mghomet, as ſome have thought, his impoſture ſtands 
yet firm. If, as the Rev. Villiam Jones conceives, that

Ixiii. where it is ſaid, I have trodden the 
wine · preſs alone, and none of the people was 
with him. Aſter this ſolitary trampling and 
treading down with his own arm and fury, 
the prophet breaks out in the praiſes of the 


found him at Rome, and others at Conſtantinople, or 
Mleeping at Medina, Antichriſts are many, in John's 
view: and thai the head of the Papal hierarchy has been 
the moſt eminent in the church, can be little doubted ; 


but as great, cruel, and perſecuting an Antichriſt as ever

8, 9. where the Lord riſeth up to 
his prey, as a lion roaring out of Zion, in 
Joel iii. 16. where the gracious effect of 
pouring out his indignation, and the fire of 
his jealouſy is, giving to the nations and peo- 
ples devoured by it, a pure lip to ſerye him 
with one conſent, or ſhoulder, in their new. 
ſtate, Jehovah ſhall utter his voice before his 
army, for his camp is very great; for he is 
ſtrong that executeth his word, for the day of 
Tehovah is great, and very terrible, and who 
may abide it? The whole ſecond chapter is 
clothed with a language, that ſtrikes terror as 
it ought; and after the vengeance deſcribed 
from verſe 1-12, finiſhes with abundant bleſ- 
ſings, as the laſt verſe of this prophecy con- 
cludes in a perfect merey: I will cleanſe their 
blood, which I have not cleanſed, even I, 

Tt3 JEHO«s 
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JEHOVAH, dwelling in Zion. This laſt 
grace denotes that wonderful merey ſpoken of 
by Paul: Then % IJſrael ſhall be faved ; all 
that was ever ealled by that name, from the 
firſt to the laſt generation, confirmed by Eze-

Ye ſhall eat the 
fleſh of the mighty, and drink the blood of 
the princes of the earth, figured by rams, 
lambs, goats, and bullocks, fatlings of Ba- 
ſhan. Ye ſhall cat till ye be full, and drink 
blood till ye be drunken, of my ſacrifice. 
Thus ye ſhall be filled at my table with cha- 
riots and horſes, with mighty men, and with 


all men of war. This deſcribes the deſtruc- 


tion of Gog and Magog, which, in the order 
of time, follows after the thouſand years of 
the kingdom of Meſſiah, 2dly, The beaſts of 
the field are called, as well as the fowl of 
heaven. 3dly, It is called a faughter, ex- 
preſſing a judgment only. 4thly, There is no 
marriage-ſupper mentioned. "Theſe circum- 
ſtances prove, that different times and events 
are intended in this place from that of Rev. 
xix. Laſtly, No time is ſpoken of, whereas 
a ſupper alludes to the evening, or /atter part 
of a day, The events conſequent in the de- 
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vouring the fleſh of kings, captains, mighty 
men, horſes and their riders, and-the fleſh of 
all men, frec and bond, ſmall and great ; the 
taking the beaſt, and the falſeprophet, and caſt- 
ing both alive in the lake of fire and brimſtone. 
Inftead of confining this deſcription, as Bi- 
ſhop Newton on the Prophecies does to the 
antichriſtian powers, civil and eccleſiaſtical, 
with heir armies gathered together, their ad- 
herents and followers combined and deter- 
mined to ſupport idolatry, and oppoſe all re- 
formation, vol. ii. page 346-48. We ſee the word 
of God ſmiteth all nations, all fleſh whatever, 
and ſpareth none : he is in this place finiſhing 
the controverſy with all fleſh, with fire and 
ſword, or the fiery fadÞd, as the fire on the 
altar was his ſword in the fgure under the 
law. Ifaiah Ixvi. 16. It is readily admitted, 
that the Papal power is the moſt eminent An- 
tichrift, fubduing kings by his armies of 
prieſts, monks, and other agents of his abomi- 
nable deceptions, while the people follow the 
religion of the civil power, in Pagan, Maho- 
metan, Papal, Lutheran, and Calviniſtic com- 
munities, churches, or ſynagogues, or their 
lives and property would be expoſed to that 
eruel treatment, which our Lord never exer- 
| ciſed, 
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ciſed, nor gave any authority to his apoſtles 
or followers to uſe againſt their enemies and 
opponents. They were perſecuted, not per- 
ſecutors: their blood was the ſeed of the 
church, Sanguis martyrum ſeman eccleſie ; 
what was the blood of Heretics, but the ſhame, 


diſgrace, and deſtruction of the true church 


of Jeſus? according to that one name, denied 
very where, by the dominion of the ſecond 
beaſt, the'/amb-dragon, the falſe cherub, with 
the falſe prophets, numerous, armies of blind, 


confident, and ignorant interpreters and ex- 
pounders of the New Teſtament; Who have 
every where dug the grave for the good news 
from heaven, buried Jeſus, ſealing his ſepul- 
chre, and being themſelyes the watchmen, 
that he ſhould not riſe again for the righteouſ- 
neſs and propitiation of the Anus of the whole 
world ; including ſtripes meaſured and propor- 
tioned in his moral government; and even 


theſe ſtripes, ſmitings, indignation, and wrath, 


deſigned for corrective purification and amend- a 


ment, whenever adminiſtered by him, who 
ſmites and heals, who kills and makes alive. 
The falſe prophet, if conſidered as an indi- 
vidual, and a founder of an impoſture, (which 
has ſpread over more cauntries than Chriſtia- 

nity, 
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nity, and kept its ſtrength for more than ele- 
ven centuries) is juſtly applied to Mahomet, a 
greater Antichriſt than the Papa! power, in 
one ſenſe, becauſe of denying the whole of 
Revelation built on Jeſus Chrift alone. The

* Fury is not in me, lait Fehovah who weuld ſet the 
briars and, thorns againſt me in battle? I would march 
ab a warrior againſt them; I would burn them up toge- 
ther, or at once. This chapter, which bears with al- 
moſt every chapter in the prophets the let/er of death and 
Judgment, and the /pirit of life and grace, agrees in the 
good import with what i is ſaid in chap, xxx. 33. The pile 
is fire and much wood, and the breath (neſhameth) of 
Fehovah (hall kindle it like a ſtream of brimſtone, This 
breath came from the mouth of Jeſus, when he gave the 
Holy ſpirit to the twelve heads at the paſſaver, the feaſt of 
the firfi-born and firfl fruits, The ſame bleſſing of all 
bleſſings came at pentecoft, in a mighty ruſhing wind, when 
they, anointed with the holy ſpirit of eternal life, firſt knew 
the true ſublimity and glory of che fire extin in Adam's 
ſin, rekindled by the /ife-creating ſpirit of the ſecond Adam, 
the Lord of glory. They then knew the rue antitype of 
the fire of the altar of Moſes, in the prophet's words:

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ſpiritual ſenſe, the final deſtruction and abolis 
tion of both, and will be attended with the 
reſurrection of the 79. witneſſes,” and brings» 
ing them out of their ſackcloth into white rats 
ment, placing them as Moſes and Elias be- 
fore, to teſtify on the mount, (a viſible emi- 
nence) to Feſus, their Lord, their King, and 
Saviour of the world. Biſhop Newton ad- 
heres to the. contracted. view of making Baby- 
lan, the great city of nations, peoples, tongues, 
and languages, Rome, or the throne of the 
Papal. power, tyranny, ſuperſtitions, and cor- 
ruptions of Chriſtianity ; and from this chap- 
ter of Rev. xix. he looks for the downfall of 
righteouſneſs. Iſaiah xxxiii, 15. He poured on them the 
vil of gladneſs, which he had received without meaſure 
from the Father, ſent from his fulneſs, that his members 
might be anointed with the true unQion of his kingdom, 
Joy, peace, and righteouſneſs in, aud by, the gift of the holy 
ſpirit. John i. 16, 11—Pſalm xlv. 7, 8—Rom, xiv. 17. 
Thus was the everlaſting fire, and the blood of the ever» ' 
laſting covenant, given at the baptiſm promiſed, and ful- 
filled at penteceſt, that believers might know and ſee what 
the ſpirit and truth is, by which the Father requires to de 
worſhipped under the goſpel, and no more in the typical fire, 
blood, meat, and drink offering, garments, laver, in- 
cenſe and lamps of the old Irs, which could make 
no man perfect.

Popery, and the triumph of Chriſtianity; All 
the powers of Antichriſt ſhall be completely 
ſubdued ; and the religion of Rome, as well 
as Rome herſelf, be totally deſtroyed. vol. ii. 
page 348. There are many Antichriſts, ſays 

the apoſtle John; and they are gone out from 

us, even in his days. Puganiſm, Judaiſm, 

Mahometiſm, and Popery, may, in the ſpiti- 

tual ſenſe, be conſidered as ſo many Anti- 

chriſts, or adverſaries to the name, power, 

dominion, and glory of Jeſus Chriſt. Our 

Lord informs us, that mary falſe Chrifts, and 
faſſe prophets ſhall ariſe, and if poſſible ſhall. 
deceive even the Elecl. There is no reaſon to 

© confine theſe to ſeveral Jews and others who 
have aſſumed the character of Chriſt. They 
comprehend all who deny our Lord to be 
what the law, the prophets, and the goſpel 
proclalm him, the Saviour of the world, the 
ranſom for all men, and the deſtroyer of death, 
as the J enemy to be aboliſhed. In the judg- 
ment of our Lord, allwho believe him not to 

beat and finiſſi theſe glorious characters may be 
regardedas unbelievers; and by what he ſays of 

the Philadelphian church, with her cle 
1 ſtrength of a few. prophets, interpreters, or 
i 18 witneſſes, called by way of reproach, the

Auſlin, not the tun, but the pillar and Pope of £ 
excluſive predeſtination, brought into the church force and 
violence under theſe words: Compel them to come in;

the great Bayle. This ſaint made it a queſtion, whether 
heretics had a right to their goods: he conſigned all chil- 
dren, not ſprinkled with water by ſacerdotal hands, to 
everlaſtingtorments : he attempted to give what Paul calls 
the duty and office of able miniſlert, the quickening ſpirit to 
the killing letter, in a tract de Litera & Spirity, which is 
ſo ſtupid, that it plainly proves the key of bnowledge to 
haye been taken away in his day, as our Lord had ſeverely 
rebuked the prie/ts, ſcribes, and phariſees for the ſatne of- 
fence, with a woe denounced againſt them for this great 
fin, Matt. xxiii. 19 —Luke xi. 52, This dogmatiſt, a 
monarch: in his day over the faith and underſtanding of 
believers, was ſo deficient in learning, that he could not 
quote a paſſage from the Sep/uagint ;, for in producing the 
leading commandment, he ſays, „We venture not to 
aſſert,” that there are three Gods, becauſe the ſcripture 
contradicts this in Deut. vi. Hear, O Iſrael, the Lord thy 
God is one God,” whereas by the Septuagint it is rendered 
the Lord thy Cod is one Lord, In the original it is, Je- 
havah thy God (Elohim) is one Lord. Auguſt, J. 7, de 
Trinitate, c. 4+ Yet the doctrines of this ancient Janſe- 
nius triumph at this hour under Calvin; whoſe ſyſtem is 
the molt cruel, falſe, and deceivable. If any men have

This paſſage anſwers to another apoſtle ; be- 
loved, think it not ſtrange concerning the 
burning which ſhall be made in you, "fora 
trial or proof, as if ſome ſtrange thing happened 
to you. 1 Pet. 4, 12. The words of our Lord 
ſignify the ſame trial or probation: + every one 
ſhall be /a/red with fire, and every ſacrifice, 
vr oblation ſhall be ſalted with falt. Mark ix. 
49. The biſhop obſerves, that the followers - 
of the beaft and falſe prophet were ſlain with

As the eighth day was appointed for eircumcifion un- 
der the law, ſo the eighth day under the goſpel finiſhes the 
true circumciſion of the whole creation, a great beaſt be- 
fore God. The little ſeaſon muſt be cut off from the 
Sixth day of Ezek. xlvi. 1, So that the cenciſion of all 
things and perſons in uncleanneſſes and iniquities, ſhall 
then. cloſe in the Jubilé, the great aclaue to the ſeven ſab- 
batic, years. This time will anſwer to the fourth genera- 
tion, where Fehavah concludes his judgments, taking the 
birth of Zeſus into fleſh for the third generation, in the mil- 
lennium, which will be the third day in the ſublime ſenſe, 
where he ſpeaks : I caſt out devils, and do cures to-day 
and to- marromu, and on the {hird day I ſhall be perſected.“ 
This third day has been more fully explained in my Diſ- 
.courſe on the Third Day . This lit. le ſeaſon muſt be cut 
off from the /ixth day, and from the /atter part, in which 
time moves ; ſo that the evening of Zech. chap. xiv, may 
be fulfilled, and the ſhortening of days, and the fbort ac- 
count mentioned by our Lord and his ſervant Paul, meet 
for the marriage: ſuppor, implying evening. Matt. xxiv. 

22 Rom. ix, 28. On ibis ground, the millennium 
muſt commence in this ſecand evening, Divines and 
learned men may read Biſhop Newton. on this ſtate of the 
church. vol. ii. on the prophecies, p. 348 and forward.

This time will 
correſpond with the woman, the mother of the ſan; male 
{zachar) who muſt be in the wilderneſs for” 1260 days, 
Theſe again will correſpond with forty and two journies 
under the wings and preſervation of the firfi-born paſſing 
into the land of the typical Canaan, If meaſured by the 
age, or myſtic time of a thouſand years ſor each, they will 
make forty and two thouſand ages, when full; Towards 
the end, in the evening or latter part, I firmly believe, the 
church of Chriſt is paſſing into the #rue Canaan, the new 
' Feruſalem, the city of the living God, under the firm foun- 
dation of the Iſracl of God. Heb, xi. 10, 16. The {c- 
cond woe is paſt, and behold, the third woe cometh 
quickly. The woes, however fevere, paſs away. This 
woe appears the wars of the prophets, near the wine-preſs, 
depicted in darker colours than any before; the preſent 
wars without a parallel, for national hatred, wrath, and 
vengeance, Joel iii, 9-21. To this third woe fucceeds 
the ſeventh angel, ſounding the laſt and beſt trum et of the 
everlaſting goſpel, where the my/tery, the ſecret council of 
God is revealed, when the kingdoms of this world be-

come the kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Chriſt, the 
whole number of the Ele&, as in chap. vii. and xiv. and 
he ſhall reign for ages of ages, chap. xi. 15-18, Biſhop 
Newton calls the ſeventh trumpet the third woe-trumpet. 
He appears miſtaken ; for every trumpet under the law, 
at the moons, ſabbatic years, and jubiles, were ſounds 
and voices of glad tidings. And this ſeventh trumpet 
ſeems to be the /aff trumpet of Paul, for the dead to be 
judged, into their lot, place, or ſtation. 1 Cor. xv. 22, 
23. Then come forward the diſtinction of rewards to his 
ſervants, the prophets, in the firſt place ever perſecuted, 
and almoſt all killed; and to the ſaints, or the whole aſ- 
ſembly of the firſt-born, called by Daniel vii. 18, the 
ſaints of the Me High z and to them that fear thy name, 
both ſmall and great, and to deſtroy them that deſtroy the 
earth, The nations, gyjim, are often underſtood of ſuch 
which know not God, either by worſhip or covenant. . 
The nations that are angryate the fallen angels, which de- 
ſtroy the earth, and deceive kings and their people. This 
third woe appears that mentioned in Rev. xii. 12. Woe 
to the inhabitants of the earth, for the Devil or dragon is 
come down, having great wrath, knowing that' he has 
but a ſhort time; that is, before his going into the pit, 
abyſs, to be ſhut up, and ſealed for a thouſand years. 
What other nations can be angry at this thrice bleſſed 
time, when the kingdoms of this world become the inheri- 
tance and poſſeſſion of the Lord, and his Chriſt ? Theyknow 
the time, probably by the ſigns of times, and by the moral 
and daten diſorders in mankind, and the elementar7 
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death Kings mining as ſuns, in ſolitary ma- 

jeſty, would be wretched repreſentatives of the

world. Philoſophers will ſmile ; it is their day: ſurely 
few believers deride what is ſaid of the ſuperior know- 
ledge and ſubtlety of the / ſerpent, and his aſſociates. 
The firſt judgment, with its diſtinQion of glory in re- 
wards, and in (tation, ſpeaks not a word of wrath to man, 
but to the nations only. Then the temple of God was 
opened, and there was ſeen the ark of his teſtament or 
covenant, And there were voices and thunderings, and 
an earthquake, and great hail, verſe 19. The ark of 
the teſtament ſeen in heaven confirms the ratification of 
it made to Abraham, before Moſes built the tabernacle, 
and the Holy of Holies, to preſerve the memorial of it, 
The covenant was two-fold: firſt, that in his ſeed all 
the nations and languages ſhould be bleſſed, adly. That 
out of him and Sarah, as the root of the tree, and fami- 
lies deriving from it, kings of the nations ſhould come, as 
we ſee it done in Rev. vii. Thus will the three laſt moſt 
gracious and conſoling verſes of Micah conclude: © Who 
is a God like nnto thee, that pardoneth iniquity, and paſ- 
ſeth by the ttanſgreſſion of the remnant of his inheritance ? 
He retaineth not his anger for ever, becauſe he delighteth 
in. metey. He will turn again; he will have compaſſion 
upon us: he will ſubdue out iniquities ; and thou wilt 
caſt all their ſins into the depths of the ſea, Thou wilt 
perform the ruth to Jacob, and the mercy to Abraham, 
which thou haſt ſworn unto our fathers from. the days of 
old.“ chap. vii.

We ſee the nations in a 
glorious fulneſs, in Rev. vii. 9-17, But it 


is a matter of aſtoniſhment, that Biſhop New- 
ton, following the beaten tract of commenta- 


tors, ſhould call this aſſemblage of the nations 
the ſtate of the church under Conflantine, by 
the great acceſſion of Jews and Gentiles which 
would follow, The firſt, however, never did 
come in ; and as to the Gentiles, the Chriſtian 
religion was ſoon a compoſition of Paganiſm, 
Judaiſm, and a few traces of the true doctrines. 
| Religion ſo ſoon was corrupted, debaſed, and 
adulterated, that in about two centuries after, 
under Juſtinian, at the fifth general council, 
in 553, the doctrines were fo abominable, 
by various ſuperſtitions ; and in Mr. Fenyn's 


words, by ſo much rubbiſh heaped on it, that 


was taken away at our Lord's death: nor can the ſeven 
times be paſſed over Nebuchadzezzar, his figure; but they 
appear to begin from the time of his ſhutting up in the 
abyſs for ſeven chiliads. What I ſhall ſpeak more on 


him, ſhall be reſerved to the laſt * and to the ſe- 
cend death,

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the reformers rejected the authority of it, 
Conſtantine appears to have given the ſecond 
beaſt one horn; Juſtinian in 532, the ſecond 
horn; and Phocas, the murderer, the mouth 
of the dragon, in 606, by the firft pope. For 
the character of the latter part of the fourth, 
with the fifth and ſixth centuries, ſee Dr. Gre- 
gory's ſhort, yet candid and judicious Hiſ- 
tory of the Church, in theſe centuries. Je- 
rome was a liar and ſlanderer, for charging the 
character of Babylon on Rome, and calling the 
prieſts for their pride in dreſs, purple or ſcar- 
let chiefly, and for their profligacy of lives 
and morals, the members of the antichriſt in 
the latter part of the fourth century, who was 
to appear. The truth of this happy conſo- 
ciation of nations and languages, which no 
man could number, come out of the great tri- 
bulation of the wine · preſs, in chap. xiv. trod- 
den by the horſemen in fine white linen, and 
on white horſes, with the word of the living 
God at their head, in chap. xix. This tread- 
ing is yet to come, and appears near: it can 
only be explained by Joel, chap. iii. Oba- 
diah, and by Zephan. iii. 8, 9, 10, with 
Ifaiah Ixiii, 1-8, and Pſalm xlv, 2-8, af- 
ter the beaſt and the falſe prophet are taken, 
5 and 
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and caſt alive into the lake of fire and brim- 
ſtone: which cannot be underſtood according 
to the letter, but in the ſpirit, Neither Biſfop 
| Newton, or any commentator, can explain it 
on that ground: for then it muſt be one 
braft, and one falſe prophet, and no more; 


while in the ſpiritual ſenſe, it means that 
lamb - dragon, the ſecond beaft, with the ſyſ- 


tem of falſe-propheſying, or interpreting the 
doctrines of the /amb of God, to ſupport the 


tyranny and cruelty of the other, by eccleſiaſ- 
tical and civil power, in fines, impriſonments, 
tortures, and deaths of the moſt barbarous 
kind, invented by Papal prieſts, and executed 


by che ſecular arm. The total deſtruction of 


both is hgre repreſented, and the /amb of God, 


with albis glorious characters reſtored; the tuo 


witneſſes ate riſen in power, and clothed with 
glory, as on the mount with Feſus; and the 
| ors Hur preached in the world, in 
that one' 

' thirteen centuries at leaſt, The remnant were 
lain with the ſword: which proceedeth out of 
the mouth of him that ſat on the horſe, and 
the fowls of the air were filled with their fleſh. 
The Biſhop confines this ſlaughter to the de-

The Lord com- 
mands by words, and the illuſtrious example 
of his beloved Son, to do good for evil: does 
he then, in bis avenging, ſmiting, and kil- 
ling his enemies, fall below his own com- 
mands to us? The Jews can better under - 
ſtand the two-edged ſword, than the Chriſ- 
tian world can, under the darkneſs it has long 
laid, and the ſpirit of ſlumber ſent upon it, 
tor denying the covenant of God with Abra- 
bam, and the completion of it in Jeſus, and 
in that name alone.

Myſiery on her forchead denotes, that the true 
ſenſe of this character js ſtill a ſecret, and lit- 
tle ſuſpected to be the whole earth, a great 
city of merchandizing, and perſecuting the 
true religion of Jeſus, and denying his name 
in.every part of it. The two laſt chapters in 
this myſterious book compriſe the new hea- 
wen, and new earth, the holy Feruſalem, the 
great city, and the /am6's bride, with the ri- 
yer of life, and the tree of life, concluding 
with this bleſſing.

Let it be obſerved, that 
the feaſt of tabernacles, though ſo very extraordinary for 
the multitude of the ſacrifices, and the double ſeven of the 
lambs, ſęems to be only thrice introduced into the New 
Teſtament, The firſt time is, at the entrance of our 
bleſſed Lord into Jeruſalem, (of which he was king in 
right of his birth from David's houſe) when the Heſannab 
was ſung, and Zechariah's propheſy was fulfilled, Re- 
joice greatly, O daughter of Zion; ſhout, O daughter of 
Jeruſalem; behold, thy king cometh unto thee : juſt is he, 
and cauſing ſalvation ; lowly, and riding on an aſs, and 
a colt, the fole of an aſe, that is, not on an elephant, ca- 
mel, or war-horſe, like the kings of the Eaf, or any 
mark of violence or vengeance, / Then is added, he 
cut off the horſe, chariot, and baitle . bow, that is, put 
an end to all wars.

| meaſure of his moral government, who, as 
the one judge of all men, can alone fix the 
meaſure and proportion of retribution for evil 
done in his houſe and family, Thus then the 
king, the prieſi, and the prophet; (in whom 
all the treaſures of WISDOM are hid) de- 
fines and limits his own rod and ſcourge. 
That ſervant that knew his Lord's will, and 
prepared not, neither did according to his 
will, ſhall be beaten with many fripes, But 
he that knew not, - and did commit things 
worthy of ſtripes, ſhall be beaten with few; 
for unto whomſoever much is given, of him 
hall much be required; and to whom men have 
committed much, of him they will aſſt the 
more. Luke xii. 47, 48. In this diſtinction 
a greater and a leſs correction is expreſſed by 
ſtripes ;- and an appeal is made to our own 
reaſon for that meaſure of retribution, which 
Paul compriſes in one meaſure, and ſerious ad- 
monition. He that doeth wrong, ſhall ro- 
ceive for the wrong which he hath done; -and 
there is no reſpect of perſons.” Col. iti. 25— 
Rom. ii. 11-—Deut. x. 17. This proportion 
of juſtice, and the end of it, ſhall be con- 
firmed by the words of Revelation, which ſel- 

| dom 
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dom call for a comment from their own clear 
and perſpicuous ſenſe. Firſt, it is declared 
by the prophet, in two beautiful verſes: But 
though he cauſe grief, yet will he have com- 
paſſion according to the multitude of his mer- 
cCies: for he doth not afflict willingly, (or 
from his heart) nor grieve the children of 
men. Lament. iii. 32, 33. The end and in- 
tention of theſe viſitations and ſharp correc- 
tions ſhall be aſcertained by the ſame autho- 
rity of ſacred writ, as the immutable meaſure 
towards all finners, by the example of his 
procedure towards the Iſraelites; for he is not 
a God merciful and compaſſionate to that one 
people, and the reverſe of this bleſſed charac- 
ter to the reſt of the nations. The Lord is 
merciful -and gracious, flow to anger, and 
great in'mercy. He will not always rebuke; 
neither will he keep anger for ever. Pſalm ciii. 
8, 9, 10. If his children forſake my law, 
and keep not my commandments, then will I 
viſit their tranſgreſſions with a vod, and their 
iniquity with /ripes. Pſalm Ixxxix. 31, 32— 
evil. 12-22. It may be obſerved, that when- 
ever the one judge of all men, of the living 
and e .

The ſecond deſcription of woe is, 
that of a comparative form, called by our 
Lord and his apoſtles, the greater or let 
judgment or condemnation. Thus, woe unto 
Chorazin and Bethſarda ; for it ſhall be more 
tolerable for Tyre and Sidon, in the day of 
Judgment, than for you. The ſame is ſaid of 
Capernaum, that it ſhall be more tolerable for 
the land of Sodom, than for that city. in the 
day of judgment. Matt. xi. 20-25. 'Dil- 
tinction is made, and Sodom comes under a 
ſecond judgment, according to Exck. xvi. 5 5 
63. When thy ſiſters, Sodom and Samaria 
ſhall return to their former eftate ; 'when 1 
ſhall bring again the captivity of Sodom and 
her daughters, and of Samaria and her daugh- 
ters ; then will I bripg the captivity of thy;cap- 
tives in the midſt of them. Then, ſpeaking 
of Feruſalem, and her whoredoms in the wor- 
ſhip of falſe Gods, and other! iniquities, thou 
ſhalt be con founded, and never open thy 
mouth, becauſe of thy ſhame ; for then 1 will 
_ eſtabliſh my covenant with thee, and thou ſhalt 
know that Iam JEHOVAH; when Tam pa- 
cified towards'thee for all that thou haſt done, 
| fith the Lord God; more properly, 3 as it is 
4 | in 
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in the Hebrew, Adonai Jebouab. The change 
of Elohim into Adoni, in ſeyeral prophets, par- 
ticularly, would take too large a compals to 
ſhew the reaſon of it. verſe 63. In the ſame 
comparative view of greater or leſs ſeverity of 
judgments, the apoſtle ſpeaks in Heb. x. 19, 
He that deſpiſed the law of Moſes, died with- 
out mercy, under two or three witneſſes. Of 
how much /orer puniſhment ſhall he be thought 
worthy, who hath trodden-under foot the Son 
of God, and hath counted the B/ od of the co- 
venant, an unholy thing, and hath done de- 
ſpite to the iris of grace To die without 
mercy, is to ſuffer the laſt curſe of the law, 
death, for ſuch capital offences as admitted of 
no ſin, or treſpaſs-offering at the altar, The 
ſame is called by John the /n unto death, 
not a perpetuity, or any continuation of mi- 
ſery: it is ſo named for the ſame reaſons, Ca- 
Pital puniſhments under Moſes were ſhort ; 
awful to the imagination, but expeditious to 
the ſufferer. There was but one crime for 
which the offender was to be burned—the 
daughter of a prizff who committed fornica- 
tion in her father's houſe, This wretched wo» 
man had the mercy of being ſtrangled before the 
fire was kindled. She was not under the hands 
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of Papal inquiſitors or executioners, or ſo 
much compaſſion had never been ſhewn to her, 
or any other offender, The apoſtle compre- 
hends in a few verſes, the diſtinction of the 
ſervant knowing his maſter's will, and of the 
ſervant who knew it not. Tribulation and 
anguiſh upon every ſoul that doeth evil; to 
the Jew firſt, and alſo to the Gentile or Greek. 


How comes it, that the apoſtle adds not end- 
leſs miſery to both Jew. and Gentile, in this 


place more particularly? Perhaps he remem- 
bered that he had written the fifth. chapter to 
the Romans, and the fifteenth of the firſt epiſ- 
tle to the Corinthians, with the covenant and 
promiſe to, Abraham, in Gal. iii. | 8-1 5, and 
his teſtimony j in, 1 Tim. ii. 4-7, and chap. 
iv. 9, 10. In concluding the different mea- 
ſure of correction ſignified by ſtripes, two 


texts may be explained, which range them- 


ſelves under this part: He ſhall have judg- 


ment without mercy, who hath ſhewn no 


mercy, and mercy rejoiceth againſt judgment. 
The ſenſe is clear, that judgment without 
mercy is the full meaſure, not implying the 


continuation of ſtripes, rod, or ſcourge 3 and 


that acts of 'mercy ſhewn to the afflicted, de- 


- feribed under a helpleſs and Friendle eſs con»

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dition, the hungry, the naked, the fatherleſs, 
the ſtranger, the priſoner, and the ſick, ſhall - 
have the leſs or milder judgment, however it 
may be adminiſtered. The ſame conſtruction 
muſt take place, to prevent the bold contra- 
diction to numerous declarations in the la and 
goſpel, where our maſter tells us, if ye for- 
give not men their treſpaſſes, neither will your 
Father forgive you your treſpaſſes. Matt. vi. 
14, 15; that is, he will ſcourge them with tho 
proportioned meaſure of his rod; We may be- 
lieve from the viſitations on his own people 
under his immediate government, that his rod 
is not compoſed of feathers or wool, With 
regard to the awful caution and diſcrimination 
in the infliction of puniſhraent, the voice of 
revelation, and the voice of natural reaſon will 
approve what is ſaid of the difference between 
ſtations and talents, ** Mercy will ſoon pardon 
the meaneſt ; but mighty men ſhall be mighzzily 
tormented. This is ſpoken to the kings, and 
in them to all rulers of nations; to whom 
power is given of the Lord, and ſovereignty 
from the HIGHEST : becauſe being miners 
of his kingdom, you have not judged aright, 
nor kept the law, nor walked after the coun- 
eil of God. Therefore a ſharp judgment * 
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be to them that are in high places, Wild. vi. 
3-9. As the Jews (whom many look upon 
as the great portrait of mankind drawn by an 
_ infallible hand) wanted conſtant preachers, 
teachers, and remembrancers ; they were to 
write ſelect parts of ſacred writ on the doors of 
houſes, and on their gates. Deut. vi. 6-10. 
Their ſucceſſors to the new law and covenant, 
believers want the ſame ſilent monitors on their 
houſes and gates, whether imperial, regal, or 
noble. Let me adviſe them, as proper to 
counteract the pride ariſing from the three 
chief cauſes of it, to inſeribe the words of 
a great prophet, ſpeaking in the name of the 
MOST HIGH. Thus ſaith the Lord, let 


not the wie mum glory in bis wiſdom ; nei- 


ther let. the mighty man glory in bis might ; let 
not the rich man glory in his riches; but let 
him that_g/orieth, glory in this, that he un- 
derſtandeth and knoweth me, that I, JEHO- 
VAH, am working mercy, judgment, and 
righteouſneſs. in the earth; for in theſe I de- 
light, faith JEHOVAH. Jerem. ix. 23, 24. 
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The Parable of the 7 ares WE Wheat, with

IN the explication of this parable, it will 
be neceſſary to correct the error of ſuppoſing 
the tares intend the wicked in this world, and 
more particularly, hypocrites, A far different 
ſenſe muſt be given to render. it univerſal and 


perſonal, belonging to all men, in their perſo- 
nal and individuat-nature, Sacred writ Jays 


the ground of fin on one tranſgreſſion, that of 
eating of the tree of good and evil. This im- 
plies a mixture, which admits of a ſeparation 
of the two oppoſites, Our Lord, in opening 
the parable, ſpoke to Jews who had learned 

the cauſt of ſin and of death, its wages, by 
their law. He ſays, therefore, he that ſoweth 

the good ſeed, is the Son of the Man: the field 
is the world; the good ſeed are the children 
of the kingdom; but the ares are the children 
of the 10icked one: the enemy that ſowed them 
is the devi !; the harveſt is the end of the world; 
and the reapers are the angels, The Son of 
the Man who ſoweth the good ſeed, muſt re- 
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late to the ſecond and new creation, by a /c- 
cond Adam; for the fir} had tranſgreſſed, 


and been made ſubjeQ to death and other 


evils, as the curſe or judgment upon it. The 
firſt man wanted the new ſeed, or the 47:h% 
from above, as much as the laſt, and every 


man muſt and in need of it. Our Lord fays, 


lu my Dialogue to the Jews, the reader wilt find the 
preſtience- of God in his benignity and mercy, took one 


ſhed or Son, from the deceived woman, as more ſuited to 


bruiſe the head, and humble the pride of the deceiver, the 
devil, the old ſerpent, and Satan; and that this ſepara- 
tion was always known to the Hebrew church, before 
Daniel viſion of this ancient event. Hence our Lord 
ſpeaks in perfe& truth, that he is the /ight of the world. 
Jobn vill. 12. and the Baptiſt univerſaliſes him as the 


light that lighteth every man that cometh. into the world. 


John i. 4, 8, 9. The law written on the Heart is the ſame 
light, as far as it extends its power in the knowledge and 
diſcernment of good and evil, morally viewed, The light 
of revelation is a law written to the eye, the underſtand- 


ins, and the meditation of the heart and mind. By the 
wards of the light himſelf it goes further in its power and 


claim for obedience. Under theſe two diviſions all men 
will þe judged, but not deſtroyed : ſcourged for amend- 
ment, but not for perdition. Luke xii. 47, 48. Beyond 
this arrangement of the race of Adam, their king, prieſt, 
and the judge of his own legiſlation, has given no further 
extenſion of his juſtice ; and here we pught to flop,

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nan enemy has done this; and then, in che ex» 
planation, he ſhews that enemy to be the de- 
wil, the head, and prince of the rebellious an- 
gels. Rev. xii. g—Dan. vii. 13-—Ezek, xxviii.

7. Our Lord did not rebuke him as a har, 
On this ground Chriſt calls Satan the p 
of this world, (Koſmou, the whole ſyſtem) 
in its degraded ſtate of confuſion, In moral 


and phyſical evil and miſeries: and with re. ft 
ſpect to the time, that he ſhall tempt and prove Y 
the faith and adherence of believers in Chriſt, 1 4 
the apoſtle calls him the God of this world or 1. 
age, prince or head of all the angels caſt out „ 
of heaven, till he ſhall go into the 44% or 1 
pit, that he ſhall deceive the nations no more, I 
The tares ſowed by this enemy are to grow to- 2 
gether with the good ſeed of wheat, till the =

the tares grew with the wheat, on one ſtalk, 
and could not be ſeparated till the harveſt.“ 
This parable muſt be explained ſo as not to 
contradict the clear teſtimonies ſupporting the 
uni verſal bleſſing of the world in jeſus. We 
muſt firſt conſider the two principles of good 
and evil; into which we are born; and between 
which the combat and conflict lies in our re- 
tum to our loſt ſtate and happineſs. 1. We 
will inquire into the words of the great teacher, 
in John iii. where he diſtinguiſhes between 
the two oppoſites of feb and ſpirit” in that 
Chapter, full of heavenly truths. Speaking to 
Nicodemus, Chriſt ſays; that which is born 
ar begotten: of fleſh, is fleſh ;.that: which is 
born or rather begotten. of /p/rit, is ſpirit. 
The fleſh, or the firſt earthly man is ſaid to 
be begotten. of: bloods; midamim, by the will 
of fleſh, even the will of man, while: thoſe 
who receive-Chrift, the ſecond Adam, are not 
begotten of bloods, of mixtures, but of the 
will of God, of ane blood and ane ſpirit, or

and harmleſs as a dove. This appears the 
true diſtinction between the two generations, 
in the interior ſenſe of this ſublime chapter. 
Here we find the earthly and the heavenly ge- 
neration, declared to be by faith in the great 
regenerator, united; ſo that the heavenly com- 
municates with the earthly, and that with the 
other. Of this double birth, which took place 
from the fall and fin in Paradiſe, our Lord 
ſpeaks again. Matt. xxvi. 41, Watch-and 
pray: for the /p:irit is willing, but the fleſh 
is weak, Whence this weakneſs of fleſh ? 
whence the unequal marriage, or union of 
powers oppoſing each other's' generations, ac- 
tivities, and affections. From the firſt tranſ- 
greſſion, when the tares were ſown by the 
enemy, the devil ; whoſe works the Lord was 
manifeſted to deſtroy, 1 John iii. 8—Gen. 
iii. 15, This work of the devil, who was a 
liar and murderer from the beginning, Jeſus 
muſt take away, with every other evil; and 
that of deazh, the laſt enemy to be deſtroyed. 
Are the- tares then hypocrites, or the wicked, 
as of ſeparate births and houſes : they dwell 
together, and can only be perfectly divided 
and cut aſunder in the day of the great ſepara-

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tion of good from evil,* never to meet again. 
Let us purſue the ſubject in the apoſtle, ſo 
much enlightened in the my/ery of Chri/, to

pure interpretation and judgment of the Hebrew church, 
has given us theſe fine paſſages: the evil is ſnon, but 
the deſtruction thereof is not yet come.

Peter, our elder, compares the birth of fleſh and 
blood, begotten firſt, and born after its months, with the 
being begotten by the incorruptible ſeed of the word, (not 
of the mere /etter, ſurely, but of the living light) whoſe 
ſeed is the /ight ſpoken of in Pſalm xcvii. 11. as ſown for 
the ut, or juſtified in general, and gladneſs for the up 
right in heart, This light is, by John, called the ſeed of 

Cod, the word, incorruptible, and the principle of eternal 
life abiding in him. 1 Peter i; 23. In Paul it is called 
the treaſure which believers have in earthen veſſels, that the 
excellency of the power might be of God, and not of us, 

2 Cor, iv. 7. Learned men may read Vitringa Ob. Sac. 
l. ii. 119, where, they will find an excellent illuſtration 
of this truth, with Dr. Henry More's Comment on 2 Cor, 
iv, 16. and the excellent little tract of Dr. Cudworth on 
the Union of Chri with the Church, and the Supper of the 
Lord ; in which laſt, neither tranſub/antiation invented to 
exalt and deify the Papal prieſts, nor conſubAontiation 
brought forth for a witneſs of ſomewhat more. than a me- 
morial of a death, or the typical altar of Moſes would be 
ſuperior to the new altar of the lamb, with his living Are, 
bis pure blood to cleanſe the unclean lepers, and all the

© Romans, the good and evil ſeed ſeem to dwell 


in one houſe, and to be in a perpetual combat. 
The fie luſteth againſt the ſpirit, and the 
ſpirit againſt the fleſh ; and theſe are contrary 
to one another ; ſo that what things ye would 


perpetual feaſts taught by that continual miniſtry of 
that altar, would be no better than a revival of 
the legal figure and ſhadow, without the ſpirit and 
truth to that continual feaſt in the houſe of Fehovah, 
on his own gift and oblation of his lamb, ever alive in the 
true ſenſe of that rite in the perpetual fire, and now teſti- 
fied of as alive in the everlaſting fire and light of the Holy, 
and the Holy of Holies, coming again at the pentecaſt 
openly in the truth of goſpel bleſſings, to baptize, and to 
crown his choſen out of all nations with that precious 
blood, and conſummating fire of a dove-warmth, peace, joy, 
and love in that true baptiſm which muſt be poured out 
on all fleſh, as well as it was ſhed on the firſt-fruits and 
choſen few, as a pledge and earneſt in hand, of the fulneſs 
ef the blefling to all nations, peoples, languages, and 
tongues, as the prophets declare, through the miniſtration 
of theſe firſt elders, who are not, as Auſtin and Calvin, 
with Janſeniſts and others, have taught, choſen to exclude 

Eſau and his houſe, and all mankind but themſelves 
from heaven, but for the moſt gracious and exalted love 
and mercy, to bring them all home to their a un- 

der Jeſus. Rev. vi—Micah i Iv. 158. Fa

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do, ye do not. Gal. v. 179-—Rom, vii. 18 
viii. 6. The evidence of this inward combat 
lies in every man's breaſt: he need not aſk 
abroad for the truth of it. Every man, (as 
Hobbes ſomewhere obſerves) bears the whole 
world in himſelf; all the forms, colours, and 
ſhades of moral good and evil ſtand before the 
eyes and feelings of ſuch who dare inſpe& 
themſelves, to acquire that primary wiſdom, 
know thy ſelf. Where are the men who will 
venture to think aloud, or have the whole 
working of the imagination of one day paſs in 
review and concatenation before the eyes, even 
of their friends? Yet our thoughts are tongues, 
and ſpeak loud in the ears of the Lord. The 
apoſtle brings the WORD of God as ſharper 
than any two-edged ſword ; living and power- 
ful, (in working) piercing even to the d/viding 
ſoul and ſpirit, and of the joints and marrow; 
and is a diſcerner of the thoughts and intents 
of the Heart. Heb. iv. 12. For what end is 
this diviſion and ſeparation between ſoul and 
ſpirit? Are they from two origins, and form 
two houſes? Is the natural /ou/;Þ man an 
enemy to the ſpiritual man, that they are at 
perpetual war and ftrife for maſtery and do- 
minion ? Rom. vii. 18, 22, 23, 24, 25=1 
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Cor, ii. 14. Here then may moſt, probably 
be found the tares and the wheat; the outer 
men begotten and born of corruptible ſeed, 


and theinner man begotten of the incorruptible 


ſeed of God, the word, the Iſuac, who has all 
the /emina/ powers of ſpiritual, beings, and 
celeſtial intelligences, from the #7/# generation 
to the Ia. This ſervant of Jeſus Chriſt ds | 
the goſpel from the law; and places us at the 
altar of perpetual fire, the Hguratiue ſword, 
dividing aſunder the fin and treſpaſs-offerings, 
and gradually conſuming and tranſmuting 
them into union with the Jamb, and his con- 
ſummating fire, as far as the doctrine or leſſon 
of that altar“ could teach them, according to 


* Kunche and Farchi, who make myſteries where none 


: are, and deſtroy them where they are, ſay, that this altar 


was called the lion of God, Ariel, becauſe the ſacred fire 
deſcending from heaven, lay down thereon, as a lion; 
others from the Hebrew commentators affirm, that the 
face of a lion was ſeen in the fire. This is good talmudi iſm, 
and as abſurd a fiction as the rabbies could invent on 
this point. Amandus Polanus gives, a much better, yet 
not the full ſenſe. This altar was ſo named, becauſe it 
was wet with the blood of the victims, and conſumed 
the oblations by the perpetual fire, as a great lion tear- 
ing his prey, is ſtained with blood, while he devours the 
prey. The true ground of this name to that altar, called

near him; as God is called a conſuming fire, it had reſpe@ 
to the lamb, whowas in the figure, always devouring the 


ſin and-treſpaſs-offerings, and ſwallowing them up into 


his flame, blotting out the memorial and image of the 
oblations, which' ſtood repreſentative of the ſinner who 
offered. The ſentiments of the Jews, delivered by R. 
Bechai, in Levit. i. and by Abarbenel, diſcover ſome part: 
of. the truth, that the blood and fleſh,of the victim ſhould; 

be accepted for that of the ſinners ;- but. they, Rop torts. 
and ſee not, that the real truth was, that the ſinners through 
a divine fire ſhould be changed from fleſh into ſpirit or 
flame, ſuch as David ſays God maketh his min;fering ſpi-" 
ri. Plalm civ. 4+Heb. I. vii. Both altars of the fire 
and of the incenſe cloud, were thron open at the petite»: 


coſt; and the eyangelical bleſſings revealed at that public 


feſtival for all the males to aſſemble at Jeruſalem. Was,

The fruit of the /pi, 
rit, ox the new man, is love, the root of the 
good tree, with the fair branches of j joy, peace, 
long-ſuffering,. gentleneſs, goodneſs, faith, 
meekneſs, temperance. ' The deſpiſers of re- 
velation.think themſelyes born. in original righ 
teouſneſs, and birth-right rectitude, which 
can only proceed from want of ſelf. knowledge, 
feeling, ſelf· inſpection, and ſelf-ſoliloquy, as 
even the author of the Charafteriſtics juſtly re- 
marks, Theſe two births form two houſes 
and families: theſe are the tares and the wheat, 
which muſt have their final ſeparation, and 
everlaſting deſtruction, by the fiery Judgment 
of the laſt day. If the apoſtle ſpeaks truth, in 
Rom. v. 14-21, the man of iin is in every 
man, by natural deſcent, as fleſh. The diſcos 
very of this finner is unwelcome, becauſe all 
Fff would 
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would prefer a diſtant enemy, fitting at Rome, 
aſleep at Medina in Mahomet's tomb, or in 
any other place, than have this ſtrong man, 
this internal enemy within his own ear 
houſe, to wreſtle with, ſtrive againſt, and 
ſubdue. This man of fin, this univerſal ſin- 
ner, this man condemned in the #// Adam, 
muſt be deſtroyed by Jeſus, the ſecond Adam, 
by the breath of his lips, the rod or ſcep- 
tre of his mouth, the two-edged ſword, 
with which the King of Kings, and Lord 
of Lords ſhall ſmite all nations in the 
day of general wrath againſt Jeſh, the great 
day of /aughter, as pointed out in Rev. xix. 
and Iſaiah Ixvi. 16, and the laſt verſe. Here 
the ſeparation of the tares and wheat, the 
good and evil ſeed, will end, and by the mercy 
of God in the elect, the holy angels of mount 
Zion, will be ſeparated, never to be found to- 
gether again, Rev. xiv.

xity © of mankind under the diſtinction of goats, 
the many which go in the way to deftruttion. 


Theſe doctrines haye been, and are yet founded 
on the two brothers, from one father and mo- 
ther, Eſau : and Jacob. The. horrible tenets of 

predeſti nation and re robation have this only

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from the firſt account by Me/es, and in an open 
contradiction to the apoſtle, on whoſe wri- 
tings they ſeek to raiſe and ſupport this delu- 
ſion and blaſphemy againſt God and his Chriſt, 
Gen. xxvii. 39, 40o—Heb. xi. 20. To this 
abomination of deſolation, worle than Daniel's, 
which lays waſte almoſt all the nations and 
languages, promiſed a bleſſing in Abraham and 
his /ced, let the ſeven teſtimonies be weighed 
in ſupport of the bleſſed, bleſſing name, Je- 
ſus. To make a revelation ſtand firm, no 
parts can poſſibly contradict others; but the 
whole mult fall, and would be rejected as

followed {his pope, and yet purſue his ſteps; and at the 
head of them we have a patriarch, who ſits on the back of 
5 the ſecond beaſt, holds faſt by the two horns, and opens 
the dragon-mouth to the wonder and deception of a nume- 
rous and ignorant audience, which devours the /hree frogs, 
and think they are feeding on the rue mama, and on the 
tree of life, Ignorance and confidence dwell in one houſe, 
The moſt corrupt church on earth calls itſelf holy, uni- 
verſal, and apoſtolical; and fits in full ſecurity of ſalva- 
tion in its own. qurknefs, blindneſs, and preſumption,

What people 
ever publiſhed their on ſhame under the ſeal 
of heaven in ſo open and broad a view as 
the Jews? and yet every kingdom, profeſſing 
the new covenant, is every day confeſſing the 
ſame. In national faſts, for ſueceſs in wars, 
we have the abounding ſins and iniquities pro- 
claimed with loud trumpets, that the. Lord 
God of Hoſts may go forth to protect armies, 
which are no more virtuous or obedient, than 
the enemies they are todeſtroy, not according to 
the example and command of Jeſus Chriſt, 
their king, /aw-giver, and judge, Was there 
not a mercy in reſerve, greater than degene- 
rate Chriſtians know or deſerve, what dread- 
ful deſtiny would await the deluded comba- 
tants on all ſides? Happily the law, the pro- 
phets, and the goſpel, teſtify of this grace 
abounding over fin. Ezek. xxxvi. 22, 25, 
209, 31, 32— Rom. xi. 16, 32, Let the goats 
de brought forward, and let the law firſt de- 
cide upon their deſtruction.

12. We meet two characters, that of heirs, 
who ſhall inherit all things, and having over- 
come, ſhall fit down with him, on the Fa- 
ther's throne, even as he overcame, and was 
ſat down.

in the kind of puniſhment. On this ground, 
when and where can the goſpel of the king- 
dom be preached to all nations? Where ſhall 
we find Jeſus, but in a character of Apollyon 
and Abaddon ? The ſecond covenant of mount 
Zion becomes infinitely more dreadful than the 


. terrors of mount Sinai. The law of Moſes, 


called by the apoſtle the miniſtration of death 
and condemnation, recording the ſentence paſſed 
on all men in that of the firſt tranſgreſſors in 
Paradiſe, is mild, merciful, and gracious, con- 
traſted with the miniſtration of the pirit, 
and of righteouſneſs, which inſtead of excel- 
ling in glory, ſurpaſſes it only in horrors, not 
expreſſible by words. 2 Cor. iii. 7, 12. Men 
for the moſt part are made immortal, to paſs 
that moſt deplorable immortality in miſeries 
as immortal as themſelves. This ſtate of things, 
by preachers and teachers of all communities, 
is obtruded as the end and conſummation of 
the Meſſiah's character, office, and judgment. 


How many contradictions to clear and une- 


quivocal teſtimonies of bleſſings in the Lord's 
Chrift, or the Son anointed above all ſons, 
meet our eyes in ſuch a concluſion of his king -

In this place, 
many that ſtrive (the word expreſſing much 
endeavour) ſhall not obtain the life ſpoken of. 
Here a great portion of Adam's children muſt. 
be cut away from the promiſes made to Abra- 
ham and his ſced. What muſt be ſaid for 
another many, who do not ſtrive, but walk in 
the broad way of deſtruction. A much greater 
part of mankind muſt be ſeparated from life, 
and paſs into perdition. To theſe two nume- 
rous branches of loſt men and women (and 
there are who will include the young children 
of Heathens and unbelicving Jews) muſt be 
added the goats; whether, as by ſome, re- 
ſtricted to H and his poſterity, or taken in 


a wider ſenſe of all who tread the broad way. 


What deſolations of the nage of God meet 
our ſorrowtul view? Darkneſs thickens to 
darkneſs, clouds of blackneſs riſe over clouds, 


and 
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and the trumpets and voices are more terrible 
than what Moſes and the Iſraelites heard at 
the burning of mount Sinai. All theſe three 
large portions have only one place, one dura- 

tion, and one moſt dreadful means of puniſh» 
ment, prepared for the devil and his angels, 
everlaſting fire, in the words of one volumi- 
nous writer, intenſive and extenſive, | Look 
down, thouangel, from heaven, who broughteſt 
glad tidings of ſalvation to 4/ people, at the 
birth of Chriſt, the Lord, reverſe the meſſage z 
and ye, the hoſt of heaven, that ſung glory to - 
God in the HIGHEST, and on earth peace 
and good will towards men, put off the ſhining 
garments of the ſons of God, change them 
into ſackcloth, and ſing the funeral dirge over 
the condemnation and miſery of the great ma- 
jority of all nations, languages, tribes, and 
peoples. The Baptiſt, the Elias of his day, 
may be called upon to give us another lamb, 
the ſecond beaſt, or lamb with the dragon's 
mouth and ſpeech, who is worſhipped by the 
world, and ſupported by the civil and eccleſi- 
aſtical ſword and power, almoſt every where, 
'The apoſtles may be challenged to blot out 
their teſtimony of the things which are ſo gene- 
rally received and inculcated ; for certaiply

their declarations are ſpecious deceptions in 
the moſt important intereſts of all mankind. 
Shall prieſts dare to charge the Saviour bim- 
ſelf with lying lips, and a falſe tongye, when 
he ſpeaks: ** Naw is the judgment of this 
world; now ſhall the Prince or Ruler of this 
world be caſt out; and 1, if I be lifted up, 
will draw all men unto me.“ John xi1, 32— 
iii. 14. Not all men, ſay the prieſts of Pa- 
ganiſm, Mahometiſm, Popery, and the half- 
reformed branches of Lutheraniſm and Cal- 
viniſm. The cee only are to be underſtood 
by theſe words: in our moſques, ſay the Ma- 
hometans, who tookup.Satan's rod and ſcourge 
of the goſpel, by adopting the excluſive pre- 
deſtination fitted to their preſumption and ig» 
norance, by the Chriſtian prieſthood, in the 
ſeventh century: within the pale of our church 
only, eries out the Papal Antichrift, ſalvation 
can be found ; we have the keys of hell (hades) 
and death, the key of David; we open, and 
none can {hut ; we ſhut, and none can open. 
Rev. i. 18—iii. 7, Who dare queſtion this 
bold impoſtor in moſt parts of Europe, where 
the great /yrant over the faith and under- 
ſtandings of millions reigns, and has a ſtand- 
ing army of many hundred thouſand of petty 
| tyrants,

tyrants, whom he has clothed with the attri- 
butes of the Deity, to ſupport the ſolemn im- 
poſture? , What region will bear the name of 
Jeſus in its unity and immutable love towards 
all men, for whom he bas paid the ranſom, 
and will execute the power, grace, and mercy 
of it by his elect, a few choſen veſſels indeed, 
whom Paul knew not, ſaying, ** I judge no 
man, I judge not myſelf ; the Lord knoweth 
thoſe that are his.“ 1 Cor, iv. 3-2 Tim. ii. 
19, 20. By the diſtinctions of veſſels gf gold 
and /ifver, of wood and earth, ina great houſe, 
the apoſtle alludes to differences in the lot and 
ſtation of glory in heaven, which our Lord 
mentions, Happy are ye, when they ſhall revile 
you, and perſecute, and ſpeak every evil word 
of you, | falſely, for my ſake; rejoice, and be 
exceeding glad, for great is your reward in the 
heavens; for ſo perſecuted they the prophets | | 
who were before you,” Matt. v. 11, 12, This 1 
bleſſing is expreſſed in, ſtill more emphatic 
terms, in Luke vi. 22-26. In declaring the 
ſtation or lot of inferior glory, thus ſpeaks the 
great prophet, ** Whoever thall break one of 
the leaſt of theſe commandments, and ſhall 
teach men ſo to do, ſhall be called, or ſhall be 
the leaſt in the kingdom of. the heavens,” 
Auſtin, 


* 
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Auſtin, who is able to evade the ſhadow of 
mercy, and to inflame and extend every judg- 
ment, explains this paſſage by being ſhut out 
of heaven for ever. Pirgatory, that bank and 
exchequer of the church, had not appeared as 
an intermediate ſtate, and an article of faith, till 
the Council of Florence in 1438. This muft 
have been a great loſs of time and treaſure, ne- 
ver to be overtaken. In the ſentence on the 
goats, a few obſervations muſt be made. 1. 
That no poſitive crimes againſt the political or 

civil legiſlation are charged. Not one breach 
of the ten commandments under the law, 
ſuppofing them to be Jews, or a branch of 

Iſaac's family and blood in Eſau, where the 
name took place in mount Seir, his dwelling 
place. 2. Their fins may be called fins of 
omiſſion, which are daily confeſſed in moſt com- 
munitics., 3. They are given over to the ſame 
judgment, as if they had been as great and as 
long tranſgreſſors as the devil and his angels, 
4. Their offences conſiſt in a neglect of, and 
inattention to, the five moſt unhappy and friend- 
leſs conditions of human life, the ſtate of na- 
kedneſs, of hunger, of a ſtranger, of the ſick, 
and of the priſoner. Four of theſe helplefs 
conditions were taken under the immediate

"0 charge 
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charge and protection of the Lord, wich re- 
peated promiſes of bleſſings to ſuch as ſhewed 
them mercy, and awful threatenings of ven- 
geance to ſuch as neglected or oppreſſed them. 
Who, but Moſes, ever did thus in his legiſla- 
tion, and in the name of their heavenly king, 
protector, and God? The priſoner appears to 
relate to ſuch perſons who were in bonds and 
other afflictions for the name of Chriſt and his 
goſpel; who ſuffered for their fidelity with 
fortitude and patience ; of which the apoſtle 
ſpeaks: ** Ye had compaſſion on me in my 


bonds : remember thoſe' in bonds, as bound 


with them, and thoſe who ſuffer affliction, as 
being yourſelves alſo in the body.“ Heb. x. 
34—Xiii. 3. Bonds for debt were not ſuffered 
under the theocracy. The debtor was made a 
ſervant with wife and children, if ſuch were: 
they did not wait for the chance of a diſcharge 


by imperial or regal marriage, but went out 


free at every ſeventh year. Chriſtian nations, 
as ſtates I mean (for the laws of Chriſt e 

not), have corrected this defect, and blotted 
out death for men- ſtealing, of which the Afri- 
can {lave-trade bears an illuſtrious proof, Man- 
teſquieu, ſomewhat a monk here, remarks, 
that commerce refines manners, but corrupts 


morals. 


— 
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Morals, Plato and Sir Thomas More had the 
fame ſentiments too. But as this object is the 
golden image which Nebuchadnezzar has ſet 
up for all peoples, nations, and tongues to 
worſhip, no one can divert the idolaters from 
their deity, The cauſe of the fins of the 
goats muſt be ſought for in the attachment to, 
and the indulgence of ſenſual pleafures, ef- 
peeially as the prophet obſerves: 4 Whoredom 
and wine, and new wine take away the heart.“ 
Hof. iv. rt. It is the cup of the ſtrongeſt 
ſorcery, the moſt dangerous faſcination and 
powerful enchantment to bind the foul and all 
its powers to the earth, and earthly things. 
Thefe two formed the foundation and pillars 
of idolatry in all nations: they did more for 
Muhomet than his ſword, Even the boaſted 
_ nian myſteries, as full of deep philo- 
fophy, 
In proof of this, let any one read the tranſlation of 
Parmenides, by the learned Thomas Taylor. Some other 
ſecrets might have been added, and the early ground of 
thoſe wonderfully purifying ceremonies been traced to 
their- ſirſt ſource. Ho much riches harden the hearts of 
men againſt a juſt attention. Let philoſophers, poets, and 
hiſtorian ſpeak. The author of the Chatacteriſties ex- 
plains Zuvenal's ſenſus communis, not of common ſenſe, 


but af common feeling, or ympathy, ſeldom found among 
the

ſophy, concluded with as much A 00 as 
the rites of Haul Peor, too filthy to mention;

the higher ranks of life towards the inferior orders; und 
it may be ſaid as truly now, as by Solomon, near three 
thouſand years paſt, I conſidered the oppreſſions done 
under the ſun; and behold, the tears of the oppreſſed, and 
they had no comforter: and on the ſide of the oppreſſors 
"was power.“ Eecleſ. iv. 1. Who the oppreſſed were of 
old, are at this day, and ever will be, let the Prophets | 
tell in numerous paſſages of widows, orphans, poor, ancl 

ſtrangers, though the Lord had given ſo many gracious 

commands to protect and comfort thoſe friendleſs condi- 

tions of life, with many heavy threatenings to their op - 

preſſors. Even the prieſts are charged by the integrity 

and impartiality of the prophets, as hiſtorians of the Jews, 

with manifold deceptions, with lying lips and falſe tongue, 

in almoſt every page of their writings, "held as ſacred by a 

people, whoſe ſhameful and repeated rebellings, ins, and 

4 Iniquities, arc recorded and preſerved againſt themſelves, 

This point has no parallel iu any other nation or hiſtory, 

and bears an in/erna! evidence in itſelf, of the truth of the 

legal diſpenſation, as clear and ſtrong as a ſingle fact can 

do. The Biſhop of Landaff obſerves, that infidelity hus 

taken place among the higher ranks of life. This may 

be true, but it cannot be new. It began to ſhew itſelf 

after the Reſtoration, when a licentious court run into the 

extreme of deriding religion, from the ſolemn hypocriſy, 

furious fanaticiſm and enthuſiaſm of Cromwell's time, 

who; as the cet, were for ſettling the kingdom of Jeſus 

by force of arms ; for taking the two-edged ſword in their 

d | | $88 bands; 
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The Egyptians, whoſe land was the ſecond 
parent of idolatries in the ancient time, next to 
4 Babel, 


hands; to bind their kings with chains, and their nobles 
with fetters of iron, They applicd, with blind geal, the 
name and office of the people of God to themſelves, and then 
claimed the inheritance of this world, and of the next 
alſo, for their excluſive portion. This turbulence of diſ- 
poſition has ever, and ever will act in the ſame vindictive» 
ſpirit, whenever it can get power. That Faine's Age of 
Reaſon will do much to weaken the belief of revelation, 
may be admitted. Hume, Bolingbroke, Voltaire, and 
Gibbon, have worked hard in the ſame evil deſign: inſtead 
of uſing their popular talents to remove the ſtumbling 
blocks of falſe engraſtments, and the rubbiſb ſpoken of by 
Mr. Jenyns, they have employed their talents 10 perplex, 
not to convince ; to fill the minds of ſceptics and deiſts 
with notions, which never can ſatisfy one in a thouſand. 
The ſame remark which Bacon made upon atheiſts may be 
applied to deiſts, that they never are at reſt or peace, be- 
cauſe they are ever ſeeking new reaſons and arguments 
Jor their creed. Yet a diſtinction ought to be made be- 
tween deiſts and feeptics- Some certainly are both bene- 
velent and beneficept, and do honour to human nature in 
all relative duties. Nor will it be juſt to reckon the no- 
ble author of the Characteriilies among them. He 
Publiſhed a volume of excellent ſermons by Dr, Whichcot, 
on the Apoſtle's words. Phil. iv. 8. This was accom- 
panied with a preface worthy of any believer, Nor is it 
fair, perhaps, to rank Lord Herbert of Cherbury, the 
faſt deiſlic author, as ſuppoſed ; for ſcarcely could a per- 
| long 
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Babel, taught their wiſdom in hieroglyphical 
letters or ſymbolical pictures and types. 
Among thele they repreſented man addicted 
to ſenſual luſts and paſſions, by the Indian 
goat devouring cinnamon, of which it is ex- 
tremely greedy. The goat was an early 
Agure under Moſes for the fin-offering, and 
moſt probably typed Eau and his folly, who 
deſpiſed his birthright, and ſold it, in the 
apoſtle's words, for one morſel of bread, the 
Pleaſures of ſinful indulgencies, and more par- 
ticularly of the e and the paſſion for wo- 
men, which was much reſtricted by the law, 
as Bolingbroke ſomewhere admits, that it calls 
for a curb and a rein, and not any ſpuror in- | 
centive. The Jews, in their blindneſs, boaſt 
much of circumciſion, and the wonders it ef- 
fected, in cutting off the ſenſual paſſions of 
fleſh and blood; yet the prophets reproach 
them for the uncircumciſion of the heart, the 


ſon, who, in his Religion of the Gentiles, confeſſed that he 
had found the worſhip of the true God only in the little 
land of Fudea, be an enemy to the Chriſtian revelation, 
But there are deiſts who ſhew an open maligiity by 
mockery, ridicule, and petulance. Of ſuch ſome dif- 
ference ſhould be made.

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ears, and lips, Jerem. vi, 10—Levit. xxvi, 
41. They did then, as the Chriſtian prieſt- 
hood docs now of baptiſm by water, exalt the 
figure, and forget the inward leflon it taught 
them, of warring againſt the luſts of the fleſh, 
and all its evil works, which no writers dc- 
ſcribed in more clear characters than them- 
ſelves: Woe unto them that riſe up early in 
the morning to follow ſtrong. drink, and con- 
tinue until night, till wine inflame them! 
The harp and viol, the tabret and pipe, and 
wine arc in their feaſts. But they regard not 
the work of the Lord, neither conſider the 
operation of his hands, Ifaiah v. 11, 12, 
Though ſenſual pleaſures withdraw the heart, 
will, and affections from God, while his gifts 
are abuſed to exceſs and intemperance: yet 
another crime is charged to this ſoft term, con- 
vivial foſtivity, that of forgetting the real mi- 
ſeries and \Micted ſtates of human nature, 
Woe to them at eaſe in Zion, that lie upon 
beds of ivory, and ſtretch themſelves on their 
couches, that cat the lambs out of the flocks, - 
and the calves out of the ſtall ; that chaunt to 
the ſound of the viol, and invent inſtruments 
of muſic, like David ; that drink in bowls of 
wine, and anoint themſelves with the chief 
. oint- 
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ointments: but they are not grieved for the 
affliction of Joſeph.” Amos vi. 1, 4-7. Jo- 
ſeph repreſents the humble and afflicted part, 
hated for ſuperior virtue and goodneſs, for 
patience and ſuffering under evil, to overcome 
it by good, and to riſe into heavenly: power, 
as he did-in his hiſtory, that they may ſubdue 
malice, envy, and hatred, by the terrors and 
fears of guilt, inſeparable from crimes, (Whe- 
ther of the leſſer or greater enormity) by a eon- 
ſtant expectation of a ſevere requiting in the 
end, before the forgiving ſpirit and heart of all 

the Joſephs, tried by ſufferings, and made 
: perfect by them, ſhall diſcover the hidden 
mercies of God in the boſoms of his choſen 
veſſels. But of all ſenſual affetions, none 
petrifies the bowels, and eradicates every fibre 
of real tenderneſs, than the too great indul- 
gence and attachment to women: ſeductions 
that make the hearts of thouſands of parents 
mourn and bleed, are more cruel and unfeel- 
ing than covetouſneſs, which joins field to 
field and houſe to houſe, till there be no place 
left, that the poſſeſſors may be left alone in 
the midſt of the earth. Iſaiah v. 8. This of- 
fence was, by the law of Moſes, the protector 
and avenger of the weak and deceived ſex, 


puniſhed 
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puniſhed with the rod of marriage ar a datery, 
But the great and rich, in uniſon with a ſelf. 
intereſted prieſthood, corrupting the goſpel for 
Filthy tucre. (as Paul ſpeaks in his day of ſuch 
character) deſtroyed every part of the civil 
and political inſtitutes, and introduced their 
baſe' ſubſtitutes of poiſonous drugs. Laws 
Juſt, equitable, and impartial, it may be af- 
firmed, are the ſchool-maſters and preceptors 
to the general manners and morals of any na- 
tion, for the outward and viſible conduct of 
men, as members of a nation, and ſubjects to 
civil power in every form. The kingdom of 
Chriſt is /bin, and has no viſible ſplendor, 
miniſtry, or form, baving one glorious un- 
ſeen, all-powerful and all- penetrating, en - 
lightenipg, purifying, and uniting aperation, 
energy, and miniſtration of life and righteouſ- 

neſs, by influx, emanation, and preſence in 
the new, hidden, inner, and /piritual man. 
Tho fruits of whoſe bleſſed power are as di- 
Gin and ſeparate, and of another form, colour, 
encellency, and beauty from the works and 
acts of the old, out ward, and viſible man, as 
light from darkneſs, as humility from pride, 
meekneſs and forbearance from wrath and ven- 
geance, doing good for evil and temperance,

All idolatry was built and ſupported by 
ſenſual indulgences, and in particular by that of the free 
uſe of women, Need the Bacchanalian feaſts and orgies be 
cited, or thoſe of Venus, with other chearful divinities of 
Mr, Gibbon Had not the religion of our Lord tied the 
profeſſors with many little. chains, in Monteſquieu's words, 
and in no point cloſer than in the paſſion between th 
ſexes, probably neither Bolingbroke, Hume, Voltaire, . 0 
Gibbon (a Julian in malignity), would have written a word 
io weaken the belief of it, hinc ille lacryme, Mr. Hume 
indeed aſſigns for his principal objection, the paucity of 
men ſaved, and the eternity of wrath and miſeries or- 
dained for the majority of Adam's poſterity, men, wo- 
men, and children, He might have known the contrary 
by Paul's fifth and eleventh chapter to the Romans, though 
he heard only the iron trumpets of Calvin, Auſtin's pupil, 
ſound in his country. The day will come, ſays that great 
man, Dr. Thomas Burnet, when the doctrine of eternal 
puniſhments will he counted as abominable as that of 
tranſubſtantiation is at this day. My former correſpon- 
dent, Dr. Edward Young, admits this : © Judgments are. 
mercies in diſguiſe,” That the goſpel muut wear the tame 
dark livery as the two prophets in ſackcloth and in the 
wilderneſs, is moſt certain, That the everlaſting goſpel 
never can be preached by the letter that killeth and con- 
demneth to death is as true; and yet almoſt every mouth

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wine of the earthly Adam. That unlawful 


pleaſures harden the heart, and generate a total 
inattention to the various miſeries of human 


life, poets, orators, philoſophers, and hiſto- 


rians teſtify : that they produce covetouſneſs 
and oppreſſion, to feed the greedy mouths of 
voluptuarics, like the grave, never /atisfied, 

The offence of the goats was, therefore, the 
total want of compaſſion, mercy, and com- 
fort, to thoſe wretched ſtates, which were re- 
lieved by the kind and loving hands of the 
ſheep, There are three portions of mankind 
marked for perdition. Many that go in the 
broad way; many that ſtrive to paſs through 
the ſtraight gate, and are not able; and the 
goats fill the third lot. The firſt and laſt may 
be ranged under this ſentence : *« Woe, be to 
you who laugh now, for ye ſhall mourn; 
woe be to you that are full, for ye ſhall hun- 
ger: woe unto you that are rich, for ye have 
received your conſolation,” Luke vi. 24, 25. 
Awful as this declaration is, there is no eter- 
nal, no endleſs miſery denounced. But as 
there is only one tongue or interpretation for 


will be opened to bark at the one name, 7Zeſus, whether 
the Jews in a ſmall lot ſhall proclaim it, or not.

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judgment, ſo there is only one place and one 
duration for all ſinners, the many who fail of 
attaining ſalvation. They muſt on this ground, 
be equal in wickedneſs to the devil and his an- 
gels, as they are to ſuffer the ſame intenſe and 
perpetual torments as theſe periſhed ſops of 
God, our elders, muſt endure, Auſtin ſays, 
The faith of Catholjcs believes the firſt-place 
to be the kingdom of heaven ; the ſecond place 
to be hell, where every apoſtate and infidel will 
be puniſhed everlaſtingly : a third place we 
ſhall not find in the holy ſcriptures. The 
church had not yet found out the /imbus patrum, 
a place for good men to go before Chriſt ; 
which they make a region in the upper part of 
hell: and had not yet invented a /imbo infan- 
tum too, that die unbaptized. Auſtin had ſent 
the laſt to hell-torments, in the cloſe of the . 
fourth century, and the beginning of the fifth. 

What imaginary edifices, ſays the excellent 
author of a ſhort Hiſtory of Popery, printed 
in 1750, have theſe builders, with untempered 
mortar, erected upon the dark and bottom- 
leſs!* The goats and the many muſt go into

_ goſpel of the kingdom ſhall be publiſhed in 
all the world, for a teſtimony to all nations, 
then the end ſhall come.

Then may the handful of the 
firſt- fruits be accounted the whole harveſt of 
grain, and the g/canings of the vintage be put 
for the vats overflowing with wine.

Not 
a word is ſpoken of endleſs miſeries : nor does 
hg intimate ſuch; illimitable wrath in that paſ-

Such a conception would have 
contradicted the words of the bleſſed Saviour, 

and their own teſtimonies, in more than twelve 
paſſages. The deiſts might have thrown their 


darts at ſuch deluding witneſſes ; and writers, 
more malignant, if poſſible, than Gibbon and 
Paine, might boaſt their triumph over falſe- 
hood and contradiction.

What concern have Doctors for mankind in general; who 
mult elect themſelves, and ſuppuſe that ſpecial privilege 
to be hereditary in their families, or they could not cat, 
drink, and ſleep, but in fear and trembling? The word 
for puniſhment means <a/tigation, in many Greek Lexi- 
cons, Potit Pierre proves it to ſignify pruning, or cutting 
away ſuperfluous branches, in his excellent book, which 
drove the author from his country. No man in Swiſſer- 
land, Scotland, or in any ſtate, where Auſtin's divinity, 
paſſing from Poe into moſt of the reformed churches, is 
eſtabliſhed, can queſtion the ſupremacy and infalljbility 
of the Second Beaft, the Lamb. dragon, with myriads of 
falſe tongues protecting him, and millions of deluded 
people ready to fight and ſhed the blood of his opponents.

The late learned and elegant ſcholar 
Biſhop Lowth has put as dark fackcloth on this prophet, 
as any philologiſt or commentator whatever, The place 
of Gehennah, or Valley of Hinnen, is here brought to 
view, where the rehellious Iſraelites, at their idolatrols 
worſhip of Molich, the King and God of the Ammonites;

Zeus. on the croſs, amidſt 
every ſuffering of indignity and cruelty, praying for the 
forgiveneſs of the enemies inflicting them; and the ſame 
Jeſus in heaven, no more capable of ſuffering than his 
bleſſed Father; preparing interminable torments for his 
enemies. What a contraſt! What a contradiaion is 
exhibited! What a ſad concluſion of the Goſpel! What 
a diſmal ſequel to the marriage of the lamb! Rev. xix. 7. 9. 
That this is the ſame as the feaſt of fat things made in the 
Lord's mountain, when the veil or covering, the fleſh” of 
ſin and death, ſhall be taken away, and the new gar- 
ment of praiſe, and c/othing of glory ſhall be put onz 
when corruption and mortality (hall be ſwallowed up of 
incorruption and immortality, and death itſelf ſhall bs 
deſtroyed for ever, Iſaiah xxv.

The laſt verſe of Ifaiah alludes to Gehennab, the valley, 
where all the impurities of the city, and the parts of the 
fin, and treſpaſs-offerings in the temple, not to he burnt, 
were carried, and a fire to purge the air fromm the putrid 
exhalations was kept continually, where worms were 


ever generated from the corrupt ſtate of ſuch æ mixture of 


filth and refuſe ; it repreſents the laſt deſtruction of all 
that is to be conſumed in the final judgment, Bat how 
worms feeding on the carcaſes of men above ground, 


more than feeding on them in their graves, ean be the 
worm of evil conſcience never dying ; or the fire never 


quenched day or night, but ſlowly confuming the fleſh 
and bones of theſe inſenſible dumb carcafes, ſhould be 
transferred to import men alive in bodies, ſuſtaining 
everlaſting torments in hell, muſt be left to thoſe who, 
having faved themſelves in their own partial opinion, 
feet no concern, no compaſſion for parents, children, or 
any dear relations in that horrible flate, The Jews, 
Leuſden'te\ls us, when they have read this Jaſt verſe, leaſt 


they ſhould go away ſorrowtul, repeat the two preceding, 


which doubtleſs proclaims and atteſts the ſull ſalvation of 
all men, and the completion of that promiſe and grace 


made to Abraham, Iſaac, and 'Faceb, and repeated in

2 late ſermon, adopt annihilation as the everlaſting per- 
dition and deſtruction of the wicked, This is tranſcen- 
dently merciful in compariſon with the other, yet it 
annihilates almoſt every teſtimony to that one bleſſed 
name, JESUS: it deprives him of the reward of his 
fufferings, and of the joy ſet before him, that he ſhould 
deſtroy the works of the devil, fn and death ; that he 
ſhould rehead all things in heaven and earth, and under 
the earth: that he ſhould give himſelf a ranſom for all 
men, and be the mercy-ſeat for the fins of the whole 
world: that he ſhould inherit all nations, and be ſalvation 
and righteouſneſs to the ends of the earth. The words 
of the Lord muſt ſtand, many are called, bnt few are 
choſen ; few find the way of life, What then muſt be 
the lot of the many, if this be admitted? Ts this deſtroying 
death and hell, a giving to both more wretched priſoners 
than he faves and redeems? Theſe dreadful conſequences 
muſt follow; is this Saviour clothed with all power, 
unable or unwilling to ſave? Can he not ſubdue all his 
enemies by the ſame weapons of light, his right hand and 
holy arm, as he ſubdued that dragon Saul Are not the 
Jews wicked, and unbelievers, and have they not been in 
this ſad ſtate for more than ſeventeen hundred years? Are 
not the Gentiles in the great body of nations ſhut up in 
the ſame ſtate, and under natural corruptions, fed, 
nouriſhed, and inflamed, by every mode of ſuperſtition 
and idolatry?

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vengeance of evil for evil, like the meaſure of 
the law, eye for eye, ſlripe for firipe;" as the 
bound of retributiue juſtice at the great day? 
Could not he, who made Felix tremble on his 
' tribunal, when -he reaſoned on righteouſneſs, 
temperance, and of judgment to come; could 
this eloquent ſpeaker adopt no more terrifying 
and impreſſive language, than uſed» as above 
in his Epiſtles? Acts xxiv. 25. Qould not 
this mouth have enriched future miſeries with

divine mercy. To relieve the horrors of ſuch 
woes the prieſts invented - purgatory, built 
chiefly on the apoſtle's words, the fire ſhall 
try every man's work, &. A moſt pro- 
fitable branch of trade it has proved, both as 
a monopoly for emolument and power. This 
clothed the prieſts with a ſecond power, not 
equal indeed to ab/olution or confeſſion, for 
that was the aſſumption. of the attributes: of 
God, both of his juſtice and mercy ; it turned 
away the eyes and hearts of ſinners from the 
one 
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one blood of Jeſus, and of the ranſom and 
redemption by faith in it, to creep at the fect 
of men, ſinners like themſelves, to receive 
pardon from them, which they want equally 
themſelves, and can have it from no other 
fountain. Every papal prieſt is a Pope in 
miniature; when once commiſſioned, and in- 


veſted with holy robes, the attributes of 


God ard of the great Redeemer are put into 
his hands. Feſus cannot ſave any man by 
his own, faith in his Lord, but he muſt 
receive all, the bleſſings attached to his own 
name through a proxy and ſubſtitute, This 
_ circumſtance alone makes as many mediators 
as prieſts, when every believer, by his own. 
faith, is a /prritual' prieſt, though he wears 
no habit of black or white; and he can offer 
up all the proper ſacrifices of praiſe, thankſ- 


giving, of love and kindneſs, of alms, and 


other offices of brotherly love, acceptable to 
God through, and in Jeſus Chriſt. 1 Pet. ii. 5, 
Let a leſſon be drawn from the ſcourge againſt 
tbe goats, which is plainly the want of mercy 
to the different ſtates of human miſery, in 
contraſt to the oppoſite character of the ſheep ; 
for theſe having heard the voice of their 
ſhepherd, partook of the baptiſm of the 
eternal 
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eternal ſpirit, in which the great ſhepherd was 
offered up ah and holy, in the apoſtle's 
words, Heb. 11-16, The other wete 
ſwallowed up by a life of pleaſure, and every 
refinement of luxury that riches can provide, 
and art invent. The daily erofs to ſuch was 

not only a fumbling block, as it was to the Jews, 
but Foalifhneſs, as to the Greeks, the poliſhed, 


learned, and wiſe philoſophers and Pagan 
prieſts, with their temples of Bacchus, Venus, 
and other chearful divinitics ; the open proſti- 
tutions and coarſe ſenſualities of which can be 
oo conceived by a Popye aue ;* beſides

Aories, which travelled from Egypt io Greece, and which 
were moſt ſacred, becauſe moſt ſecret, as they ought to be, 
The courts of the temple had no ſecret, though Boling- 
broke ſpeaks of ſacerdotal letters and hieroglyphicalfigutes; 
yet every man and woman might ſee all the functions of 
the miniſtry, On the ſabbatic year they had the moral 
and ritual branches read to all; and they had leiſure-from 
all labour in the field and vineyard to attend the-ſqhoals 
of the prophets, the interpreters of the ſpiritual ſenſe of 
their types. Of theſe ſchools notice has already been ta- 
ken, It will not be eaſy to parallel this openneſo and pub- 
licity of a national worſhip, What was open among the 

Pagans, was vile indeed, as in Baal Peor, Maloch, and 
aer gods, with goddeſſes ; while, what was kept con-

thoſe things which were done in ſecret, and 
which the apoſtle ſays, ** It is a ſhame even 
to ſpeak of them.“ Epheſ. v. 12. The judg- 
ment againſt-the goats falls under the apoſtle's 
words: judgment without mercy ſhall be 
to him who has not ſhewn mercy, and mercy 
rejoiceth againſt judgment. James ii. 13. 
The apoſtle ſays not eternal judgment, but i in- 
fers the full meaſure of many fripes, and by 
mercy rejoicing againſt judgment, a more tem- 


cealed was ſtill more abominable. Let the learned read 
Plutarch on is and Qfiris, and the human ſacrifices of 
children to Saturn by the Carthaginians, in his Trac 
de Superſtitione, with what Cato ſays, in Livy, to the- 
people when the ſenate had decided the queſtion of the 
ſacred rites of Bacchus, Never hath ſo great an evil been 
in the republic before. Whatever wick .can be com- 
mitted by luſt, by fraud, or «ther flagitiouſneſs, know ye 
to take its birth from this one feſtival.” Even Apollonius 
' condemns with ſeverity the bacchanalian rites of the Athe- 
niang: 4 You are more effeminate than the women of 
Terres; old men and young wear thoſe habits which the 
' Perfian children uſe to wear,” Symbol. Ægyptior. Sa- 
pientia a Cauſſino. p. 301. It would be to dig in the mine 
of Suares's filthy Caſuiſtry de Matrimoniis, to inſtruct 
confeſſors in queſtions to the females, to bring forth even

perate correction. Did not this diſciple, fa- 
voured with the glorious view of his Lord's 
transfiguration, know what his maſter had de- 
clared of the meaſure of his rod and ſcourge 
in his preaching? Why do not the great and 
rich read, judge, and inform themſelves ? 
What rendered Dives neglectful of Lazarus, 
but the ſamevoluptuous life, purſued by wealth 
and grandeur, renounced indeed at baptiſm by 
proxies, and moſtly followed through riper 
years to the laſt ſtage of old age? 'The ſame 
cauſe will ever produce ſimilar effects. The 
Jews were commanded to write on the door- 
. poſts, and on their gates, the firſt great com- 
mandment of loving the Lord their God, and 
ſerving him with all their heart, and all their 
ſoul. Deut. xi. 13, 18, 19, 20. They want- 
ed no more monitors and remembrancers than 
Chriſtians do now. To this neceſſity of me- 
morials the apoſtle ſeems to allude in his charge 
to Timothy, a biſhop orelder, one character, ' 
and very much to be honoured, when perform- 
ed with diligence and ability. Preach the 
word in ſeaſon, and out of ſeaſon ; rebuke and 
exhort : every believer is a prieſt, by Peter, 


Paul, and John. Moſes calls the Jews a 


kingdom of prieſts, and a holy or ſeparated 
2222 nation, 
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nation, even when he had inſtituted a prieſt- 
hood under a character of the firf-born, for a 
council of the moſt abundant mercy to all 
mankind, Every head of a believer's family 
has the oflice of a ſpiritual prieſt. The apo- 
ſtle ſpeaks to the chureh in the houſe of Pþ7- 
lemon, and in the houſe of Nymphar,. Philem. 
11.1. Cor. xvi; 19 Col. iv. 15. A greater 
and wiſer perſon than Solomon, Daniel, and 
Paul, bas informed us, that where two or 
three are gathered together in % name, I am 
in the midſi of them. Matt. xviii. 19, 20. Can 
our houſe of death and fin, our car then veſſel; 
have a greater honour, or more dignity and 
real nobility beſtowed, than the /p/ritual Je- 
ſus utiiting his life and righteouſneſs to our 
poverty and -nakedneſs, blindneſs, and other 
miſeries ? Wherefore I know no man after the 
eb, or the old Adam, from henceforth; 
though we have known Cyriſi after the fleſh, 
yet now henecforth we know him no more.

Then 
will Rebeccah's ſubtlety, apparently abomina- 
ble, Jacob's lie, and F/ar's folly, appear in 
the ſame light of mercy, forgiveneſs, and 
feaſting with his beloved ſon, Joſeph, who dis 
vined, deceived, terrified, and pardoned his 
wicked and envious brethren, his murderers 
in their will. It may be found ſoon, that Ja- 
cob, as a ſhepherd, furniſhed the lamb in Jo- 
ſepb, the firfl-born of Rachel, ovis fe@mina z 
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he ſtands in tlie double ſtven from Abraham: 


Judah, the lion, is in the firſt ſeven from the 
head ; and in theſe two may be found the 
lion and the lamb; Ariel and Kehbe/b?, in one 
holy fire from Mount Zion on high, doing 
in the ſpirit and truth what they did figura- 
tively on the altar below. Rev. xlix. 9. Rev. 
v. 5. Rev. xiv. 1. The whole force of the 
argument for endleſs miſeries hangs on the 
laſt part: And theſe ſhall go away into ever- 
laſting puniſhment, and the righteous into 
everlaſting life. Matt. xxv. 46. The ſheep 
are called to inherit, not to poſſeſs the king- 
dom. Inheritance implies the character of 


® The root Keheſh has two meanings, ts ſubdue, and 
a lamb, Both will unite in the /amb of God, to ſubdue 
by fire or light. So Saul was ſubdued, Some knowledge 
of this truth was among the heathens, for the devil every 
where was the ape of God, as the learned Spencer obſerves, 
As the city of the Tanagreens choſe one of the moſt beau- 
tiful young men, on the feſtival of Mercury, that carry- 
ing a lamb on his ſhoulders he might purify the walls of 
the place, for its protection and ſtrength. Pauſanias in 
Bzobicis, p. 298. Did not God teach his people, by the 
choice of a lamb, what ſpirit and diſpoſition, was moſt 
approved by him ? Could a figure ſpeak plainer? In the 
fifth century the prieſts brought in the ſecond beaft, the

heirs, called alſo cobeirs by the apoſtle. Theſe 
are the few choſen, by the authority of the 
Lord, though many be called. Matt. xx. 16. 
They were figuratively repreſented by the 
firſt-born, in the tribe of Lev! alone. The 
whole nation was called a choſen people, ſe- 
| parated from all the nations diſperſed at Babel. 
Vet among this peculiar people, ſegullah, if 
Moſes and the prophets can be believed, and 
their own hiſtory, given under the broad ſeal of 
heaven, and atteſted by themſelves againſt their 
own national character; which is a ſign of in- 
tegrity at leaſt, not eaſily found in any other peo» 
ple; moſt of them were very bad. The number 
of theſe heirs was never exp/rcitly declared un- 
der Moſes, and only in a figure expreſſed by 
David, in the enlargement of the- prieſts to 
twenty and four courſes; and the fingers, FOES 
inſtructed i in the ſongs of Jebovab, making _

Kimchi gives a reaſon fit for the Talmud, that 
Rabbi Aide beard in Arabia the ram called Jobe“: hence 
fome conceive that this year was ſo called, becauſe it was | 
ploclaimed by rams horns. Some learned men objedt to 

this, becauſe the horns are not hollow); but could they 
not, it may be replied, be eaſily made ſo? Lewis, in 
his Antiquities of the Hebrew Republic, obſerves, that 
manumiſſion of ſervants, and the reſtitution of families to 
their ancient poſſeſſions, were the great ptivileges of this 
year. © The word Jebel has three meaſlings of affinity. 
The firſt is redu2tion, as it reinſtated Jews in liberty from 
ſervitude, and gave them the poſſeſſion of lands and 
houſes. The ſecond ſenſe is that of a river, expreſſive of 
the fulneſs of the bleſſings ; which is ſo often uſed by the 
prophets to denote the overflowing goodneſs of the Lord 
God of Iſrael. One inſtance may ſerve for many. There

28, The third ſenſe is à ram, and 
hence a Jubile, or ſhoutings of joys from that year pro- 
claimed by the ſound of rams horns, looking to the firf 
ram caught in a thicket, preluding to Iſaac, the only 
begotten, being made fleſh in our ſinful fleſh, the thicket, 
and briers, and thorns, of our wretched ſtate, It would 
be ſtrange that the Jews did not know, whether this 
year, diſtinguiſhed by the year of JEHOVAH, and con- 
cluding in a figure of ſhort time the fulneſs of REDEMP- 
TION for all nations, was proclaimed by thoſe horns, 
contemptible as they may ſeem. 80 Paul tells that the 
wiſdom of God is, or appears at leaſt, fooliſhneſs, and the 
wiſdom of men is fooliſhneſs unto God, That the Jews 
once underſtood the ſpiritual meaning, which this: great 

year and day of the Lord muſt have, is plain from the 
remaining parts of ancient interpretation, diſguiſed and 
corrupted from envy and malice to the Chriſtian faith. 
The fathers, as they. are called, had recourſe. to Plato 
* and next, for many centuries, to Ariſtotle, to in-

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find the way to life. Many go in the broad 
"oy to deſtruction. Many ftrive to enter the 
ſtrait 


into the wilderneſs, and brought up the ſecond beaft, as 
predicted, which all the world wondered after, and con- 
tinue to do, though one horn ſeems to be looſened a little, 
dy a few meinbers of the Philadriphian church, in my 
former friend, Grorge Stonchouſe, and my honoured 
friend William Law, Dr. Sykes, Dr. Chauncy, of Boſton ; 
Petit Pierre, Biſhop: Newton, Mr. Wincheſter, and 
Vidler, within forty years paſt; yet it has not riches, 
power, or nobility, for an arm to lean upon. Dy. Hun- 
ter looks obliquely at the great truth and glory of Feſus in 
the final reſtitution, in his Fifth Sermon, on the uni- 
werſal Extent of the Redrerer's Kingdom. It will not 
be unprofitable to notice the fragments of the Jewiſh 

knowledge on this moſt important ſubject. The Jubilé 
is Binah; by which they fecretly mean Jacob, the third 
father. It contains fifty years under the myſtery of. fifty 
gates of heaven. The laſt gate was hidden to Moſes, 
citing Pf. viii. 6. But this is a ſubterſuge, for -this 
prophet told the whole council (as Pau! declares. that he 
had done), in types and ſhadows, as far as ſuch expreſſive 
and fpniffeative emblems, in Bacen's words, could ſpeak.

dued. In this point, the apoſtle boaſts in vain, 
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which muſt be-poured out on all fleſh, or the

| and bear a teſtimony againſt themſelves, 
There are two obſervations in the judgment: 
1. That the race of Adam, whatever mea- 


ſure of ſtripes are intended, muſt receive 
them in the day of the wrath of the lamb. 
They, whom. the holy fire of the jealouſy of 


the Lord ſhall firſt conſume in feſb, will be 


conſummated and per fected in /piri/, - The 
everlaſting perdition and deſtruction will ex- 


tend to aboliſh the works of the devil, con- 


ſidered: in every view. Theſe ſons of God, 


once in their Father's houſe, and in glory 


and happineſs, are removed to a thouſand _ 
years, from the return of Adam's children to 
their father's Kiſs, and beſt robe, till their 
periſhed /;gh/s ſhall be re-kindled, and re- 
allumined by that Son, bleſſed and beloved 
above others, who muſt ſubdue. all enemies 
under his feet : he has ſhewn us in Saul, the 
chief of ſinners, that he ſubdues to forgive, 
and to bleſs in the ſequel. The other obſer- 
vation is, that, if the Lord does not deſtroy 
the ſecond death, he leaves his victory un- 
finiſhed, and the far greateſt enemy unſub-

He which leaves the greater work incomplete, 
and finiſhes the deſtruction of the leſſer work 
of the devil, as the letter, in this parable, 


kills, and deſcribes a. miniſtration of death _ 


and condemnation, in the apoſtle's know- 
ledge of his Lord, the ſpirit that brings life 
out of death, and righteouſneſs out of finz 


muſt be ſought for, or the goſpel will exceed 


the law, not in glory nor in bleflings, but in 


horror and curſes. 2 Cor. iii, 6-12. Again, 


Feſus in this place judges his enemies, for ſo 


the goats muſt be conſidered for the careleſs 
neglect, perhaps deliberate' contempt, of thoſe 
beautiful branches of the tree of love and 
mercy to the diſtreſſed and friendleſs conditions 
of this life; and in this place, recompenſes 
evil for evil, and contradicts his own coms 
mandments, and his own moſt illuſtrious 
example in the depth of miſery, mockery, 
and inſult on the Croſs. On the throne of 
power and glory, beyond the reach of injury 
or ſuffering, he is exerciſing the moſt immea-

phcable fury, If the ſecond beaſt, brought

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up by falſe prophets, the wiſe preachers and 
interpreters, was to judge with equal power, 
as the Lamb of God poſſeſſes, ſuch might be 
the dreadful ſtate of the ſons and daughters of 
Adam in the great majority, In this ſen- 
tence, | urileſs underſtood of the ſprrit of judg. 
ment, even the ſpirit of burning, in Iſaiah's 
myſtic language, chap, iv. to aboliſh the firſt

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moral and natural, ſhew us the great original? 
Is the father, light and love, and his ſon, 
darkneſs and wrath? One is as probable as 
the other. It has been proved that the many, 
and the goats, muſt conſtitute the far greater 
part of all mankind. Where ſhall we find all 
the nations ſubdued unto him, and all peoples 
and languages become his ſervants. and ſub- 
jets? Shall they be found in the remnant of 
Abraham's ſeed only ſaved, when it was pro- 
miſed to be as the ſund on the ſea ſhore? Iſaiah 
Xx. 22, Rom. 9. 27: Shall the great multi- 
tude, which no man could number, in Rev. 7. 
be the fero who find the way to life? Shall 
almoſt all the Gentiles, as well the Jews 
in the twelve tribes, divided into two King- 
doms, ſbut up in unbelief for a time, that 
God might have mercy upon all, be called the 
few, one of a city, and 09 of a family? 

Is that mercy 
to bring them forth in a day determined, to 
caſt them into everlaſting fire, prepared for 
the devil and his angels“?

truth. His brother John ſays of the ſecond death; He 
that overcometh, ſhall not be hurt by it. Suffer loſs or 
mul& in the Greek. Revel. li. 11. The celebrated 
Tilltſon had recourſe to this ſubterſuge, that God may 
threaten puniſhments, which he will not execute. But 
there is no.occaſion to fly to this city of refuge, The Lord, 
the Lord, God merciful and gracious, meaſured his 
mercies and his judgments to 4Zſes. ' This ſame God, 
who changes not, has not ſhortened the overflowing 
mercy of two thouſand generations, nor extended his viſita- 
tions from the third and fourth generation to millions of 
millions of generations under the Goſpel, Exod, xxxiv. 
6, 7, 8. Could this be true, the ſame queſtion might 
be put reſpecting the bleſſed Fe/us, the Baptiſt ſent two of 
his diſciples to ſatisfy themſelves on? Art thou he, that 
ſhould come, or look we for another ? Matt. xi. 3—7.

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Has never told us, that the ſirſt greateſt ſinner, 
with his aſſociates, is beyond the mercy of 
his Creator, though he appears to be the laſt 
brought back to his loſt happineſs. Pharaoh 
is returned by Ezekiel: Afſhur, or the Aﬀy= 
ria, by other prophets. ' Sodom and Samara 
are delivered from cap//vity, whether that 
word ſignifies death, or any priſon of dark- 


The apoſtle informs his brethren, if he that cometh, 
preach anather Chriſt, another ſpirit, or anather Goſpel, 
than we have preached, will ye well bear with him? 
2 Cor. xi. 4, 5. Though we, or an angel from heaven, 
preach another Goſpel than what we have preached, let 
him be accurſed. Anathema, Did this ſervant of the 
Lord devote that preacher to eternal miſery, or a tempo- 
rary judgment? Or did he imprecate eternal miſeries, 
When he ſaid, I could even with myſelf accurſed, ana- 
thema, from Chriſt, for my brethren according to the 
fleth, my birth in Adam?

the fulneſs of godhead being in him, as pre-

neration. Deut. xxiii. 7, 8, Two prophets 
muſt be challenged for publiſhing deceptions : 
«© ] am merciful, ſaith the Lord; I wilLnot 
keep anger for ever.” chap. iii. 12, 13. He 
retaineth not his anger for ever, becauſe he 
delighteth in mercy. Thou wilt perform the truth 
to Jacob, the mercy to Abraham, which thou 
haſt ſworn unto our father from the days of 
ancient time,” Micah. vii.,18, 19, 20—lfaiah 
Ivii. 16, 18, 19, What was the mercy pro- 
miſed, and the truth to the fathers? Was it, 
that the majority of their own children a rem- 
nant only excepted) ſhould be delivered to un- 
ceaſing woes? The apoſtle {who never learned 
from the great rabbi Gamaliel, probably any 
thing but ga, without knowledge, always a 
furious beaſt) informs us, that God in his un- 
ſearchable ways and judgments, has ſhut up 
Jews and Gentiles in the far greater part, in 
unbelief, that he might have mercy upon all.

revealed this depth of the riches of wiſdom and 
knowledge to this miniſter of the reconcilia- 
tion of all, who hath believed his report, and 
to what church is this glorious truth revealed, 
or confeſſed unto? Another horrible conſe- 
quence wuſt flow, that the /econd death would 
hold more priſoners under its dominion, than 
the conqueror of death, and of the devil, (who 
through envy brought it into the world) bath 
delivered from it. Heb. ii. 14, 15. ls this to 
reign till Chriſt has put all enemies under his 
feet, and death as the laſt? The great ob- 
jection will come from the ſons of God once 
in glory and happineſs we have never known, 
and who periſhed from it for many ages paſt, 
that they ſhould ever find mercy from the ſame 
Father, and by the ſame Son, as we receive; 
for after all we are ſaved by grace, and not by 
works; for thele laſt are done by the hand and 
power ofthe holy ſpirit, and therefore may be 
challenged in the apoſtle's words: What haſt 
thou, that thou didſt not receive, and if thou 
didſt receive, why doſt thou glory, as if thou 
didſt not receive? 1 Cor. iv. 7. This boaſting 
the prophet calls ſacriſicing unto their net, and 
burning 1cen/e to their drag. Hab. i. 16, Mo- 
ſes gives the ſame caution to eſcape pride in

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proſperity, and a more ſubtle pride, hiding it. 
ſelf under the cloak of religious increaſe in 
goodneſs, © Beware, left when thou haſt eaten 
and art full, and haſt built goodly houſes, and 
dwelt therein ; then thine heart be lifted up, 
and thou forget the Lord thy God ( who brought 
thee out of Egypt, from the houſe of bondage) 
thou ſay in thine heart my power, and the might 
of my — hath gotten me this wealth.“ 
Deut. vi. 10, 11, and viii. 12-19, Let the 
ſame darkneſs continue on this parable, as has 
covered it for centuries ; the goſpel never can 
be preached to every nation; nor can the ge- 
nerations paſt, in which countleſs millions have 
died in unbelief, receive any benefit by miſ- 
| fonaries to the four ends of the earth. No 
time can remove this dreadful evil ; no place 
de found, or meſſenger or meſſengers bear glad 
tidings to the dead, more in number than have 
heard of the name of Jeſus Chriſt, or had the 
hope of a Meſſiah before the law, and under it, 
and ſince under the goſpel. The apoſtle takes 
away the tone and ſtumbling block, when 
he informs us, that Jeſus Chriſt is the ſame 
yeſterday, to day, and for the ages ; that the

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now according, to the good pleafure which he 
purpoſed in himſelf.

In this view the Jewiſh nation muſt bear this 
character, and Mahometan impoſture alſo, 
The Papa/ Antichriſt has not fully denied his 
name, but changed it to Apollyon and Abad- 
don. It has brought forth the ſecond beaſt, 
with two horns like a /amb, and ſpeaks as a 
dragon, which bears no more the image of the 
one lamb of God, the ranſom for all men, the 
one Mediator, one Adyocate, and propitia-

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tion, the mercy-ſeat in the holy of Holies, for

vulture, or a real lamb to a tyger. But the 
laſi Antichriſt is marked, both by character

That the great ſpread of infidelity is as much a part 
of prophecy under the goſpel, as any prophecy, even of 
the Jewiſh unbelief under the prophets of the law, muſt 
appear evident, from the completion. The prophet pre- 
dicts the rejection and caſting away of the nation at large, 
a few comparatively becoming diſciples of the Meſſiah. 
The Jews atteſt the veracity of the teſtimony againſt them- 
ſelves many centuries before. Hoſ. i. 10—ii. 23—Ifaiah 


X. 22-—Ixv. 1, 2. Our Lord confirms it with the de- 


ſtruction of the temple, the city, and the expulſion of the 
people among all nations, for a time already exceeding 
nearly three centuries that of the law, Their rejection of 
the Meſſiah is given with a deciſive ſneer by Paine, as a 
proof againſt Chriſt, which is almoſt an evidence by itſelf 
ſufficient to eſtabliſh the Chriſtian faith. Bulingbroke, with 
ſuperior talents and equal malignity, never attempted to 
anſwer the cool and chaſte judgment of Addiſon on this 
ſubjeA. The Jews, to evade the great guilt of crucifying 
the Lord of Life and Glory, have inyented three ſubter- 
fuges. Some pretend, that the ſin of the golden calves is 
avenging to this day. This is far worſe than Gehazi's 
leproſy, transferred from Naaman, for that cleaved only 
unto him and his ſeed for ever. 2 Kings V. 25, Others

of them aſſign the delay of Meſſiah to their wickedneſs of 
eighteen centuries. The laſt eſcape is, from the fiction 
of two Meſſiahs ; one the ſon of 7aſeph, who was 10 ſuffer, 
and has ſuffered ; the other the ſon of David, who is to 
come in the clouds. Dan. vii. 13. In this paſſage inſtead 
of deſcending {Bar Enaſb, the ſon of miſerable man, from 
his female only), aſcended to take the dominion loſt by 
the head of the fallen angels, with their thrones caſt down, 
at ver. 9, 13, 14. This ancient event has been ſupported 
in my Dialogue to the Jews, by the concurrent teſtimony 
of many of their own writers, Res et ſacra miſer. No 
diſciple of Jeſus will turn judgment into wormwseed, Amos 
y. 7. Or, as another prophet ſpeaks : © Behold, I will 
ſeed this people with wormwod, and give them water of 
zall to drink, Jerem. viii. 14—ix. 15—xxiii. 15, No 
man who knows himſelf as he ought to know, will caſt 
a ſtone at another: no ſinner ſaved by free grace of the 
righteouſneſs of that ſon, appointed for that moſt glorious 
purpoſe, will envy that gift to all that want it; and who 
wants it not? David did not revile, but mourned ten- 
derly over Saul fallen, his greateſt enemy. The father 
did not expreſs one angry word againſt his returning ſon 3 
taught by miſery, brought on by ſelf-will and ſelf-wif- 
dom, the exceeding value of a father's love, blefling, and 
forgiveneſs. Michael, the archangel, dared not to bring 
a railing accuſation againſt the devil, but ſaid, the Lord 
rebuke thee. Joſhua, the high-prieſt, ſaid to Satan, 
ſtanding to oppoſe him, the Lord rebuke thee who hath

our. Lord, One apoſtle limits this cireum- 
ſtance to the 7% part of the days, and the 
other calls it the /aft time, which is more un- 
defined, xi. The everlaſting goſpel never can 


be preached, while the clouds and blackneſs, of 
darkneſs, tempeſt, and trumpet of dreadful 


ehoſen Jeruſalem. Zech. iii. 1. Even the bleſſed Zeſus, 
the true Jehoſhua, who was to paſs through ſufferings to 
us inconceivable, by the pride, malice,” and envy of this 
great potentate, fallen from a kingdom and a dominion, 
never uttered a word of reproach, His periſhed glory, 
deſcribed by the prophet in ſuch ſublime and magnifi- 
cent characters, formed pain and torment commenſurate 
to forfeited happineſs, Ezck. xxviii. 20. Would David 
have lamented, that Saul ſhould, by grace and mercy, 
rife again in ſome future time or times, to a crown and 
Kingdom? Did Daniel ſhed tears becauſe he was given 
to know, that Nebuchadnezzar's glory and kingdom ſhould 
xcturn after ſeven times of abeſtial degradation had clapſed? 
Believers are commanded to imitate the loving kindneſſes 
and compaſſions of Cod the Father, ſhewn in that full 
image of all his perfections, his belvwoed Son. Pray, 
ſays the apoſtle, that ye may be able to comprehend with 
all ſaints or believers, what is the length and breadth, the 
depth and heighth, and to know the love of Chriſt, which 
ſurpaſſeth knowledge, and which never can be fully known 
till we come to his kingdom.“ Epheſ. iii, 18. All judg- 
ment muſt” be left to one judge, whoſe name ſcems to 
have been forgotten and loſt to the Chriſtian world, 
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ſound, at mount Sinai, are hung over mount 
Zion, with the general aſſembly of the firft+ 
born,* ſeparated and glorified for the ſalvation 


of all men. They are as oppoſite as the mount 
of Ebal for curſes, and mount Gerizim for 
bleſſings. Heb. xii. 18-25—Deut. ii. 29 
Joſ. viii. 33. Even thoſe who judge them- 
ſelves choſen in the lot of the Lord; who plant 
crowns on their own heads, and like the pre- 
ſumptuous Phariſees, take the higheſt places, 
cannot aſſume their royal power, till the goſ- 
pel be ſo publiſhed or interpreted, as compre- 


* The ſoreknowledge of God has ever been repreſented 
as dreadful to mankind, When the prophets of old pro- 
claimed the oppoſite. . Soame Jenyns, in his View of the 
Internal Evidence of the Chriſtian Religion, ſays, „ Sin is 
neceſſary, that the puniſhment of it might be infinite? No 
councils, no ſynod, no aſſembly of divine, could have 
ſpoken ſo much blaſphemy in ſo few words. This writer 
had a view to converting deiſts : ſuch a dreadful falſehood 
would ſooner revolt the hearts of believers. He complains 
of the rubbiſh which artifice and ignorance have been 
heaping on the Chriſtian religion for ſeventeen centuries; 
yet he would not lend a hand to remove any part of it, 
His rank and fortune in life precluded all fear, but that 
of reproach; and what a ſs/dier of Chriſt is that man, 
who fears reproach for removing ſtumbling blocks, Sce 
my Letters on his Evidence, p. 176, 77.
